LOCAL LAKES 
LOWEST IN 
LONG TIME 


Lack of rain this spring is blam- 
ed for the low water levels which 
exist in many lakes in the Trent 
water system which includes those 
waterways in this area, 

District Forester Wheatley told 
the Post today that the primary rea- 
son for the water shortage was lack 
of rainfall. However, he said he 
felt there would be plenty of rain 
by July to overcome any inconven- 
lence to boat users along the lake 
shores. At the moment some dif- 
ficulty is reported in launching 
craft from existing boat-houses. 

Mr. Wheatley pointed out that 
the Trent water system controls the 
water for various purposes in this 
region, principal among which fs {ts 
regulation to supply demands of 
hydro generating plants. The wat- 
ers are also controlled to facilitate 
logging and it is reported that some 
control in this connection js still in 
effect this spring, logging opera- 
tions not being complete. 

Water levels have been almost 
consistently low in this area for the 
past several summers. Last fall, 
the shortage was general across the 
province and when rains failed to 
materialize in late autumn the en- 
the hydro supply was crippled. Re- 
llef came with a particularly mild, 
wet winter.

Extra Feeding 


Nears Gives Super Yield 


When garden plants bagin to flow- 
er, set fruit, or reach harvest size, 
a ‘side dressing’ of plant food will 
usually bring an increased yield, of 
higher quality. Flowers will grow 
larger, and colors more brilliant. 
Fruits will increase in size, and 


will ‘speed up growth and improve 

in tenderness and flavor. a 
Plant food should be applied with- 

out disturbing the roots of the plants, 


since this might do more harm than | 


the feeding would do good. One way 


is to spread the plant food on the), 
surface between the rows after cul-||; 


tivating, and rake it into the soil. 
then wash it in, Another way, which 
has shown impressive results in New 
Jersey experiments, is to stir the 
plant food in water, and pour the 
water on the ground near the plants. 
During hot, dry weather, dry

‘The Company also says that work- 
ers have not seen fit to take advan- 
tage of conciliation machinery set 
up to handle the dispute. A Board 
of Conciliation has investigated the 
disagreement, which has been at a 
deadlock for many months. 

In {ts statement the company said 
that wages pald at the Natoinal 
Steel Car Plant are the highest in 
the city of Hamilton and are far 
above wages paid by competitive 
companies, And an offer of in- 
creases averaging two dollars and 70 
cents per week with working hours 
cut from 48 to 45 hours weekly was 
made to the union yesterday. 

The union demands an’ approxi- 
mate boost of three dollars and 15 
cents per week. 

The s e ties up delivery of 500 
railway carson order by the Cana- 
dian National Railways and may 
other projects. 

The company says that negotia- 
tions will not be resumed until tha 
employees return to work. And it's 
estimated that the strike will cost 
workers about 20-thousand dollars 
per day in wages.

All these flowers are marigolds, native American beauties, 


There’s a Lovely Marigold 
To Fit Any Garden Need 


Marigolds are among the most 
popular annual flowers, but few 
gardeners realize the wide variety 
for forms and colors which can be 
found in this ambitious flower fam- 
ily. 

A native of America, it was taken 
to Europe where it soon became pop- 
ular centuries past. But its great ad- 
vance has been made in the last 
twenty years, with the introduction 
of many new forms and colors, 

In the illustration, the small single 
flowers at the top are known as Mex- 
ican marigolds (tagetes signata 
pumila), Golden flowers completely 
cover the bushy plants. Varieties 
from a foot to three feet tall may be 
obtained. Below this on the left is 
Naughty Marietta, orange with 
mahogany markings; and on the 
right is Red Head, a single flowered 
mahogany red. 

Third row from the top shows from 
left to right, Royal Scott, mahogany 
and gold: Monarch Mixture, of the 
same colors: Crown of Gold, the 
first variety bred without marigold 
odor; Yellow Pigmy, a dwarf lemon 
yellow, and Melody, orange. Below 
these are Harmony, golden yellow 
bordered with maroon; Limelight, 


primrose yellow of chrysanthemum 
type; Scarlet Glow, a deep red dou- 
ble flower. 

At the bottom of the picture on 
the left is a large flowered yellow of 
carnation type; on the right a large 
orange flower of chrysanthemum 
form. Between is the old variety 
Robert Buist, still the darkest red 
double variety, 

This group is by no means all the 
excellent varieties of the marigold 
which are available to gardeners, 
but it represents the principal types 
of this flower produced by modern 
breeders. These types are available 
in varying heights and habits of 
growth, and by selecting dwarf, 
medium and tall growing plants of 
various colors, a most interesting 
planting can be made of marigolds 
alone. All can be grown from ‘seed 
sown directly in the garden, about 


the same time it is safe to sow sweet | 


corn in your neighborhood, 

While marigolds are not demand- 
ing in their soil requirements, larg- 
er flowers and more brilliant colors 
will be produced if the soil is en- 
riched with a complete plant food, 
using at least four pounds to each 
100 square feet.

Mr. L. Brown, Agricultural Re- 
presentative for Victoria County, 
has announced that a unit of the 
Dairy Herd Improvement Associat- 
ion has been organized for this 
county, and that the program will 
commence June 1, There are 26 
herds registered in the local unit, 
and membership is confirmed to 
owners of grade and mixed herds, 
with those herds consisting of 
grades and pure breds being con- 
sidered as mixed. In order to quali- 
fy for unit membership, it 1s es- 
sential that the farmer own at least 
10 cows. If the herd number more 
than 30, it Is necessary to enter as 
two herds, and pay two membership 
fees. Other qualifications are that 
the herd be tested for T, B. under 
a Dominion Government plan, and 
that the owner maintain or use 
a pure bred sire. 

A supervisor, provided by the On- 
tario Live Stock Branch will visit 
each member eight times during the 
year, at approximately six-week 
intervals, but without advance no- 
tice. It is required that complete 
milking. records be kept by each 
member, using an approved set of 
dairy scales, and that such records 
be kept for each cow in the herd 
except those maintained for the 


/ purpose of nursing calves, It will 


be the duty of the supervisor to 
weigh the milk of each cow under 
test at both morning and evening 
milking, and take supplies of each 
for a, composite sample for the 
Babcock test. Butterfat conent will 
also be tested a this time. Each 
grade cow and grade heifer calf will 
be identified by ear tag, and all 
heifer calves must be ldentifieq be- 
fore they are three months of age, 

Records will be kept both for. 
herds as a whole, and individually; 
with the herd record being consid- 
ered as the average production of 
milk and butter fat of each cow in 
the herd during the 12 month peri_ 
od known as the association year.

Canada's booming west may be- 
come a more important oil center 
than the wealthy middle-eastern 
state of Iran, which holds vast de- 
posits of the “black gold.” 

This is the view of the American 
firm—Gulf Oil Corporation. 

The company told its annual 
stockholders’ meeting that it has 
tapped an oil basin in Alberta 
which might surpass any in the 
Western Hemisphere. 

Gulf Oil says the new well opens 
up an entirely new field in the un- 
exploited and yast Alberta oil bas- 
in. 

The new deposits have been found 
near Edmonton, flourishing oil cap- 
ital of the west. 

Gulf Oil says ib has leased two 
million acres in the Alberta basin. 

The lease is more than two 
thousand miles long and 800 miles 
wide, 

The tremendous possibilities of 
the huge basin, which extends 
northward from the Montana line, 
was discovered in 1947, 

In Saskatchewan, geologists have 
also been at work surveying the 
prairies for natural resources. 

An Alberta Geologist—Dr. J. O. G. 
Sanderson — says some 80-million 
acres in Saskatchewan might con- 
tain oil and gas. 

But he adds: Only about one-half 
of one per cent. of that area might 
actually produce.

When the ship reached South- 
ampton, he was taken off by Scot- 
land Yard Detectives. 

Bisler's first reaction to his vict- 
ory was a slow smile which spread 
across his face. 

But he was defiant when he walk- 
ed from the court. 

Sympethizers greeted him with 
clenched fists raised in salute. 

Turning to a British United Press 
Correspondent, Eisler said, “I hope 
the United States suffers several 
more defeats like this one.”

PARIS, FRANCE -(NEA) -Since 
August, 1948, 35 grams of Mar- 


ahall Plan radium have been sent | 


to France. 

That sounds like a very meager 
quantity, but its value is $80,000 
and it has been enough to bring 
new life to those branches of in- 
dustry and medicine which de- 
pend on that precious, rare me- 
tal. 

French doctors, have been al- 


lotted 55 per cent of the 35 
grams. Dr. Roger Petyt of Rou- 
baiz, for example, received 10 


milligrams as his share of the 
metal under the Economic Co- 
operation Administration arrange- 
ment. With this minute quantity he 
has been able to establish a modern 
and flourishing radiumtherapic cli_ 
nic. In his clinic he can give radium 
treatments to thousands of victims 
of cancerous infections, who other- 
wise would have suffered long, pain- 
ful illnesses before certain death. 

Dr. Petyt and other doctors who 
have received this radium are out- 
standing experts with {ts use and 
are employing the most advanced 
techniques of treatment. They are 


{advancing the whole field of ra- 
| dium as a medicine. 

In French industry the use of ra- 
dium has bécome practically in- 
dispensable to the modernization 
of many factories. One of its uses 
is for the detection of flaws and 
weaknesses in water, gas and chemi- 
cal piping. This use has aided the 
construction of a new electric pow- 
er plant in the Paris suburb of 
Genneyilliers, the largest such plant 
in Europe. 

Another wide use for radium is 
in the production of luminous watch 
dials and instruments. This was a 
small but flourishing industry in 
France before the war, but was un- 
able to start up again until EOA ald 
came along. 

Only 2.2 grams of the total of 
3.5 grams came from America. -Resat 
rest came from America. The rest 
came from the Belgium Congo, but 
was purchased with dollar credits 
built up under the terms of ECA 
-The greatly increased need for 
radium in France as the result of 
new uses for it has created a de- 
mand for imports of about 5 grams 
each year.

Calls On Canada To 
Reduce Trade Barriers 


Toronto, May 30 (BUP) The 
United States Secretary of Com- 
merce—Charles Sawyer — has call- 
ed on Canada to reduce the trade 
barriers to promote a freer exchange 
of goods between Canada and the 
United States. He says such action 
would set an example for other na- 
tions of the world. 

Sawyer spoke at a luncheon in 
Toronto today, immediately before 
the formal opening of Canada's 
Second International Trade Fair. 
He traced the difficulties facing all 
countries in International trade, and 
said: 


"Is it possible that we can in the 
near future set an example of the 
things we have been discussing. If 
we can by a careful exploration and 
mutual concession bring about a 
reduction of trade barriers between 
our two countries, we shall have 
made real progress.” 

The U-S Secretary of Commerce 
made particular mention of the re- 
strictions placed by Canada on the 
importation of many American pro- 
ducts in November, 1947. 

“Naturally,” he sald, “We Ameri- 
cans are not entirely happy about 
these new controls. We know the 
people of Candda are not happy a- 
bout them.” 

Sawyer says that Canada and the 
United States—which have the lar- 
gest two-way flow of goods of any 
two countries in the world — can 
set an example for the whole of the 
Western Hemisphere and for the 
world. Said he: “Hemispheric sol- 
idarity was one of the rnain reasons 
for the stunning victory of the Al- 
lies. In time of peace, we must 
work to preserve and encourage the 
spirit of cooperation among all the 
countries of the Hemisphere.” 

The U-S Secretary of Commerce 
says the United States is anxious to 
buy more goods abroad, so that she 
can sell more, He says the United 
States wants to balance its interna- 
tional trade “at a high level.” 

Sawyer admitted that in some 
cases, the considerations of foreign 
policy conflict with trade considera- 
tions. Such a case, he sald, was 
in east-west trade. He sald: “It 1s 
clear that so far as possible we 
should, and we wish to, permit the 
free flow of trade between all parts 
of Europe, and between all parts of 
Europe and the United States, 

And he added: “If improvement 
in the relations between Eastern 
and Western Europe takes place, we 
can look for a larger yalume of trade 
to benefit of both Bast and West.”

Though many predict that cull- 
vators on the farm may soon be 
entirely replaced by sprayers, using 
weed-killing chemicals, cultivation 
is far from oulmoded jn the ama- 
teur garden, There is no practical 
substitute for the cultivating tool 
in killing weeds and breaking the 
soil crust, to insure aeration of the 


soil, 

But with the right touch and tim- 
ing, this once wearjsome garden 
task can now be done as easily as 
sweeping the floor. The research 
scientists, in fact, say that the se- 
cret of correct cultiyation js to take 
it easy. Cultivation should begin 
as soon as the young plants begin 
to grow. 

At this stage, if the soil between 
plants is stirred, It will be found to 
be full of tiny white sprouts, which 
are weeds, beginning to develop. 

One easy stroke of a sharp hoe or 
cultivating tool will destroy scores 
of-them before they have begun to 
compete with the vegelabie plants 
for available plant food and water, 

As long as weeds are killed in in- 
fancy, cultivation will be easy, but 
once they are allowed to begin sub- 
stantial growth, not only do crops 
suffer, but work will increase, and 
the care of the garden may be- 
come a chore.

Cultivating the garden not only benefits the plants, but gives posture 
training to the planter. 


ground deeper than one Inch. This 
is sufficient to kill young weeds, 
without disturbing the roots of the 
vegetable plants, It also breaks the 
soil crust, and allows air and water 
to penetrate readily. 

Deep cultivation will dry out the 
soil, and may disturb the surface 
roots of your vyegelable plants, 
whloh may do more harm than the 
cultivation does good, 

Besides destroying weeds in the 
space belween rows, those which 
grow in the row itself must be 
pulled when tiny, This requires 
hand work, and is always tedious, 
but if attended to promptly it takes 
litle time, and once the vegetables 
have become well established, hand 
weeding will be unnecessary. 

Free air circulation in the soil 
has been proved to be a vital factor 
in the growth of plants. In proper- 
ly porous soil there is a complete 
change of alr to a depth of elght 
inches every hour. When the soll 
becomes compacted and crusted on 
the surface, this exchange is seri- 
ously hampered, Crust formation 
ean be checked by various meth- 
ods, including the application of a 
mulch, or by growing a living 
mulch of fescue grasses. But lack- 
ing a mulch, frequent shallow cul- 
tivation is necessary, especially 
afler every rain,

Where did it come from and what 
is in 1b? 

This much discuased table fat 
may be new to Canada but it has 
three-quarters of a century of re- 
search behind it. 


The carly work of the French 
chemist was itaportant for two 
reasons. First, it emphasizeq the 


fact that neither soldiers nor clvi- 
lians can exist on a diet, deficient 
in fats; second, {tt opened a whole 
new field of research, 

The next step in the deyelop- 
ment of margarine was to substiute 
lard for part-of the beef fat in 
Mege-Mourles’ early margarine in 
order to produce a smoother, more 
attractive finish and to make it less 
brittle in cold weather, Total elimi- 
nation of beef fat was considered 
desirable and some attempt was 
made (o replace 1t with vegetable 
olls with the result that Germans 
-nearly 20 years after Mege-Mou- 
ries’ discovery, produced what they 
called “plant butter,” 

Side by side with the development 
of margarine itself research was 
then being carried on in the de- 
velopment of vegetable olls, When 
such ofls were’ firs) used only those 
edible int heir natural state (nen- 
nut, sweet almond, 
and hazelnut) were avatlable, Some 
of these had an unpleasant taste 
and an equally unpleasant odor. It 
was nol until 1900 that cottonseed 
oll was refined, About the same time 
a process known as hyldogenation, 
whieh can change a-lquid ofl to 
a slid fat was discovered and ex- 
periments were carried out on a 
number of other vegetable  olls 
such as cocoanut and palm and la- 
(er soybean, corn and peanut oils 
are used In margarine.

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How Can I 


Q. How can I brighten a dingy 
rug? 

‘A. After a rug has been thorough- 
ly cleaned and placed on the floor, 
and {t still has a dingy, faded look, 
get a pan of warm, water and put 
a cup of vinegar and a tablespoon- 
ful of ammonia into it. Wring a8 
woolen cloth out of the water and 
wipe the rug all over. Both acid 
and ammonia have a tenedney to 
restore faded colors. 

Q. How can I keep cracker crumbs 
from absorbing grease? 

‘A, Remember never to use crack- 
er crumbs when covering food for 
frying, They will absorb the grease, 
which breaq crumbs will not do. 

Q. How can I clean a stained sink? 

A, By rubbing with lemon rinds 
and then applying soap powder to 
the stains. After a few minutes, 
scrub with a brush and the stain 
will disappear. 

Q. How can 1 make poached eggs 
hold together? 

A. Add half a teaspoonful of vine- 
gar to poaching eggs, and it will 
cause them to hold together. This 
will have the same effect on fish. 

Q. How can I make cleaning fluid 
dorless? 

A. Add a few drops of oil of sas_ 
safras to each quart of fluid used 
in cleaning colthes, This will de- 
odorize it and entirely remove any 
disagreeable odor from the gar- 
ment after the cleaning. 

Q. How can I improve the looks 
of an umbrella that is beginning 
to look shabby? 

A. Open it and wash it with a 
brush dipped {n ammonia water. 
Rinse under the shower. Open to 


dry.

Q. How can I clean white folt 
hats? 
A, Mix one quart of cornmeal with 
one cupful each of salt and flour. 
Rub into the surface of the felt, al- 
low to stand over night, and then 
yemoye by brushing, Often, dirt 
spots or grime can be removed by 
use of art gum or the finest sand- 
paper. 
Q. How can I keep sandwiches. 
moist? 
A. To keep sandwiches fresh and 
moist, place in a covered earthen- 
ware Vessel and set in cold water. 
Q. How oan I remove iron stains 
{rom marble? 
A. By taking an equal quantity: 
of fresh spirits of vitriol and lemon 
juice. Mix in a bottle, shake well, 
wet the spots, and in a few minutes 
rub with a soft linen cloth until 
they disappear. 
Q. How can I test butter when in 
doubia s to whether I have butter 
or a substitute? 
A. Try this test; Hold a half - 
teaspoon over the spout of the 
teakettle. Buttér will form a sort 
of foam, while the substitute will 
melt. 
Q. How can I mend a leak in a 
vase? 
A. By pouring hot paraffin Into 
it. Tip the vase from side to side 
to coat not only the bottom but 
the sides. This can be done with a 
now bowl or vase ‘just by way of 
safeguard. 
Q. How can I remove grease and 
dirt from hair brushes and combs? 
A. Wash them in a quart of water 
to which a teaspoon of ammonia 
has been added. Rinse and dry in 
the sun.

Cjean the dust mop by putting 
two tablespoonfuls of turpentine in- 
to each gallon of hot soapsuds, and 
letting the mop soak in this solu- 
tion for about two hours; then 
wash. 
The Bath Tub 
An effective way to clean a white 
enamel bath tub is to place a little 
turpentine in a saucer and rub the 
tub all over, using a small cloth. 
Finish by scrubbing well with soap 
and water. 
Home-Made Cement 
A cement can be made that will 
mend almost anything around the 
home by mixing 1 quart of wood 
ashes, 1-2 of table salt, and enough 
water to give proper consistency. 
The dark appearance at first will 


soothe them, using a half-teaspoon 
of salt to one pint of water.

“Have you noticed how much ni- 
cer our local asparagus {s than the 
importeq we haye had of late?

Asparagus is a 
versatile vegetable and can be’ used 
in so many ways. It is delicious as 
a vegetable itself or with other food. 
Poached eggs on cooked asparagus 
is an old’ standby. Toasted triangles 
of bread are usually served with it.

Leftover asparagus 
tips can be used to top a salaq or 
used in a cream sauce and served 
on toast.

NOW IS THE TIME 
TO PRACTISE IT 
Walter Williams, University of Missouri School of 

Journalism, sometime ago wrote a “Creed for Journ- 

' alist” which was widely circulated. It is a very rigid 
creed ag readers will note while reading it through 

and, if adhered to, it might make all the difference in 
the world in the outcome of the coming federal el- 

| ection te say nothing of its effect om other major 
| events. 

\ Here is the creed which Mr. Williams proposes: 

| Ie believe in the profession (of journalism. 

Yi T believe that the public journal is a public trust; 
that all connected with it are, to be full measure of 
their responsibility, trustees for the public, that ac- 
ceptanec of lesser seryice than the public service is 
betrayal of this trust. 

I believe that clear thinking and clear statement, 
accuracy and fairness, are fundamental to good jour- 
nalism.. 

I believe that a journalist should write only what 
he holds in his heart to be true. 

I believe that suppression of the news, for any 


consideration other than the welfare of society is in- - 


defensible. 

I believe that no one should write as a journalist 
what he would not say as a gentleman; that bribery 
by one’s own pocketbook is as much to be avoided 
as bribery by the pocketbook of another; that indivi- 
dual responsibility may not be escaped by pleading 
another’s instructions or another’s dividends. 

I believe that advertising, news and editorial col- 
umns should alike serve the best interest of readers; 
that a single standard of helpful truth and cleanli- 
ness should prevail for all; that the supreme test of 
good journalism is the measure of its public service. 

I believe that the journalism which succeeds best 
—and best deserves success—fears of God and honors 
man; is stoutly independent, unmoved by pride of opin- 
ion or greed of power, constructive, tolerant but never 
careless, self-controlled, patient, always respectful of 
its readers but always unafraid; is quickly indignant 
at injustice; is unswayed by the appeal of privilege 
or the clamor of the mob; seeks to give evry man a 
chance and, as far as law and honest wage and recog- 
nition of human brotherhood can make it so, an equal 
chance; is profundly patriotic while sincerely promo- 
ting internation good will and cementing world- com- 
radeship; is a journalism of humanity, of and for to- 
day’s world. 


HOW THE MINORITY 
PRESSURE GROUP WORKS 
The opening paragraph in a message from the 


Minister of Labor for Canada, explaining the facts, 


Surrounding the current seamen’s strike, gives some 
indication of how disturbing minority pressure groups 
sometimes set out to achieve their goal. It is not 
necessary to elaborate on this portion of the explan- 
atory message to show how difficult. the way is made 
for honest labor movements by the tactics employed 
among those of less sterling characteristics. 
This is the significant paragraph: 
To Trade Unionists and Interested Citizens: 

“Each day brings contradictory statements concern- 
ing the seamen’s strike. Many of the statements are 
extravagant, misleading and incorrect and clearly in- 
itiated from one source, Many telegrams are sent to 
Ministers of the Crown including myself asserting that 
the Dominion Government is responsible for the diffi- 
culties and for the strike. A few days ago 865 tele 
grams were received by the Prime Minister of Canada 
purporting to be signed by different persons or groups 
of persons, and enquiries disclosed they were filed and 
paid for in three different telegraph stations’ in Tor- 
onto by the same person. Twenty-six long telegrams 
were received last week from a Maritime port signed 
by twenty-six different names and the contents of 
each were word for word the same. No addresses were 
given. Because of the misleading nature of this pub- 
licity the actual facts are given for the informa- 
tion of those to whom this letter is addressed.” 


BEWARE OF POISON IVY)! 

“Farm News” a valuable government information 
service bulletin has come up with a timely warning on 
the menace of polsin ivy. It isn’t necessary to elabor- 
ate on the following advice to beware of this polson- 
ous plant: 

“It’s time for a reminder 4bout, poison tvy. Many 
a day’s outing has been spoiled by coming in con- 
tact with this plant.” 

“The best preventative measure is to learn to 
recognize poison ivy and not to picnic or sit near it. 
Although it generally grows as a trailing vine, or as a 
number of separate plants forming patches of vary- 
ing thickness and size, it may climb a tree or tele- 
graph pole for a considerable height.” 

“Tts leaves are arranged alternately on the woody 
stem with each leaf bearing three leaflets, which may 
vary in size, shape, colour or outline, but will always 
be in threes. Clusters of greenish-yellow fruits about 
the size of peas develop:on poison ivy in some loca- 
tions and these fruits generally turn white. Poison ivy 
is the only common plant in Canada having trifollate 
leaves and white fruit.” 

“The rash which can prove so distressing to many 
people is caused by coming in contact with the non- 
volatile, sticky substance which Is on the plant. This 
substance may remain active on gloves, tools, shoes, 
and picnic baskets for months. Dogs, cats, or even 
smoke from burning ivy can transmit the substance.”

Many persons still do not understand why Soviet _ 


Russia seeks to prevent Hurope’s recovery. The AFL, 
in its labour's Monthly Survey, tells why in words 
that should dispel any misunderstanding of Russia's 
aim. “The Bnd of World War Il,” the survey says, 
“found Soviet Russia the most powerful military na-~ 
tion on the Duropean continent.” , At first U-S policy 
was based on the belief that the USSR would join the 
other nations to promote world recovery and peace. 
“This belief was proved utterly false. The USSR will 
bend every effort in order that this ‘Marshall’” plan 
be doomed to failure.” “It’s Hasy to See why this 
course of action is essential to Soviet strategy,” the 
APL explains. “If the people behind the Iron Curtain 
see economic recovery and rising standards of living 
in western Hurope under governments which protect 
individual freedom and justice, it will be ie proof 
that democracy is sunericy to communism.’

MUST RECOGNIZE ECONOMIC FACTORS 

The National Coal Board in Great Britain assumed 
control of all coal mining activities in the United 
Kingdom under the nationalization program of the 
British Socialist Government. During the first few 
weeks of Coal Board control, miners assumed that 
since “we're the bosses now and working for our- 
selyes” substantial advances in wages and working 
conditions would soon take place. 

Sir Stafford Cripps and his austerity program nip- 
ped these rosy prospects in the bud. Naturally the 
miners were disappointed. In recent weeks the situ- 
ation has not improyed. In fact, the Coal Board has 
begun to act in a manner that in former private 
owner’s opinion was described as ‘‘callous indiffer- 
ence,” 

The Board has indicated that a number of pits in 
Lanarkshire are to be closed down because they can- 
not be operated economically. The Board is also sug- 
gesting that Scottish miners working in these pits 
be moved to jobs in other parts of the cquntry. 

Apparently economic facts remain economic facts 
even under a Socialist regime.—Winnipeg Tribune 


CLEAR-CUT DECISION UNCERTAIN 
With the federal election campaign still in the 


warming up stage, two major parties, the Liberals and 


are the best paid in Canada, and the final roof of 
their scale is $6,200. 

Tt continues: 

“In other cities no principal gets more than $6,000. 
Vancouver pays $5,700 to the principal of school with 
1800 pupils. The biggest Roman Catholic school in 
Montreal, with 1,100 pupils, pays only $4,100; Regina 
about the same.” 

“In smaller schools and smaller communities a 
principal is doing well if he gets $3,000 - $3,300 a 
year.” 

“A successful-male teacher can make more money 
if he gives up teaching and gets an administrative job 
as school board‘superintendent or in a provincial de- 
partment of Education.” ‘ 

“But even in these spheres Canada provides only 
three jobs that can pay as much.as $10,000 a year. 
That is the maximum to be reached after years of 
service by the Chief Director of Education for Ontario, 
or the Director of Education for Toronto, or the Dir- 


ector of Education for Vancouver.” 
According to the aforegoing the teaching profes- 


sion isn’t a very lucrative one but there are a few 
things which the Financial Post has neglected to men- 
tion in passing but which should not be overlooked. 

(1) The average school teacher makes a good 
deal more per year than the average taxpayer---the 
one who foots the bills. 

(2) The teacher is paid for a full year’s work but 
actual working time probably gives them ample op- 
portunity to supplement their income. 

(8) Many teachers find time after school to earn 
additional income by engaging in a private business 
pursuit which pays a generous return. 

With all due respect to teachers and being desir- 
ous that they should’ be amply remunerated for their 

services, there Is little doubt but what current sal- 
aries will attract suitable material to the profession for 
sometime to come. 


BE SLOW TO JUDGE 

Recent publicity given to alleged brutal practices 
by policemen in some areas has a tendency to cast 
an unfair reflection on the great numbers of men en- 
gaged in the hard task of preserving law and order, 

While it is quite right that any alleged brutal 
practices on the part of policemen should be thor- 
oughly investigated, the public should be slow to re- 
act pending full knowledge of all the facts. It should 
be remembered that these are. times when destructive 
minority groups are prone to employ any tactics which 
will malign those who are trying to safeguard the 
orderly way of life in a democracy. The methods us- 
ually employed by these people are fairly well known, 
The objective being to lower respect for the forces 
which strive to preserve order by citing, with undue 
emphasis, exceptional instances of those in authority 
getting out of line, They strive alt the same time to 
cover up intentionally aggravated situations which 
lead up to such incidents, 

Considering the great number of men engaged 
In Jaw enforcement and the nature of some of the 
cases they have to deal with, it is remarkable that 
there are not more instances of an officer “losing his 
temper” reported. Brutality'in enforcing the law is to 
be deplored at all times but it may also be conceded 
that there are times when brute force must be dealt 
with in kind. «

Only a thoroughly aroused public opinion and a 
firm determination on the part of every adult citizen 
can check that shocking toll. A great many different 
factors are responsible for traffic accidents, but the 
most common and important of all is carelessness 
--carelessness on the part of the speeding driver who 
thinks that nothing will happen to him, carelessness 
on the part of the pedestrian who steps onto the road 
without looking. Unless we can make these people 
realize always the penalty for a moment's carelessness 
there will be a Jot of mourning ahead of us in the sum- 
mer months just starting.

Luxury Lima 


Did anyone ever get too many lima 
beans? In the market, they are a 
luxury crop. Even small home gar- 
dens can grow them, however, and 
enjoy a rich harvest from a single 
row, if a pole variety is chosen, and 
allowed to climb a fence. 

The foliage is beautiful, thick and 
glossy green. The harvest ‘starts 
late, for pole varieties, but lasts 
until frost kills the vines. Although 
only the seeds are eaten, the yield 
for space occupied will compare 
well with other crops, provided the 
soil is well fed. 

Even though your garden soil {s 
known to be fertile, it will be well to 
use 4 pounds of complete plant food 
for each 100 feet of row planted to

Bush limas are of two classes, 
large and small seeded; the former 
bearing larger beans, but fewer of 
them. The small seeded limas have 
been improved recently, and new 
varieties have larger beans, while 
still producing them abundantly, 

Small seeded bush limas mature 
in about 65 days, large seeded bush 
and pole limas in about 80 days, 
‘They have a long season of yield, 
and will prowde beans for the table 
until frost kills the vines.

HEARTBURN 

T was paying a social visit to an 
elderly friend, during which he 
spoke of heartburn that had been 
disturbing him in recent weeks, He 
gave the usual description --a 
burning feeling under the lower end 
of the breast bone, In addition to 
the heartburn, he complained of 
belching and nausea, but little or 
no vomiting. As he had always been 
well and free from degestive dis- 
turbances, he couldn't understand 
why foods he had always eaten 
now seemed to cause the heartburn 
and belching. 

It is agreed among physicians 
that heartburn is caused by “some- 
thing” which disturbs or irritates 
the lower end of the tube (esop- 
hagus) carrying food from the 
mouth to the stomach, As the lower 
end of this tube lies close to the 
heart, it was only natural that 
this pain or burning caused by 
spasm should be called heartburn. 
During my visit I learned that a 
member of the family recently had 


been nelectful, failing to answer 
his letters promptly, which greatly 
upset him. 


Research workers in ailments of 
the stomach and intestines, seek- 
in the cause of heartburn, have 
foung that in some cases the eating 
of certain foods seems to “‘start” 
heartburn, which is relieved by an 
alkali such as baking soda; belch- 
ing occurs and they feel relieved. 
At other times, these same foods do 
not cause heartburn, which would 
prove that it ig the patient's con_ 
dition --nervous condition --at the 
time he eats the foods that causes 
or does not cause the attack of 
heartburn. Among the common 
foods which most often start heart- 
burn while the individual {s under 
emotional unrest are fats, fried 
foods, spices, gravies and sweets. 

In a series of 46 cases of heart. 
burn reported in the ‘Journal of 
the American Medical Association,” 
Drs. Henry J. Tumen and Edwin 
H. Cohn, Philadelphia, state that 
in 75 per cent the cause was emot- 
jonal disturbances, 

In the treatment of heartburn, 
physician, have found that most 
of the patients have learned what 
foods appear to disturb them --also 
that when very tired almost any 
foor may bring on an attack. By 
showing the patient that his emot- 
jonal disturbances cause spasm at 
the lower end of the esophagus, 
just as they do in other orgaps of 
the body, working out or meeting 
the problem disturbing him 1s the 
important part of the treatment. 


Rest of the Lung Cures Tuberculosis 

Although tuberculosis of the lungs 
still causes many deaths, the gen- 
eral public reads and hears so much 
about how the battle against tu 
berculosis is being won that they 
do not know that tuberculosis 1s 
still common. 

I have spoken about visiting a 
friend 1n a sanitarlum as a heavy- 
weight boxer was wheeled into an 
adjoining bed. The latter explained 
that he ‘had disregarded a severe 
cold, tuberculosis had developed, 
and he was now prepared to “rest” 
for two years to obtain a “cure” 

It is the long rest necessary to 
bring about a cure that prompted 
specialists in tuberculosis to try 
to obtain rest for the affected lung 
by means of surgery. If the lung 
can be rested, the natural resis- 
tance of the body is usually suffici- 
ent to flght or kill off the organisms 
causing the tuberculosis. 

In “Hygela," the health maga- 
zine, published by the American 
Medical Association, Dr. Louis Carp 
states that the alms of the varlous 
methods of treating the lung by 
artificlal means ~-surgical and 
others- are to rest the lung and pre- 
vent or greatly decrease the move- 
ment in the affected lung when the 
patient breathes. As cavities in the 
lung keep the tubercle organisms 
alive and: busy, anything that closes 
or partly closes or decreases the 
size of these cavities by pressure 
help to cure tuberculosis, By clos- 
ing the tube taking air to the af_ 
fected lung, alr cannot get in or 
out and so the walls of the cavity 
gradually close. As this happens, 
the tubercle germs cannot live, thus 
halting or slowing up the progress 
of tuberculosis. 

Among the methods of causing 
pressure against the walls of the 
cavity or hole in the lung !s pneu- 
mothorax, In which air Is injected 
around the lung so that St ts push- 
ed farther away from the chest 
wall and thus becomes smaller. Be- 
cause {b {8 squeezed smaller, the 
walls of the cavity get closer and 
closer together. The effect of, this 
collapse of shrinking ‘of the lung 
gives the lung rest, and rest {s the 


While pneumothorax {s used more 
extensively than other medical: 
method of collapsing the affeoted 
Jung, other surgical methods, such 
as breaking up adhesions and re- 
moving several ribs, are used, 


House Dust Often a Cause of 
Allergy 
We are familiar with allergy in 
which the tissues of some indivi- 
duals (16 to 20 per cent of the popu- 
lation) react differently than most, 
of us to certain substances that 
float in the alr, are eaten in food, 
or injected under the skin. We see 
it in forms of hay fever, asthma, 
head colds, stomach upsets, hives 
and other skin eruptions, 
Allergists, speolalists in allergy, 
tell us that there are many sub- 
stances causing allergy that are 
still unknown or not suspected, One 
of the commonest causes 1s ordin- 
ary house dust, to which one or 
more of the family are allergic but 
who blame their symptoms on pol_ 
Jen or similar substances, 
Some years Ago ® magazine men- 
tioned a case of allergy in which 
the father of the household, af- 
flicted with asthma, travelled a- 
head of his family to locate a dis- 
trict where he would be free of 
asthma. Finding such a place, he 
would seng for the family. Shortly 
after the family arrived, his asthma 
again would afflict him. It was 
only after several such movings that 
it was learned that it was the fur 
of the beloved family cat that was 
causing the ashmatio attacks. 
While allergists have found some 
cases of allergy to be caused by 
street dust, it ls more often sub- 
stances in the air of the home that 
are to blame .Some of these sub- 
stances are the children’s toys stuf- 
fed with wool or cotton lint, in- 
sect sprays, heavy curtains, mat- 
tress fillings of feathers or cotton, 
certain cosmetic articles, the odors 
of perfumes, and powders, hair 
dyes, eyebrow and lip pencils, 
The thought, then, is that where 
the cause of the allergic symptoms 
is unknown, and the usual tests 
for foods and pollen haye been 
made the dust in the home --part- 
{cularly in the bedrooms (mattres- 
ses) and in sitting rooms (stuffed 
chairs and sofas) --should be care. 
fully tested by an allergist. The 
cause of allergic symptoms can be 
found in the majority of cases if 
diligent search is made, 


KEEPING FREE OF FEAR 

One of the sayings of the late 
Fraaulin Roosevelt, most of us re- 
member, was his advice that the 
only thing we need to fear is fear 
itself. 

It is this fear of the future, so 
common today, that is helping to 
make many indviduals old before 
their time, Once we have fear on 
our minds, or in our hearts, we lose 
interest in the various everyday 
affairs of life, which affairs always 
have been sufficient to arouse in- 
terest anq enthusiasm, And once we 
lose interest or enthusiasm for 
these things, we become afraid and 
allow ourselves to grow old rapidly, 

A man meeting an old friend and 
Inquiring into his golf score was 
surprised to be tolq that hig friend 
had given up golf because-he gues- 
sed he was growing old. “I never 
thought you'd ever give up golf be- 
cause you were always so enthusi- 
astic about the game.” 

This fellow met his former golf 
enthusuast some monthg later, and 
before he coulg even ‘speak to him, 
the golfer said, “Jack, I’m back 
in the elghties again and getting 
a great kick out of {t.” 

The rbturn of his enthusiasm for 
golf was caused by the fact that 
the fear that had® decupied his 
mind had been removed, but be- 
cause ne had “reasoned out” how 
to fight or combat this fear, and 
was his own enthusiastic self again. 

In the “Bulletin, Toronto East 

Medical Association,” we read that 
& man 1s as old as his fear, and that 
nobody grows old merely by living 
a number of years; people grow 
old only by deserting their ideals. 
Years wrinkle the skin, but giving 
up enthusiasm wrinkles the soul. 
) We read and hear much about 
the effect of the mind upon the pro- 
cesses of the body --digestion, 
heart, lungs and even the skin. We 
forget often the effect of infection-- 
teeth, tonsils, gall bladder .- up- 
on the mind. Infection can replace 
enthusiasm with fear because it 
takes the “fight” out of the Indi- 
vidual, 

A check up by your physician and 
dentist once or twice a year may 
help to keep you free of fear,

Medicine and Diet Controls Most

After seeing several individuals in 
an epileptic attack, I often wond- 
ered whether these victims would 
be able to live useful and happy 
lives, , 4 

The young patients couldsnot, go 
to school or elsewhere unless ac- 
companied by those of their own 
age or older, and the older patients 
found 1t difficult to obtain employ- 
ment in industry owing to the dan- 
ger to themselves and to others, No 
school teacher or camp director 
wanted to be responsible for the 
care of an epileptic boy or girl; no 
employer wanted ‘accidents’ to 
happen {n hig factory or warehouse. 

Every day we now. see epileptic 
children’ at school and camps, and 
epileptic adults gainfully employed 
in offices and factories. This: great 
change has been brought about by 
research workers in epilepsy, who 
are now able to distinguish between 
epilepsy and other mental and 
emotional ailments. 

The use of the electroencephalo- 
graph, which recods the movements 
of the brain as does the electro- 
cardiograph the heart, ts a great 
ate forward in understanding and 
treating epilepsy. The other tm- 
portant step in making Ife worth 
living for the epileptic is the dis- 
covery of new drugs-- the barbit- 
urates and others. 

During all the centurles before 
this century, practically no treat- 
ment to prevent attacks was known 
and the quieting drugs --bromides 
-were the only treatment, ? 

The general feeling until a few 
years ago was that “nothing could 
be done about it, that eplleptics 
were insane, that they couldn't live 
normal lives.” It is thus not hard 
to understand why young epileptics 
were a tragic problem to themselves 
and to thelr parents. Their parents 
were over-protective and anxious, 
fearful of discipling the “sick” child, 


and denying him freedom and re- 
sponsibility. 


With the new treatment of epil- 
epsy --medicine and diet (increas- 
ing fats, decreasing starches) 
about seven in every ten cases of 
epilepsy can be compeletly control- 
Jed and others helped to a consider-

Experts Doubt Widespread 
Claims for Vitamin E 


NEW YORK -(NEA) Many doctors 
—and the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration - are getting worried about 
claims that are being made about 
Vitamin E is supposed to do for 
a wide variety of human ills, 


Food and Drug Administration and 


Doctors Skeptical 


Over Its Value 


In the past two or three years, After Controlled Clinical Study 


Vitamin E has been described as a 
cure or partial cure for many kinds 
of heart and circulation disease, 
for a number of skin troubles caus_ 
ed by faulty circulation - even for 
sugar diabetes, 

The viewpoint of a growing num- 
ber of physicians, after careful 
clinfcal study, {s expressed by Drs. 
Samuel Baer and Willian L, Heina 
of Jewish Hospital, Philadelphia, 
who wrote to the Journal of the 
American Medical Association in 
March: 

“We believe that so much harm 
has resulted, and the public has 
been mulcteq of so much money, 
that we should call attention to the 
adverse conclusions published con- 
cerning the use of vitamin E in 
heart disease.” 

Dr. Robert T.- Stormont, medical 
director of the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration, told NBA Service: 

“We question any therapeutic 
(curatiye) claims made for any of 
the tocopherols which exhibit yi- 
tamin © in cardiac (heart) diseases 
indicates quite clearly that it is 
of no value. Well controlled clin{_- 
cal studies furnish quite conclusive 
evidence to the contrary {s based 
on what we regard as inadequately 
controlled studies. 

“We are most skeptical of the al- 
leged value of vitamin E in diabetes 
-There are well-controlled studies 
under way at the present time on 
this matter, and we hope to get a 
conclusive answer in he near future. 

“In the meantime, it 1s our opin- 
jon that it would be quite definitely 
not in the public interest if diabetics 
are leq to rely on vitamin FE and 
neglect treatment with {nsulin.” 

For years after its discovery in 
1922, vitamin E was regarded as 
the “fertility vitamin” or the “antl- 
sterility vitamin.” Most doctors long 
since haye stopped prescribing it 
for this, but laymen still are buy- 
ing it over the counter with the 
idea it will help them haye children. 
Of this, Dr. Stormont says: 

“Although it has been demon- 
strated that vitamin B is necessary 
in the diet of the rat to insure suc- 
cessful reproduction, there seems 
to be general agreement that the 
vitamin {s of no value in the treat- 
ment of sterility in the human. 
, There {s also fairly general agree- 
‘ment among recognized authorities 
that it 1, not of value in the treat- 
ment of habitual abortion in the 
human.” 

Much of the publity given vitamin 
E for heart, circulatory and dia_ 
betic troubles centers around Drs. 
Wilfriq E. Shute, Evan V. Shute, 
and Arthur Vogelsang of London, 
Ontario, who have reported remark- 
able results from Vitamin B® in 
treating blood clots-in the circula_ 
tory system, hardening of the ar-

At a two day International Con- 
ference on Vitamin EB, sponsored 
recently by the New York Academy 
of Science, dozens of doctors and 
research specialists reported their 
findings. Many told of apparently 
helpful results obtained with vi- 
tamin E., 


These are the reports which Dr. 
Stormont felt were based on “in- 
edequately controlled studies.” Dr. 
Stormont’s statement was made af- 
ter studying a report on the con- 
ference from Dr, Leo G. Palmer, 
New York district medical officer. 

The most nearly completely “con- 
trolled” clinical study reported at 
the conference was by Dr. Janet 
Travell of the Cornell University 
Medical School faculty, and four 
associates, all on the staff of Beth 
Israel Hospital, New York. They tes- 
ted 38 victims of heart disease. 
Matching them for age, sex durat- 
fon and type of pain, they gave vit- 
amin E to 19 and a matching place- 
bo to 19. A placebo is a bread pill 
or anything that looks like medi- 
cine, makes the patient think he ts 
getting medicine, but actually con 
tains no medicinal drugs. 

One doctor gave the drug and 
placebos. The other, testeq the 
patients. Thost who made the tests 
did not know which patients had 
vitamin E and which had placebos. 
Only one patient showed real im-

ceived no yitamin B —only place- 
bos. 

The doctors concluded that their 
experiments showed no basis for 
using vitamin B as a cure for heart 
disease, or for relief of heart pains. 

In experiments “controlled” dif- 
ferently, Dr. Milton E. Wisen of City 
Hospital, New York, did not find 
that vitamin E produced any sub- 
jective or objective improyements 
in heart cases or in diseases of the 
circulation of the legs. He reports 
in an artcile accepted for publi_ 
cation by the New York State Medi- 
cal Journal, hat some patients 
actually got worse during treatment 
“though not necessarily due to the 
treatment.” 

Drs. Baer and Heine told the con- 
ference that their tests with 30 pa- 
tients showeq no {mprovement If 
any. Drs, Iyer S. Ravin and Kermit 
H. Katz, of the Boston University 
School of Medicine, reported in the 
New Eng’ynd Journal of Medicine 
that only one of 11 patients show- 
ed “even slight objective benefit.” 
Dr. Charles K. Donegan and three 
associates at the Duke University 
school of Medicine studied seven 
patients with each of three types 
of heart disease, and reported that 
‘no appreciable benefit" was found. 

Although vitamin E deficiency in 
rats and other animals admitedly 
causes the diseasse and other troub- 
les involyed in the controyersy, most 
doctors doubt it 1; possible to create 
a vitamin £ deficiency in a human 
being who eats naturalfood. That, 
they say, Js because this vitamin is 
in so many of he common foods, 
and because the human body ap- 
pears to haye a marvelous; ability 
to store up yltamin B aver long 
period.

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High Blood Pressure Experts 
Get Heart Closeup 


New Picture Technique May Help 
Science in Coronary Disease Battle

Cleveland—(NEA)—What causes 
high blood pressure, hardening of 
the arterjes and their allied heart 

diseases? 

That's the multi-million-dollar 
question which faces the Amert- 
can Foundation for High Blood 
Pressure. At a recent conference 
of the Foundation’s medical advis- 
ory board, 29 specialists in hyper- 
tension (high blood pressure) and 
cardio-vascular diseases met, swap- 
ped notes, shook their heads and 
departed, They were generally a- 
greed that the problem would re- 
quire another miillion dollars this 
year, with still no promise of any 
cures 

But the medical brain-trust did 
furnish a few leads into the diseas- 
es which kill more than 600,000 A- 
mericans each year. 

Most striking of the new devel- 
opments was a new technique of 

photographing the lving heart 
and its surrounding arteries, with- 
out disturbing its normal function. 
This had never been done before. 

The process, described by Dr. 
Meyer Fricdman of San Francisco, 
has been used successfully on ani-

mals in the past year, Through the 
use of conyict volunteers, Dr, Fried~ 
man, Dr, Felix Perle and their ns~ 
sociates hope to perfect the tech- 
nique in another year for use on 
humans as a conclusive test for 
coronary disease, 

“Tts value lies chiefly in diagnos- 
is,” said Dr. Friedman, “Today, 50 
per cent of coronary disease can 
be diagnosed only by the case his- 
tory of the patient.” 

Far from announcing a oure for 
hypertension, several of the doc- 
tors tended to minimize the advan- 
tages of one highly-publicized 
treatment — the low-salt and rice 
diet. 

Dr. William Goldring of New 
York and his associates reported 
that patients on this diet for as 
long as 90 days showed no signifl- 
cant change in blood pressure ley-~ 
el, and some suffered adverse ef- 
fects on the function of the kid- 
neys. 

Dr. Henry A. Schroeder of the 
Washington University School of 
Medicine concentrated on the 
“psychosomatic” factor {n hyper- 
tension — the relation of mental 
stress to high blood pressure, He 
said that two types of personalities 
are particularly prone to hyperten- 
sion: the subnormal-assertive per- 
sonality, of which the “timid soul” 
might be termed representative, and 
the obsessive compulsive type —the 
man with an “inner drive.” 

He outlined a theory in which 
mental disturbance 1s a key to hy- 
pertension. Briefly, mental or em- 
otional stresses result {in bodily 
tensions, which In turn produce a 
reduced blood flow through the 


kidneys — a condition known as 
“Ischemia.” 5 
The kidneys then develop a 


chemical substance which increas- 
es the blood pressure, stains the 
heart, speeds up hardening of the 
arteries, and contributes to kidney 
disease. Although the ‘presence of 
this substance has been recognized 
it fs in such minute quantities that 
efforts to Isolate and study {t have 
failed.

. Dr. Schroeder pointed out In de- 
fense of the psychosomatic theory, 
that hypertension is & “eivilized’’ 
ailment — African !Zulus and Aus- 
trailian Bushmen don’t get it. Yet 
among American businessmen and 
executives, it $s almost an occupa- 
tional disease. 

Despite the obylous psychological 
implications, Dr. Schroeder doesn't 
think that any widespread use of 
psychotherapy in the treabment of 
hypertension {is in the offing, at 
least in adyanced cases. He be- 
lieves the defects in personality are 
too fundamental to be remedied on 
the psychoanalyst’s couch. 

The doctors have. returned to 
their laboratories for more testing, 
probing and compiling. But high 
blood pressure and accompanying 
diseases continue to take thelr toll, 
which predictions say will reach a 
million a year in the U.S. by 1960.

HOLD THOSE POTATOES! 

It is only a day or so ago that the people of 
Canada were rising up in arms at the prospect of 
potatoes being destroyed in order to keep the price 
from falling too low. Now, in Ontario, the people are 
becoming concerned over the possibility of a crop 
failure caused by drought, This would almost seem 
like a reminder to ‘waste not, want not.” 

It is a terrible thing when the nation’s producers 
become so greedy that they would stop at nothing to 
maintain the price of the foods they produce---even 
deliberate waste. Nothing could justify retribution by 
Providence more than such misuse of the products 
of the soil such as have not only been contemplated, 
but actually carried out on numerous occassions to 
keep prices at high profit levels. It may require a 
crop failure to open the eyes of those who would 
persist in these wasteful practices but it is unfortun- 
ate that so many innocent victims of their maneuver- 
ing would have to suffer. 

Man, throughout the ages, has been very care- 
less with the natural resources of the land. Timber 
has been ruthlessly cleared over the years without 
thought of the possible consequences, tillable soil has 
been virtually “mined out” in many sections of the 
country by the farmer's failure to handle it properly, 
and other of our natural resources sacrificed in a 
ruthless manner. 

The time is at hand when serious thought must 
be given to preserving every resource at our command. 
‘Timber must be replaced, soil must be tilled so as to 
conserve it, and the products of the land should be all 
used to the greatest possible advantage avoiding all 
forms of waste to achieve greedy ends. 


Others Say 


ORIGINATOR OF THE PHRASE 
“FOURTH ESTATE” UNKNOWN 

Historians for years have been knocking them- 
selves out to determine exactly who originated the 
phrase “fourth estate” as a name for the press. 

No one has any trouble checking facts about the 
first three estates, ‘because these estates were classes 
represented in the English parliament and the French 
states general: The first estate, lord’s spiritual (cler- 
gy) the second estate, lords temporal (nobility), and 
the third estate (commoners). F 

One important clue to the origin of “fourth es- 
tate” is Thomas Carlyle’s statements in “The Hero 
as a Man of Letters,” published about 1839, quoting 
Edmund Burke, the English statesman, as saying: 
“There were three estates in parliament; but, in the 
reporter's gallery yonder, there sat a fourth estate— 
more important by far than them all. It is not a figure 
of speech, or a witty saying; it is a literal fact—very 
Momentous to use in these times.” This quotation 
has led many to believe that Edmund Burke is the 
father of the “fourth estate.” 


But the historians point out that Carlyle did not 
say when or on what occasion Burke made the re- 
mark, and no record of Burke’s statement appears: 
elsewhere, Carlyle may have been mistaken In giying 
credit to Burke. 

Research indicates that Carlyle himself used the 
phrase “fourth estate” two years before he credited 
it to Burke. Carlyle in 1887 wrote, the fourth estate, 
or able editors, spring up; increases and multiplies ir- 
repressible, incalculable.” : 

Another pebble that clouds the historical waters 
ig Macaulay’s reference to the fourth estate in 1828: 
“The gallery in which the reporters sat has become 
the fourth estate of the realm.” 

Boswell, too, got into the act with his reference in 
“Life of Johnson” (1791) to “The Stupendous fourth 
estate whose world-wide embracing influences what 
eye can take it?” 

If Carlyle’s report of Burke's statement was cor 
rect, Burke probably did originate the term, because 
he died in 1797. Carlyle’s first mention of the “fourth 
estate” appeared in 1887. 

Any way you look at the situation, the news- 
papers got all the glory, and the historians got all 
the headaches.—Bowmanville Statesman.

How Fit Are We? 

Physiciang who were in the fight- 
ing forces in both World War I and 
If tell us that the lessons learned 
in the first war were of great value 
in the second. This was especially 
true in the examination and classi- 
ficlation of recruits. 

In World War I, recruits were clas- 
sified as A, B, C, D, or E. An A man 
was physically and mentally fit for 
front-line duty anywhere. A B man 
was fit for overseas duty, but not 
on the front line. A C man was fit 
for home duty only. A D man was 
temporarily unfit, his final clas- 
sification depending upon his re- 
covery from illness or ®peration. An 
E man was unfit, with no chance of 
ever becoming fit for any branch of 
the service, As medical officers, we 
thought this was logical classificat. 
ion, yet the classification of recruits 
used in Worlq War II was much su- 
perior to those of the first war. 

In 1943 the Canadian Army 
adopted a new system of medical 
classification for which chief cre- 
dit is due to Maj. Gen. Brock- 
Chrisholm, in which as much at- 
tention was given to the mental and 
emotional condition of the recruit 
as to the physical. The examination 
has seven subdivisions, called quali- 
ties, and gets its name from the in- 
itial letter of these qualities it 1s 
called the Pulhvems classification 
and incudes: P, physical capacity; 
U, upper limbs; L, locomotion (legs) 
H. hearing; EE, eyesight (both 
eyes); M, mental capacity; and S, 
stability (emotional). The letter R, 
added to the above initials, shows 
that the condition is remediable 
(can be corrected or greatly help- 
ed). 

After the training of the recruit 
has been completed, a code number 
is given him, showing how high he | 
stands in the 8 degrees of efficlency 
given each of the seven -quodities,

The Birth of a City 


Two centuries and more ago -- 
before Halifax was in the founding 
.-Indian; gathered on the plains -- 
at the meeting place of the rivers -- 
south of the minor great lakes. 

It was a well-known assembly 
place. La Verendrye chose it in 1737 
to hold council with the red man -- 
south of the lake, now known as 
Lake Winnipeg --at the meeting of 
the rivers, now known as the Red 
and the Assiniboine. 

But fur traders of the Hudson's 
Bay Company knew the place much 
earlier and picked it as one of their 
most important landmarks. 

It was the meeting wlace of the 
west -- where the tall prairies grass 
waved gently in the summer winds 
and the waters of the riyers flowed 
unceasingly along. 

The lang under the prairie grass 
was dark and fertile and the spot 
seemed the gateway to the West. 

Decades passed --then in 1811 the 
Hudson Bay Company sold the 
Earl of Selkirk 116-thousand square 
miles of the plains. 

And less than a year lated the 
first settlers in the land now known 
as Manitoba. 

They were the fore-runnera of 
the founders of Winnipeg. 

Life was hard for the settlers, but 
they porspered and more immi_ 
grants arrived. 

For many years the settlement led 
an isolated life --their only con- 
tact with the outside world was the 
ox-cart -.the Red-river cart of 
history --horse back and the oc- 
casional barge from the south.

But in 1859 the settlers for the 
first time heard the welcome cry 
‘steamboat round the bend’, --as 
the first boat service was inaugur- 
ated up the Red River from Moor- 
head, Minnesota. 

From then on the settlement grew 
by leaps and bounds. 

When Manitoba became part of 
Canada in 1870, Louis Riel's Provis- 
jonal Government of the Red River 
Settlement still held sway at Fort 
Garry. But this gave way and Riel 
fled when Sir Garnet Wolslely’s 
troops arrived. 

In November 1873 - more than 75 
yearg ago --there was incorporated 
the town of Winnipeg -- boasting 
a population of 15-hundred souls. 

Thirteen years later July the first 
1886 was a banner day for Winni- 
peg --when the first Canadian Paci- 
fic Transcontinental train passed 
through the city, Winnipeg was in 
big time -- it was away to a good 
start. 

Founders of the city had great 
hopes for its future. But to many a 
weary immigrant slogging over the 
plains in stage coach, ox-cart or 
sooty wooden rail coaches --the un- 
painted raw-looking settlement was 
anything but inviting. 

It was cold in winter --knee deep 
in mud in spring --but the summer 
were golden and lovely and the 
crops were good, 

Whenever one reads of early Win- 
nipeg one reads of the sticky Red 
River Gumbo, which covered ‘every. 
thing after the spring break-up. 

Reverend George Young, Metho- 
dist Missionary, who came out West 
in 1869, called it “a mass of soft, 
black, slippery and sticky mud” 
and a “put of mire.” 

Wagons got stuck --people often 
slipped hip-deep into pot holes and 
little could be done for years. 

But the city prospered --oaken 
planks and cedar blocks were laid. 
They later gave way to asphalt and 
then to the concrete of the modern 
day. 

Disease, locust plagues and death 
stalked the early settler. Smallpox, 
typhoid and dyptheria made their 
yearly rounds adding new head- 
stones to the growing cemetery. 

Old chronicles tell us that it was 
the habit of health authorities to 
make their rounds of disease stri- 
cken houses atfer dark in order to 
take smallpox and typhid sufferers 
to the pest house, as 1t was called. 

They feared that daylight visits 
of the pest vans would strike terror 
into the hearts of the healthy. 

‘This however had its lghter side, 
In those days a house visited by 
smallpox was quarantieq for 18 days 
--even after occupants had been 
vaccinated, And the days would be 
pretty dreary for the shut-ins: 

One Health officer of those early 
yearg writes that they would take 
the quarantined out for exercise at 
nights. Sometimes there were as 
many as 20 on one street glone -_ 
then they'd take them out on secret, 
skating parties after midnghit, 

These are only a few pf the mem-

They include an esti- \

sources has not been increased. It still remains at $600.00 a year for single people, $1080.00 . 
the married, $1200.00 for a pensioner whose married partner is blind and $1820.00 if both 
husband and wife are blind. 


When the pension stood at $30.00 a month, or 360.00 a year, a single 
person, for example, could earn or receive an outside income of $240.00 a year without suffer- 
ing any loss of pension, It was reduced by as much as his outside income exceeded that fig- 
ure. Now, with a $40.00 a month pension, or $480.00 a year, his outside allowable income is 
cut to $120.00 a year. 


Among Canada’s old people are thousands who, despite age or infirmity, 
have found ways and means to supplement their pensions. They now learn from the Liberal 
Government that no credit is to be given to them for this effort on their own behalf. On the 
contrary, the Government in effect penalized them for their own industry. It has lifted them 
up with one hand and pushed them down with the other. They can get their full $40.00 a 
month only by reducing their outside incomes, In any case, they are no better off than before 
In their struggle to live at today’s high prices, 


The Progressive Conservative Party, believing that provision for our sen- 
for citizens at a level of payment which will give them a feeling of independence in their 
retiring years is essential, have stated that they do not believe that old age pensions should 
be regarded as a favour but should be a right, and that no charge should be made on such pro- 
perty as has been saved during their working years, nor should there be any enquiry as to 
whether some money is being, earned by the person receiving the pension. They believe that 
the laws of the country should not discourage saying during the working years and such 
work as our people wish to do in their old age. Wor that reason, they will provide for 
old age pensions at 65 to everyone regarless of other earnings or income.

Drying Winds Whisk 
Moisture From Land 


As Droug 


The effects of the drought are 
now making themselves felt in the 
Victoria County area. Drying 
winds which have fanned the rich 
farmlands of south Victoria for the 
past few days have played havoc 
with what little moisture was left 
in the soil. Pastures are beginning 
to wither under the onslaught of 
the dry weather forces and grain 
crops are headed for the stunting 
period. There is a chance that 
heavy rain now might repair much 
of the damage but its continued ab- 
sence is very apt to have a severe 
damaging effect on crops. 

Farmers ali say “a heavy rain is 
needed very badly.” They feel, 
according to first hand reports, that 
a continued spell of moisture would 
salvage a lot of the grain crops but 
they don’t see much prospect of a 
good hay crop. 

Central Ontarlo is generally grip- 
ped by the severe drought that has 
caused crops to wither and die as 
farmers stand by unable to save hay 
grain or fruit. 

Damage estimated at as much as 
one-hundred milJion dollars has 
already been caused by 13 rainless 
days. 

The drought area is extending. 
Hardest hit so fay is a four-thous- 
and square mile area extending 
from Toronto to Hamilton and 
north to Georgian Bay. 

Now it's reported that Western 
Ontario, in the London and St, 
Thomas districts, has felt the first 
pinch of dry wenther. And raspberry 
crops in the St. Thomas district are 
expected to fail . 

An added threat in the Georgian 
Bay district is the possibility of 
frost tonight with temperatures fore- 
cast in the freezing zone.

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Fruit Trees 
| Winter Well, 
| Rain Needed 


Ontario's mild winter was kind to 
‘ruit and vegetable crops. 

The Ontario Department of Agri- 
culture reports that all Ontario tree 
and small fruit plantations came 
through the winter in very satis- 
factory condition. The Department's 
report says --“Absence of extended 
sub-zero temperatures and relatively 
light volume of snowfall combined 
to reduce freezing injury, rodent 
damage anq snow breakage, ex- 
cept for mouse-girdling in Middle- 
sex, Huron and Lambton counties.” 

However, the department says a 
| sharp mid-April frost caused slight 
| damage to pear and cherry buds in 
the Norfolk District. And another 
General Frost in the Niagara Dis- 
ricb shortly after blossom time in 
May caused damage which has not 
zen fully estimated. 

Fruit and vegetables, like grain 
crops, are being affecteq by the 
current dry spell. And the weather- 
man has predicted little relief for 
the near future. (BUP) 
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One of the striking things abdul 
this election campaign so far jg that 
the opposition parties have not had 
a single word of criticism to direct 
at the policies followed by the Gov- 
ernment of Canada during the war 
years and in the post-war perlod for 
the stabilization of agriculture and 
for the benefit of the farmers of this. 
county, Bruce McNevin, Victoria 
Riding's Liberal candidate made 
this observation at Friday's rally in 
Lindsay. 

“You may be very sure’, he de- 
clared, “that there is a reason why 
the opposition parties are not deal- 
ing with the subject, and a very 
good reason, too, They know only 
too well that the moment they did 
they would be treading dangerous 
ground, because the farmers of this 
country ang this province know only 
too well that because of the actions 
of the Liberal Government at Ot- 
tawa, they came out of the war In 
a much improved position than that 
which existed before the war.” 

Mr, McNevin continued: “Let us 
look for a few moments at the Lib- 
eral Government's policies and act- 
jons for the benefit of our farmers 
here in Ontario, On the outbreak 
of war in 1939, the Government of 
Canada realized that one of the 
contributions this country would 
haye to make to the war effort 
would be that of helping to feed the 
people of the Allied Nations and 
the armies in the field, as well as 
providing an adequate diet for the 
workers in the armaments plants at 
home. That was a job that had to be 
done by the farmers of Canada.” 

“Then the government had to un- 
dertake a program of stabilization, 
Remembering the disastrous re- 
sults of the extraordinary inflation 
in prices ir the first world war, the 
Liberal Government determined 
there would be no inflation in the 
second one, and it lald its plans 
accordingly.” 

“The third problem the govern- 
-ment_faced, so far as agriculture 
Was concerned, was that of ensur.. 
ing the farmer of a sufficient re- 
turn for his products, so that he 
woulq be able to produce the tre- 
mendous amount of food that would 
be required at the home and oyer 
seas.” 

“The manner in which the Liberal 
Government dealt with these pres- 
sing problems is directly respon- 
sible for the excellent position in 
which the farmers of Canada found 
themselves at the close of the war. 
There can be no disputing the fact 
that they were in a far better po- 
sition then than in the years just 
before the war started. The figures 
of the cash farm income earned by 
the farmers in Ontario establish 
that fact beyond a doubt. In 1932, 
Ontario's cash farm income was 
$124,400,000 and in 1938, the year 
before the war, it had jumpeq to 
$210,260,000. In 1942, half-way 
through the war, !t had jumped to 
$356,000,000, But in 1947, it was 
$541,000,000, and in 1948 $668,000,- 
000.” 

"Oh yes, some of you may asy, 
but the costs of production increas- 
ed just as much, and we did not 
make any more money, Let us look 
at the figures of the net farm in 
come on Ontario farmers, and see 
what happened to it, In 1938, the 
year before the war, net farm in- 
come was $128,250,000, By 1042 it 
had more than doubled, and was 
over $274,000,000, In 1947 it was 
$250,300,000, and In 1948, $447,200,- 
000, while in 1949 !t had gone to an 
even higher level, And remember 
this, there were fewer farmrs in the 
business in 1947 and 1948 than in 
1932 and 1938 to earn that income,” 

“Why did this happen? It hap- 
pened because the Liberal goyern- 
ment at Ottawa took steps right at 
the outset of the war to give the 
farmers the proper incentive to go 
into higher production of essential 
products, and at the same time jt 
(ook the right action to ensure that 
there would be rendily available 
markes for all the farmers could 
produce, both at home and over- 
seas.”

was achieved, with splendid results 
from the standpoint of the farmer, 
by the payment of subsidies by the 
Government as part of its wartime 
stabilization policy, These subsidies 
by the Goyernment as part of its 
wartime stabilization policy.

Dies Monday 


Toronto, June 6 (BUP) Veteran! 


Toronto newsenster Jim Hunter died 
in hospital today, 

Hunter, who was born in Scotland, 
49 years ago, had broadcast news 
twice daily over radio station 
C-F-R-B, Toronto since 1933. He

If the spring of the window shade |

If a cork breaks and falls into a 
bottle, puf enough ammonia into 
the bottle to float the cork and put 
it aside for a few days.

Fish 

Of course fresh fish shoulq be 
washed off, but do not allow it to 
soak in the water for any length 
of time. This is likely to destroy 
the flavor of the fish and cause 
the flesh to be a flabby texture. 

Spots on the Floor 

Any very dirty spots on the 100% 
or on polished wood, can be treated 
with a cloth dipped in paraffin. This 
will remove the dirt and stickiness 
and leave it clean, and ready for the 
furniture polish.

If the toe of a shoe binds, wring

If the furniture has intricate car- 
vings clean it by using a round bris- 
tle paint brush which has been dip- 
ped in furniture polish and allow- 
ed to dry, Use rag, to wipe the 
brush clean after each using. 
Dish Holder 
Do not use a damp or wet cloth 
or holder {n removing a hot dish 
from the oven or stove. A dry one 
prevents the heat from penetrating 
and scorching the fingers. 
Tile 
Clean the tiles in the bathroom 
or kitchen by using a soft cloth 
dipped in kerosene. Then wash them 
with warm water ang wipe dry 
ees a soft cloth, 


How Can I? 


Q. How can I remove stubborn 
stains on concrete? 

A. They can often be removed by 
rubbing them with a hot solution 
of 4 ounces of trisodium phosphate 
in one gallon of water, to which 


may be added 4 ounces of washing 


soda, After scrubbing, rinse thor- 
oughly with clean water. 


Q. How can I get rid of cooking 


odors? 

A. A little ground cinnamon 
sprinkled directly on the gas flames 
will do wonders about those cook- 
ing odors. 

Q. How can I keep the colors In 
chintzes from running? 

A. An aspirin added to the water 
in which chintzes and cretonnes 


are to be laundered will prevent 


the colors from running, and even 
improve them. 

Q. How can I keep cake from stick- 
ing to the bottoms of the tins? 

A. Do not grease cake tins with 
butter that contains salt, as’the salt 
in the butter causes the cake to burn 
and stick to the tin. 

Q. How can I get rid of moths in 
rugs? 

A. If the rugs are sponged fre- 
quently with hot water to which 
a little turpentine has been added, 
moths will not remain long in the 
rugs. This treatment also brightens 
the colors of the rugs. 

Q. How can I remove lead-pen- 
cil, and other such marks 
from ‘the wall paper? 

A. lry using an art eraser, 


crayon, 


Q. How can I stiffen lace cur- 
tains without using starch? 

A. Some women prefer to stiffen 
them with gum arabic instead of 
starch. In this case, dissolve 1 ounce 
of gum arabic and 1-2 pint of bofling 
water, strain, and bottle, Be sure 
to keep well corked, Use 1 teaspoon 
of the mixture to 1 pint of cold wat- 
er. Dip the curtains in this and then 
stretch. 

Q. How can I purify the refriger- 
ator? 

A, Place a small plece of charcoal 
in the back of the refrigerator and 
this will act as an absorbent of the 
various odors that will accumulate, 

Q. How can I remove grease spots 
from wall paper? » 

A, By rubbing with a piece of 
flannel dampened in alcohol, 

Q. How can I make enameled pans 
last longer? 

A. Before using the new enamel 
pan, put lt into sold water and 
place on the stove until the water 
boils. Allow the pa nto cool in the 
water, This treatment will lengthen 
its life. : 

Q. How can IJ give a high luster 
to dishes? 

A. When rinsing china and glass- 
ware, add a little vinegar to the 
hot water, and it will give a high 
luster to the disehes.

THE NEWFOUNDLAND VOTE 

It ig only natural that the opposition forces will 
try to minimize the victory of the Liberal party in 
Newfoundland in the recent provincial elections, It is

LINDSAY’S WATER UNSUITABLE 
FOR AIR CONDITIONING 

With the advance of the science of afr-condition- 
ing buildings by the so-called ‘washed air’ method, 
the contention has been advanced that air-condition- 
ing by this method would be virtually impossible in 
Lindsay under existing conditions. Fhe reason: The 
town’s chief supply of water 1s reportedly not cool 
enough in summer to he satisfactory for the job. 
Perhaps this accounts for the fact that air-conditioned 
buildings are virtually non-existent in Lindsay and 
why, in the hot months, people just play or work and 
swelter, 

The questlon Patra arises: Would the full- 
time use of the artesian well in summer ensure an 
adequate supply of cold water to permit air-condition- 
ing by the alr-wash method? Jt seems that this is 
something which could stand looking into, especially 
as Lindr@y expands and the possibility of demands for 
air-conditioning in buildings {ncreases, 

If the artesian well in full use would make a 
taajor contribution to cooling and improving the town’s 
supply of water for the summer months, it would 
benefit another class of users too . . the,ones who 
like a cool, refreshing drink. There ig nothing more 
discouraging in warm weather than to be deprived of 
a nice, long drink of pure water and to be served In- 
stead, water which is little less than tepid, 

Should the artesian well not be capable of crea~ 
ting the desired degree of coolness, it seems entirely 
possible, in this modern age, that an economical meth- 
od of cooling Lindsay's water in summer can be found,

Certain psychologists (Including some hired at a 
handsome price by the publishers of comic books) de- 
fend the lurid violence of the comics on the basis that 
they provide a fantasy outlet for children’s aggressive 
instincts. One professor of psychology told the Na- 
tional Congress of Parents and Teachers the other day 
that writers of comics are sometimes more sensative 
to the “struggles” of children than are many parents, 

We are a wee bit tired of such talk. It arouses 
our own aggressive instincts — ag it apparently did 
among many of the delegates to the congress. Our 
own experience is that is usually precisely those par- 
ents who are least sensative to their children’s strug- 
gles who are least concerned about the steady draught 
of crime, horror, and banality being poured out to the 
young at a dime a gulp, 

It may be that many healthy minded children gur- 
vive this fare with relatively little damage, as their 
parents have survived the far milder shockers of the 
past. But the number who are encouraged by the 
comics to turn their aggressive instincts into action 
or merely to accept violence as the normal method of 
settling a dispute has not been calculated. 

That Jack the Cop Killer (in wretched drawings) 
is no more dangerous for children than Jack the Giant 
Killer (in excellent prose) may be a bit of fantasy 
on the part of some of the experts,

Not long ago he wrote a letter on this topie to 
Mr, Pat Sullivan of Toronto, which reads in part: 

“Meat and alcohol are not stimulants: they are 
narcotics, Meat is a sedentary dict: no vegetarian 
could do with as little exercise and fresh air as a 
meat eater, Vegetarians are the most ferociously pug- 
nacious people in the world, and animals that live on 
grass and Jeaves (bulls and elephants) the most dan- 


gerous. The carnivores are aggressive only when they 


are hungry. The tiger, if it misses its first terrible 
spring, slinks away discouraged; but the bull in the 
ring fights to the death; and the rhino is implacable. i 

Commenting on this the Ottawa Citizen points 
out that Man, the Meat Hater, has domesticated the 
bull and the elephant, and is himself a ferocious 
fighter when occasion demands. 

We should like to point out that in the bit of 
rhetoric we have quoted Mr. Shaw's powers of reason- 
ing are at the mercy of his eloquence. A man is not. 


a bull or an elephant, or a rhinoceros, and he does 


not become like them merely by eating their food; 


the man who eats a bull's diet becomes, not a bull, — 


but a Nebuchadnezzar. Mr. Shaw's reasoning is as 
far from the facts as that of the savage. who thinks 
that he can achieve the courage of a captured enemy

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The Skin May Point To Disenses 
Inside the Body 


One of the common jokes of many 

years’ standing among medical stu- 
dents is that they intend to be skin 
specialists as skin patients never 
die, never get well, the disease comes 
on from time to time, and they 
never call the physician during the 
night. As a matter of fact, very few 
physicians become skin specialists 
as they prefer general medicine 
and surgery, 

Because skin patients are not 
sick, most genera) physiciang give 
little attention to diseases of the 
skin. If the patient's symptoms do 
not clear up in a matter of days or 
weeks, he is referred to a skin spe- 
cialist. 

Of course, skin diseases such as 
measles, scarlet fever, chicken pox 
are readily recognized by the gen- 
eral physician and treated accor- 
dingly. 

That even slight changes of the 
skin may be the outward signs of 
inward diseases is pointed out in 
“Medical Clinics of North America” 
by Dr. Marcus Rayner Caro, Il- 
linois College of Medicine, Dr. Caro 
states that disturbances of the skin 
often are really a window showing 
8 disturbance or disease “inside” 
the body. 

While changes or disturbances in 
the composition of the blood 
amount of hemoglobin ang changes 
in the percentages of the different 
kinds of white corpuscles --are dis- 
coyered by examination of the blood 
in the vessels in the skin or from 
examination of marrow in the 
breast bone (sternum), such a seri- 
ous disease as leukemia, sometimes 
called blood cancer, has been found 
by examination of a skin distur- 
bance. 

Some of the yellow growths in 
the skin, particularly on the eye- 
lids, show that there is a distur- 
bance in the way fat foods are han- 
dleg by the body. Also, at times 
tuberculosis, syphilis, psoriasis and 
leprosy will show skin disturbances 
before the real underlying disease 
ds even suspected of being present. 
By examination of a small piece 
of the skin grown under the micro- 
ecope, the disease causing it may 
be found and given early> treat- 
ment, 

Sometimes yellow spots on the 
skin of middle-aged women and 
men too, point to a disturbance of- 
ten present during change of life. 

As we think of how the outer 
skin reflects conditions inside the 
body, the skin may well be called 
a window. 

Methods of Treating Rheumatism 
And Arthritis 

Notwithstanding all that has been 
learned about a rheumative dis- 
turbance, if still causes more dis- 
ability than any other aliment ex_ 
cept perhaps the common cold. 

Despite all the new theories as 
to the causes of rheumatism, phy- 
sicians are agreed that the com- 
monest cause in infection --teeth, 
tonsils, gums, gall bladder and large 
intestina Other conditions that 
enter into the cause are cold, damp 
weather, too much starch food, as 
pointed out by Dr. Ralph Pember- 
ton, Philadelphia, and Dr A. A, 
Fletcher, Toronto, and poor circu- 
lation of the blood in the veins as 

) recorded by Dr. Otto Meyer, New 
York. 

After the cause has been found, 
treatment to restore joints and 
muscles to again become useful 
members of the body embraces heat, 
movement of the muscles and 
Joints, massage and electricity. 

In “Rheumatism,” the journal of 
the Charterhouse Rheumatism Clin- 
ic, London, England, Dr, Otto Meyer 
states that although rheumatism ts 
the oldest disease known to man, 
and the most crippling, the treat- 
ment is simple and can be used in 
practically all the various types or 
forms of rheumatism and arthritis 
because, generally speaking, there 
are twa causative factors common 
to most rheumatic conditions. 

» Getting rid of these two factors 
brings about recovery in time. The 
two factors entering into the cause 
are: First, a focus or point’ where 
infection starts and manufactures 
dts polson which then circulates 
throughout the body in the blood 
stream and causes Inflammation of 
joints. Second, sluggish circulation 
or partial stoppage of circulation of 
stoppage of the circulation of the 
blood in the veins, which bloog Is 
carrying wastes and polsons hack 
to the heart and when to the lungs 
to be purified. 

It can readily be seen that, where 
an inflamed Joint is present and the 
veins carrying blood fxom it are 

) slugeis sh or clogged, the drainage 
will bbe poor and destructive pro- 
cesses of some formes of arthritis will 


damage the lining of the joint and 
the ends of the two bones forming 
the joint. It is in these olq congested 
joints that the new methods of 
treatment, as used in a large hosp!- 
tal for veterans, the Sunnybrook 
Hospital in Toronto, are giving ex- 
cellent results. By use of medicines, 
surgery, and physlotherapy --heat, 
electricity, baths and massage -- 
veterans, diabled by arthritis, are 
being restored physically, mentally, 
and emotionally. 
Cases of Tuberculous 
Now Being Cured 

On malking a social call on a no- 
ted professional man, I observed a 
life-sized painting of his only child 
who hag died of tuberculous menin- 
gitis some years ago. There was, at 
that time, nothing known to medl- 
cal sclence that could help suffer- 
erg with this disease. All cases dled, 
During World War I all patients 
at our base hospital suffering from 
influenzal meningitis died despite 
all the efforts of the staff and visl- 
ting consultants. 

Today the lives of many men and 
women stricken with both tubercu- 
lous and influenzal meningitis are 
being saved by our new drugs -- 
penicillin, sulfas and streptomycin, 

T have written before of patients 
with influenzal meningitis in both 
military and civilian life who have 
been saved by the sulfa and peni- 
cillin, That the new drug, strepto- 
mycin, used in yarious tuberculos 
conditions -lungs bones and others 
--is able to save patients with tu- 
erculous, {s now reported, 

In the “Lance”, London, found 
Greek physicians -- Drs. K. Chore- 
mis, N. Zervos, V. Constantinides 
ang S» Pantazis -report that from 
April to November of 1947 a total 
of 72 patients with tuberculous men- 
ingitis were treated at the Univer- 
sity of Athens. All 9 patients who 
did not receive streptomycin died, 
whereas of the 63 patient» who re_ 
ceived injections of the drug 29 
survived. the earller the treatment 
the greater were the chances of 
recovery -early meaning the first 10 
days after the onset of the attack. 

The best results were obtained 
with intermittent treatment with 
inervals of rest. Because tubercul- 
ous meningitis, these physicians ad- 
vise the streptomycin should- be 
used {in early tuberculous in chil- 
dren. Of 18 such patients, 12 later 
contacted tuberculous meningitis. 

As we think of these formerly {n- 
curable case, of tuberculous menin- 
gitis now being cured by strepto- 
mycin, if given early, ang remem_ 
ber that inflammation of the lining 
of the heart, a former fatal disease, 
now is being cured by penicillin, and 
that diabetes and pernicious anemia 
(also former fatal diseases) are 
now controlled, we should not des- 
pari of finding the cause and cure of 
cancer. 

Painless Removal of Appendix 
Without General Anesthetic 

There {5 s0 much emotional dis~ 
turbance present throughout the 
world that the barbital drugs, 
which “quiet” the nerves, are be- 
ing used in place of morphine. Un- 
fortunately, just as some are al- 
lergic to pollen, food, furs and dust, 
there are others who acquire the 
barbital or barbitrate habit with 
serious results. 

While the barbital drugs do harm 
in some cases, they are to be pre. 
ferred to the oplum drugs, and if 
useq only in emergencies or in small 
doses they relleve’the pain and ten- 
sion suffered by those with emo- 
tional disturbance, A few hours or 
days of complete rest often restore 
worrled, grief-stricken men, and 
women, 

Physicians are finding that in ad- 
dition. to controlling and prevent- 
ing attacks of epilepsy, barbital is 
of great help in quieting the ,pati- 
ent about to undergo an operation, 
so that the amonut of the anesthe- 
tle needed is much less and there 
{s les; nausea after the operation, 
It may come as a surprise, however, 
to Jearn, than an operation can be 
performeq without the usual gen- 
eral anesthetic. ry \ 

In “Philippine Medical Associat- 
fon Journal,” Drs. F, ©. Guzman 
and O. J| Reyes say that a short, 
-acting barbital drug (seconal so- 
dium) and narcotic (morphine), to- 
gether with local injectiong into 
tissue haye been found to render 
painless such short-lasting oper- 
ations as appendicitis, where the 
surgeon “chooses” the cases in which 
to use this method of treatment, 
This method of preventing pain 
during operation was used in 890 
appendectomles, including 285 acute 
cases, and {t was found successful 
{n all but 4 cases. 

The seconal sodium (3 grains) 1s 
given one hour before the operation 
and morphine (1-4 grain) 30 min- 
utes before the operation. It has 
been observed that with this method 
the patients are brought to the op- 
erating room, operated on and tak- 
en back to the ward elther fast 
asleep or half asleep, but all have 
stated that the operation was ipa 
less. 

Remernber, this does not mean 
that all cases of appendicitis can 
undergo this method of operation. 
Tt 1s useq only in those cases where 
heart condition already is present?

X-RAY TREATMENT KILLS 
ORGANISMS IN DISEASE 
CARRIERS ; 

A strong, vigorous young man 
consulted his physician because of 
a sore or Irritable throat. He was 
not sick, pulse and temperature 
were normal, but he was “annoyed’’ 
by a constant ‘hacking cough 
which kept his throat sore and ir- 
ritable. 

Although the physician could dis. 
cover nothing more than the "'red- 
ness” of the throat, he took a swab 
and found organisms of diphtheria 
present. After a short stay in the 
hospital, he was allowed to'go home. 
He was what is known as a “car- 
rier” of disease, just as we have the 
history of carriers ‘of typhoid and 
other diseases, 

A disease carrier, such as one 
carryiyng diptheria organisms in 
his throat, is free of symptoms but 
can infect those with whom he 
comes in contact. This makes it 
necessary for him to be isolated or 
quarantined just as those who have 
an active infection, with various 
symptoms present. 

It can be readily understood that 

a strong, healthy individual who is 
Bot at all sick will vigorously object 
to being kept. away from the other 
members of the community, and it 
is therefore not surprising that some 
of them “break” quarantine and 
are thus a serious menace to oth- 
ers. 

Physicians and the public gener- 
ally will welcome the news that a: 
method of quickly killing the dip- 
therla germs, in the great majority 
of cases, recently has been discover- 
ed. Dr. J. T. Van der Werff, Am- 
sterdam, reports a method he has 
used in 110 cases of diptheria car- 
riers during the past four years. He 
uses X-ray treatments of a certain 

strength and distance from the 
skin, first on one side one day and 
then on the other side the follow- 
ing day. In all of the 110 patients, 
the diptheria organisms (bacilli) 
were found in the throat three 
|weeks after all the symptoms had 
disappeared. 

With these short X-ray treat- 
ments, 90 per cent of the diptheria 
carriers became negative (organisms 
killed) within two weeks, whereas 
of the patients not treated by X-ray 
only 30 per cent became negative 
within two weeks. It Is likely that 
X-ray treatment will free ‘carriers!’ 
of other diseasts. 


Penicillin Prevents’ Deaths 
Heart Disease, 

A boyhood friend called me one 
day to ask {f any more could be 
done for his 12-year-old boy suf- 
fering with acute heart disease, en- 
docarditis, inflammation of the lin- 
ing of the heart. He admitted that 
his family physiclan and a noted 
heart specialist had charge of the 
case, but for olg friendship’s sake, 
could I suggest anything, I, in turn, 
had to admit that I knew nothing 
that would destroy or render harm- 
less the organisms causing the in- 
flammation, The boy died a few 
days later.

Just as surgeons now can operate 
on defects in the construction of the 
heart, which defects have caused 
deaths (in time) of practically all 
cases, so today physicians are us- 
ing the newly discovered drug, peni- 
cillin, and thereby are saving the 
lives of patients with endocarditis, 

In the “British Lancet,” Dr, ©, 
Bramwell says that in 1944 the Me- 
dical Research Council began an 
investigation of the treatment of 
endocarditis with penicillin at 12 
research centers 1n Britain, He 
found that in his center at Man- 
chester a favorable response to 
penielllin may be expected In a- 
bout half of these cases; it should 
be possible to get an even more 
favorable response if the condition 
is recognized earlier. 

How can the physician recognize 
endocarditis earlier, especially If a

Help Your Neighbour Polloy 
Spreading: 

Dozens of Western Canadian far- 
mers are sleeping worry-free in 
hospital beds these nights thanks 
to a tradition that goes back to 
the Dominion’s infant days, 

Tractors have replaced the oxen of 
the early days. . machines have 
taken oyer from hand tools . - 
but the spirit of banding together 
to help a hard-luck neighbor re- 
mains the same. 

Early Canadian history is sprink- 
Jed with references to the logging 
bee, the husking bee, and other. 
similar activities. 

In those days, men and oxen 

labored to clear the pioneers land. 
Dozens of men with their lumbering 
oxen came to the logging bee. 
The logs were dragged to one part 
of the field where the men lab- 
ored with hanspikes to toss them 
on top of the pile. 

After the wood was set on fire, 
young boys often turned the occis- 
fon into a feast py roasting corn on 

the flames. Grown-vups enjoyed 
themselves, too, by dancing well in- 
to the morning. 

Well, in the same spirit, many a 
pioneer's home was built as a result 
of the raising bee, Sometimes, more 
than 50 men gathered to help hoist 
the logs into place and do the oth- 
er jobs connected with pioneer 
house building. While the men did 
the muscle-work, the women kept 
busy satisfying their appetites. 

But for the .women, the. main 
show was a quilting bee. They gath- 
ered in the afternoon to work, and 
the men—true to form, most of the 
ladies still say—joined them just in 
time.to eat. Then the social activ- 
ities came after supper. 

The various bees were designed 
to get some specific job done, of 
course. But they also were joyful 
and quite often romantic occasions. 
Spin-the-bottle kissing games rank- 
ed high with the younger set. 

The older people more often than 
not just sat around and drank 
(whiskey and) cider. 

The seeding bees in Western Can_ 
ada today are somewhat different 
from those earller occasions. The 
element of fun is largely missing. 

Some farmers nowadays only or- 
ganize these events when a neigh- 
bor is sick and can’t work himself. 
Others, say it could be that farmers 
don’t tee! like amusing themselves 
under those circunistences. 

In any event, they want to get 
the work done es fast as possible. 
And there numerots instances to 
prove that no time is lost. 

Just the other day, a farmer near 
Dilke, Saskatchewan was !n hos- 
pital. He had no hope of seeding 
the crop himself. 

So one morning, 10 ne!ghbors 
turned up at his place with tract- 
ors, harrows, cultivators and other 
‘machnes, They seeded the entire 
120 acres in one day. 

A similar story was repeated at 
Melville, Saskatchewan. There 
were others at Grande Prairie, Al- 
berta and a number of other plac- 
@s on the Prairie this spring, 

Today, men and women, taking 
part in these projects to save their 
neighbors from disaster, are adding 
new vigor to a tradition... a‘tra- 
dition almost as old as Canada it- 
self. (BUP). 


ABOUT DIPPING SHEEP 

It's quite some time since this 
column had anything to say about, 
sheep . . .and someone wrote in 
the other day asking for a few 
words about dipping . 

80 here ft is: 

Ticks and fice—the common pests 
of sheep—may be troublesome in 
some flocks. But on the farm 
where annual or semi-annual dip- 
ping is practised they're kept so 
well under contro] that the vitality 
of the flock is not {mpaired, and 
neither is the quality of the wool 
affected, 

A wotd or so about this comes 
from J. C, F. MacDonell, the Nova 
Scotia Markets representative at 
Antigonish. He says that although. 
sem{-annual dipping is preferred, 
under no circumstances should 
flock owners try to produce wool 
and lambs without at least an an- 
nual dipping of the entire flock. 

June is the most suitable month 
of the year for spring dipping — 
because all the lambs have been 
born hy that time and the weather 
ig usually favorable for dipping af- 
ter shearing. 

The second dipping, in the fat}, 1s 
really just as important as the one 
in the spring. But—hbecause ticks 
are less in evidence at that time — 
the urgency of dipping {sn't so ap- 
parent, And as a consequence, it's 
often passed up, 

MacDonnell says {tf shouldn't be, 
He says a few ticks in the fall will 
multiply many times before spring 
is up. And for that reason, re says, 
plans should be made to Jip the 
flocks in September or October for 
the second time in the year. 


speaks, because sheep are naturally 
adapted to Nova Scotia conditions. 
For one thing they're the only class 


of animal that can be finished on 
good pasture, They are economical 
to house and feed, and — accord- 
{ng to the Nova Scotia expert—they 
should take a more important 
place in the economy of the Proy- 
ince than they do, 

However, he points out that the 
trouble underlying this condition is 
that sheep are so easy to manage 
that, in a good many cases, they've 
been left to manage themselves. 
The result has been that they've 
been over-run with parasftes. ... 
Their vitality has been affected — 
and what's perhaps more important 
to a lot of people than many other 
considerations — the whole industry 
has suffered. 

So it would seem the first step 
on the road to recovery — at any 
rate, the first step in Nova Scotia, 
—is a well-oiled campaign to clean 
up the external and internal para- 
sites. 

Dark Yolks — How to Avoid Them. 

Ever find your hens’ eggs off fla- 
vor? or maybe with dark, unheal- 
thy-looking yolks? 

The Agriculture Department has 
been delving into that sort of thing 
and has come up with the reason — 
and a preventive. 

The wise poultryman, {t says, 
knows how valuable green food is as 
a supplement to a hen's ration. But 
the grazing area for poultry should 
be reasonably dry. 

When laying hens are allowed to 
graze in soggy yards — or when 
thy're allowed to drink from stag- 
nant pools — they lay those dark 
yolks, and their eggs may he Of 
flavor, 

Another risk of wet grazing, of 
course, is that the birds soil their 
feathers and feet, carrying mud 
back to their nests. And a muddy 
nest can only result in dirty egg- 
shells. 


“Safeguard the Land” Big Must If 
Farmer to Succeed 

The Ontario Agricultural College 
1, under the glaring spotlight of at- 
tention by farmers in every part of 
the world this week. But it's not 
because of what the college has 
done that it’s the centre of. attent- 
ion. Rather, it's because of what's 
being done at the college. 

For Memorial Hall at O-A-C fs 
the meeting place for agriculturists 
from 22 countries of the world at- 
tending the third annual meeting 
of the Internation] federation of 
agricultural producers. 

This is the first time I-R-A-P has 
met in North America since it was 
formed in London, England in 1946. 
The first meeting was helq at the 
Hague and last year the agricul- 
turists gathered in Paris to discuss 
problems of farmers throughout 
the world. 

The I-F-A-p {s a world-wide or- 
ganization and {t has four major 
principles: these principles, as stat- 
ed by Sir Jamos Turner, president. 
of the organization, are: to lift the 
agricultural economy to equality 
with other economies; to provide a 
just reward for the farmer and the 
farm worker; and to safeguard the 
land itself to ensure continuity of 
farm prodution, 

In his address at the plenary ses. 
Sion of the I-F-A-P, Sir James 
stressed the last principle, the need 
to safeguard the land {tself. Said he: 
“If the land is allowed to deterior_ 
ate, the people who liye by the land 
will deteriorate with it”. 

The Canadian Federation of Agri- 
culture {s the host to all the visit- 
ing delegates, And the O-F-A has 
taken a very real part in the ses- 
sions to date by introducing a 
scheme to feeq hungry nations, 

This plan was revealed to the 
I_F-A-P by the O-F-A President H. 
H. Hannam, who fs also third vice- 
president of the International As- 
sociation, 

Briefly, the scheme provides that 
when a country has farm surpluses, 
these surplus products will be moy- 
ed by “appropriate international 
machinery” to countries that need 
these products, I 

The project would be carried out 
by an international board set up 
under the United Nations food and 
Agriculture organization, These food 
products woul be sold at relatively 
low prices and any losses would be 
shared by nations disposing of sur- 
pluses, and an international emer_ 
gency fund. 

But this {s only one of the many 
problems that will be discussed 
when the meeting splits {nto com- 
mittee sessions today. 

The delegates will discuss stabill- 
zation of world markets and prices, 
This stabilization {s held vital to 
agricultural economy, and the in- 
ternational Wheat Agreement 1s 
haileq as a means to this end 

The conference will also consider 
the posalbility that similar agree-

The International Federation of 
Agricultural producers is not an 
organization of governments. It is 
an International Assembly of far- 
mers representatievs, made up of 
such groups ag the Oanadian far- 
mers’ Association. 

The delegates at the convention in 
Guelph are all men with practical 
experience as farmers and are well 
acquainted with conditions in their 
own countries, and the part these 
countries play in world economy. 

And the delegates have travelled 
many thousands of miles to attend 
the meeting. There are representa- 
tive, from Europe, Asia, Australia, 
North and South America and 
Africa. The European representa- 
tives include men from all the 
Scandinavian countries; from Fin- 
Jand, France and Germany, the 
Netherlands and tiny Luxembourg. 

From Asia, Chinese delegates have 
come, while men from Kenya Col- 
ony, Rhodesia and South Africa 
give a strong representation to the 
African continent. 

Canada, United States and Mext- 
co represent farmers in North Am- 
erica, with delegates from Chilé up | 
from South America. | 

During the ten days of the con: 
ference there will be many dects- 
jons made that will affect farmers 
throughout the world. And the far- 
mers can have confidence in these 
decisions, which will be made by. 
men who know from experience 
what the farmers needs, —British 
United Press. 


FOX CONTROL ON THE 
POULTRY RANGE 

Foxes are a menace to many 
flocks of chickens and turkeys while 
on the growing range, and in many 
localities are the cause of heavy 
losses to the flock owners, says Prof, 
J, F. Francis, Poultry Department, 
Ontario Agricultural College.

1, Mix twenty parte by weight of 
crude furnace ofl and one part by 
weight of spirits of turpentine to 
form a spray and then simply spray 
this mixture on the ground around 


from one and one half to two feet 
wide. Spray heavily enough to do 
somt damage to the grass, The 
treatment, if effective should he re- 
peated two or three times during 
the season, 

If one chooses, this material may | 
be sprinkled on with a sprinking| 
can, using roughly one gallon of the 
mixture on a strip two feet wide and 
100 feet long , 

2, It has been reported by a few 
poultrymen that an electic fence 
placed 9 to 12 inches aboye the 
group will effectively prevent raid- 
ing of a turkey or chicken range by 
foxes and dogs. One should, of 
course, be sure and prevent any 
grass from coming in contact with 
the live wire, by cutting or destroy- 
ing it. —O, A. C. News,

He found, he said, as he tried to 
suppress a yawn, that European 
children think seriously about such 
problems as politics and peace. 

“What they'd like.” he said, “is 
world government. World peace, too, 
of course, but first and foremost 
they want world government.” 

Mayor Finner‘y kept a log of his 


trip, at least of the firsé part of it, 
The impressions he got of his flight 
abroad, of Paris, of Germany, are 
mirrored in his own worlds: 

“Waved farewell to group assemb- 
led . . . Ooops! Here we go over the 
Atlantic, On our merry way to 
Europe I hope ... ! Ah yes! Col- 
umbus (myself) just discovered a 
small island out in the ocean all by 
its lonesome. ... "

“House parents make the best 
psychiatrists,” he says. 

Children of the same nationality 
live in-the-same house at Trog- 
en. There is a Greek house, a Hun_ 
garian, Finnish,, Italian, French and 
others. In the morning, the child- 
ren stay in their own house, learn- 
ing their mother tongue, After- 
noons they mingle and “educate 
each other,” as the Mayor says. 


In Germany, the children welcom- 
ed Mayor Finnerty by singing The 
Star Spangled Banner, in German, 
and then, “Then they sang boogie- 
woogie in German.” You'll have to 
take the Mayor's word on that, 


Mayor Finnerty tried to talk to 
the children about the war, but the 
Scars are still near the surface, 

“I couldn’ peer too deep into ia 
child's past,” said the 16-year-old 
foreign correspondent. “One adult 
tried it, and a child broke down,” 

While Europe's few children’s vil- 
lages are doing thelr best, the 
problem of the continent's homeless 
youngsters fs a grave one, In 
Greece alone, 100,000 children are 
estimated to be living in fields and 
cayes, 


“Home ‘sure looked good to me,” 
said Mayor Finnerty, with a big 
and tired grin.

Ram-jet, Simplest Source of Power 


COMBUSTION | FUEL RING 


CHAMBER

New York—(NEA)—The ram-jet 
srobably is the simplest source of 
sower since the old-fashioned over- 
jnot water wheel. It is so simple that 
it deserves its nickname, the “flying 
stove pipe.” 

The ram-jet 1s just a deformed 
cylinder of sheet metal. Air comes 
In through a hole in front, mixes 
with fuel and burng in the center, 
and hot gases rush out of the hole 
in the rear. That's about all there 
ls to it. 

The ram-jet can be — and is — 
made small enough to go on the tip 
>f a helicopter rotor blade. It can be 
—and {s—made small enough to go 
on the ends of fighter wings for use 
in combination with turpo-jet pow- 
er. 

Or the ram-jet can be quite big. 
Its power depends on the size of 
the air opening in front. Calcula- 
tons show that a ram-jet with alr 
Inlet 20'inches across, could be de- 
signed to produce the equivalent of 
40,000 horsepower at 150 miles an 
hour. 

The reciprocating engine becomes 
impractical at around 4000 horse- 
power, says Robert D. Grange, pro- 
ject engineer in Wright Aeronaut- 
ical Corporation's gas turbine divis- 
lon, because it gets so complicated 
with added cylinders, long shafts, 
vibration, balance and other prob- 
lems—not to mention weight. 

The reciprocating engine welghts 
about one pound for every horse- 
ower is can deliver, The gas turbine 
weighs from 10 fo 13 ounces for ev- 
ery horsepower, The turbo-jet 
Weighs from six to eight ounces for 
the equivalent of each horsepower. 
The ram-jet weighs perhaps 3.5 
ounces for the same power ability.

The ram-jet has no moying parts 
to wear out or break down, And 
there are no turbine blades around 
the combustion chamber to be ru- 
ined by very high temperatures, so 
the ram-jeft can stand up to 4000 
degrees Fahrenheit as compared 
with 1500 in turbo-prop and turbo- 
jet combusion chambers now, En- 
gineers believe that; when new mat- 
erlala become available, combust- 
jon chamber temperatures above 
2000 degrees could be utllized to ad- 
yantage for increased horsepower 
and reduced fuel consumption. 

It would seem, then, that the 
ram-jet should be the ayaition “en- 
gine” of the future, For very high 
speeds it well may hecome that. 
But it has major disadvantages. 

It is very expensive to operate as 
far as, fuel consumption Is concern- 
ed. For a given amount of thrust 
for.which the reciprocating engine 
would take three quarts of fuel, the 
turbo-prop engine would use about 
one gallon; the turbo-Jet about s!x 
quarts; the ram-jet about, five gal- 
lons; the rocked “engine” about 30 
gallons of fuel and oxidizer combin- 
ed. 

All except the ram-jet can be op- 
erated at low speeds, if efficiency 
4s ignored. But the ram-jet will not 
work at all until some other power 
plant has built alr speed up to at 
Jéast, 400 miles an hour. That Js be- 
cause fhe ram-jet; has no compres- 
sor, and air for burning has to be 
scooped up and ¢ompressed by the 
Jet's forward motion In flight. So

the ram-jet cannot be used by itself; 
there must be another power plant 
to get it up to operating speed, 

“It would be Inefficient to burn 
six quarts of fuel in a turboxjet to 
do what three or four quarts will do 
in an engine or turbine,” says 
Grange, “So we use the engine or 
turbine for speeds of which they 
are capable, up to maybee 500 mil- 
es an hour, 

“It would be wasteful to burn 20 
quarts in a ram-jet to get the pow- 
er that six quarts develop in a tur- 
bo-jet. So we use the turbo-jet up 
to maybee 1500 miles an hour, 

“It would be extravagant to use 
30 gallons In a rocket ‘engine’ to 
produce the power that the turbo- 
jet gives with six quarts or the ram_ 
jet with five gallons. So we do not 
consider the rockeb until we need 
speeds of more than perhaps 2500. 
miles an hour, or until we want to 
operate where there {s no oxygen 
for the jet. burner. 

“We have to pay for speed. When 
we want to go faster than sound, 
ihe cost comes high. Now mater- 
jals permitting higher operating 
temperatures should cul) down the 
differentials somewhat, but there ts 
no reason to suppose that the ram- 
jet will not continue to use about, 
three times as much fuel, for every 
pound of thrust, as the turbo-Jjet,"”

TWICE AS MUCH 
IS TOO MUCH 

In 1944 Lindsay could have installed a “full treat- 
ment” sewage disposal plant and an incinerator plant 
for an outlay of $122,000 to cover cost of both. At 
to-day’s prices the same installations would according 
to available estimates, cost $250,000--more than twice 
as much. 

Without disputing Lindsay’s need for these plants, 
the present estimated cost is too much money. i 
would amount to the town paying twice what the 
plants are really worth under normal circumstances. 

Present economic trends point to a general eas- 
‘mg off in prices and in the light of this it would seem 
prudent to forego any heavy capital expenditure until 
the “levelling off” has taken place. 

It has been suggested that the cost could be cut 


by installing a “partial treatment” sewage plant but, , 


if the demands on such a plant are going to increase 
as Lindsay grows, the lesser treatment would only be 
satisfactory for a short time, if at all. Thus no saving 
would accrue and doubtful efficiency would result,

WEATHER CHATTER 

The only time it is right and sensible to talk 
about the weather is when it good or bad; and the 
only right and sensible reason for talking about it 
is when it personally delights or disgusts. The only 
way to talk about it is subjectively. All else is foolish 
and futile, because weather is as old as the hills and 
beyond human control.

They prattle the same silliness about ten days of heat, 
ten days of fog, ten days of thaw. Ten days do not 
shake the world. Add up the weather after ten years, 
ten decades, ten thousand years, and all the alarums 
and excursions into daily shock reports flatten out 
into nothingness. What is lost in the turn is made 
up on the round. 

Weather is not dollars and cents; it is not of .it- 
self history. It is is, like the eternal hills. So it may 
be damned daily or praised daily, but not assessed, 
not counted like the turnips in the field by mean little 
creatures whom the gods must despise. It Is to be 
ranted at on streetcorners, bussed in garden bowers, 
or whistled at in barns; but not added up. It is the 
first person singular, not third person general. 

What a fine day! Yes, a grand day 

What a foul day! Yes, a frightful day. 

That is all that should be sald about the weather. 
That we have said a little more merely reveals our 
human frailty, a slight deviation from principle.

Beast circled the baited pen,

Og-hin-sha the Stoney studied 
he trap-set, black eyes brooding 
yn the havoc.

To make matters worse, 
the animal for which the Indian 
had so laboriously set the traps 
had come this way the night be- 
fore and stopped only a dozen 
yards from the ruined set.

Relics of Scrap With Japs and Nazis 
Turned Into Useful Peacetime Scrap 


By RICHARD KLEINER

Baltimore, MD., —(NEA)— An 
army of men with oxy-acetylene 
torches is accomplishing what Jap- 
anese dive-bombers and Nazi antl- 
tank units tried to do and cotildn't 
—reduce Navy ships and Army 

tanks to scrap steel. 

In the historic Patapsco River, 
where once Francis Scott Key 
watched the British bombard Fort 
McHenry, a steady stream of bat- 
tlefield relics — everything from 
cruisers to GI helmets—is being 
broken up into scrap steel to feed 
peacetime steel furnaces. 

One of the ships at the Patapsco 
Scrap Corporation's yard is the 
light cruiser Memphis, which once 
took President Roosevelt to the 
Casablanca conference. Others are 
the Detroit, a survivor of Pear] Har- 
bor, and the Richmond and Concord 
which, like the Detrolt, are veterans 
of the of Pacific battles: 

There's the HMS Emporer, which 
chased the German pocket battle- 
ship Von Tirpitz along the Norwei- 
gian coast. 

And there are -even two ferry 
boats which once plodded back and 
forth between Staten Island and 
Manhattan, in New York Bay. 

During the war, this yard was the 
site of the Bethlehem - Fairfield 
shipyard, where more than 500 Lib- 
erty and Victory ships and LSTs 
were built. Now the process {s re- 
versed, and the workmen are rip- 
ping the vessels into hunks of scrap, 

Besides ships, there are acres of 
obsolete tanks, several thousand of 
them piled sometimes five high. 
Many still have caked mud from 
rain-drenched battlefields; others 
have shell holes; a few have 
blood stains. There are enemy 
tanks, too, since the steel furnaces 
know no nationality. 

For the first three years after the 
war, the supply of scrap was crit- 
ically short. Steel production, tied 
directly to scrap supply, was short, 
too. But now scrap yards like Pat- 
apsco are in full production, and the 
stee] mills are turning the scrap 
from tanks and ships into such 
things as bird cage wire, knitting

cars or new merchant ships. 
Shipbreaking, as the reduction of 

ships into scrap is called, is a highly 


skilled task requiring careful plan- 


ning and good judgment by the 
supervisor and his crew. The vessel 
warped to a plier, is worked over by 
men armed with torches, hacksaws, 
sledges and cold chisels, 

First to come down is the radio 
aerial, permitting the big cranes 
to slide freely over the ship. Then, 
bit by bit, masts and superstructure 
are removed, decks torn away and 
the interior fittings taken out. The 
work proceeds cautiously, lest the 
ship become unbalanced and capsize 
When the vessel has been reduced 
to a waterline hulk it is drawn up 
on shore, ! 

Objects like tanks are often bro- 
ken up by simple procass of drop- 
ping a 10-ton steel ball on them. 

No matter what the steel has been 
used for in the past, it can be re- 
melted used over and over again. 
Little is lost by usage. Even rust— 
oxidized steel — is gathered and 
melted down in some scrap yards.

Grown Lands Are Answer To 
Inexpensive Coitage Sites

There's a real estate slogan that. 
reads “Own some of this earth while 
you're still above it,” and every time 
I hear that suggestion I think of the 
hundreds of Ontario people who are 
lamenting the fact they can’t af- 
ford a summer home. The strange 
thing about it is that they're wrong. 
‘There are many lakefront lots still 
vested in the crown which are in- 
expensive. Of course, one won't 
find a road to the lot and perhaps 
the properties are heavily wooded 
and the shoreline a bit marshy. The 
important thing is to get title to 
these lands and improve them until 
they represent a sizable asset in 
one's estate. Above all, it is {mport- 
ant that a man have some far-away 
place where he can find escape 
from the madness of cities, from 
people, from his squirrel-in-a-re- 
volving cage existence that is fray- 

ing nerves and sapping vitality. 


What are Crown lands? These are 
lands which have not as yet been 
sold, located, leased or otherwise 
disposed of by the Department of 
Lands and Forests, acting in the 
right of His Majesty the King. Such 
lands are unimproved and unde- 
veloped. In almost «fil instances 
such lands are not accessible by 
roads suitable to automobile trans- 
port. Onus for construction of 
roads rests with the applicant, of 
if there are sufficient residents lo- 
cated in any one area an approach 
can be made to the Township 
council. That municipal body may 
seek the ald of the Department of 
Highways in building s development 
road. Resort parcels for private use 
are sold at 30 cents a foot frontage 
and most lots are 200 feet wide. 


HOW TO GO ABOUT IT 

But let's start at the beginning 

and assume we want a parcel of 
crown land on which to build 
a cabin or a cot'<ge. Ontario is 
divided into districts by the De- 
partment of Lands and Forests. 
For instance, Haliburton and that 
area is known as the Trent district 
with headquarters at Lindsay. 
North of Tweed and through the 
land o’ Lakes is another district 
and is administered from Tweed. 
First select the area, then visit 
the district forester at his office 
from where the district 1s admin- 
istered. 

The district forester will say on 
‘yhat lakes Crown lands are still av- 
ailable. He will also advise which 
are most readily accessible. When 
you decide which lake you wish to 
locate on he will supply a map for 
350, showing every lot marked on it 
by number. Then the thing to do is 
visit the lake with a boat and mot- 
or and check the property. Next step 
is to make formal application to the 
district forester for this lot, giving 
the number shown on the map, 
along with a $10 deposit. If the lot 
is clearly desoribed and open for 
disposal your offer is accepted. Then 
you can occupy the lot. Next step 
is to have the lot surveyed. You can 
hire a surveyor to do this work, or 
pay the Department of Lands and 
Forests $80 and they will do it for 
you. This should be done within 
three months of making application. 
When a survey plan is filed, the 
cost of the lot is determined and the 
balance fs due. 

MUST ERECT BUILDING 
There is one other condition to 
be fulfilled. Within 18 months 
you must erect on this lot a build- 
ing to a value of $500. When the 
building {s completed you obtain 


Where ore those Crown lands? 
There are some in Peterboro, Hali- 
burton, Victoria, Hastings, Front- 
enac and Nippissing. In the nor- 
thern townships of course, there js 
plenty of Crown Jand. If you wish to 
go farther afield into the Fort 
Frances district then you can have 
a wide choice and some parcels of 
land are accessible by car. If you 
don't want a mainland lot, then 
perhaps an island js available, That 
will cost'you $45 an acre up to five 
acres. Land may be leased, if you 
don't wish to purchase it outright 
at $10 per acre per annum or ten 
cents a foot frontage. Parcels not 
exceeding two acres may be leased 
for hunting camp purposes at $5 
for each acre, and the minimum 
charge in such cases it $5. Any- 
one wishing to start a commercial 
summer resort may obtain larger 
parcels of land at the same rate, 
except that buildings to the value 
of $2,000 must be built within 16 
month period. 

Americans have the same privil- 
eges as Canadians in the purchas- 
ing of Crown lands. For that reas- 
on it behoves the natives'to get busy 
and Jocate lands at once, because 
the aggressive non-residents know 
a good thing when they see it. Ser_ 
vice clubs interested in boys’ work 
might give some thought to sum- 
mer camp sites, too. That's all I can 
do for you, the next step is get in 
touch with the Department of 
Lands and Forests, Parliament 
Buildings, Toronto, and ask for the 
booklet “Summer Resort Lands in 
Ontario.” It's free,

McNevin Sees 
No Need To

Speaking at Brechin last week, 
Mr, McNevin stated with respect 
to the opposition cry for a change, 
that people were not likely to 
change unless it appeared that it 
would be for the better. Said Mr. 
MoNevin, “Let us ask ourselves this 
question. If you had some one hired 
to work for you ang you were mak_ 
ing money and your interests were 
well looked after, would you fire 
them just because some one shout- 
ed from the housetops, “its time 
for a change.” The speaker then 
asked: “which do you want a one 
man government or an experi - 
enced team?” 

Referring to members of the Ca- 
binet, Mr. McNeyin asked who Mr.

Howe, a professor in ,civil engineer- 
ing, chief engineer for the Board 
of Grain Commissioners, and the 
head of a successful consultant en- 
gineers firm before he came to Ot- 
tawa.

Lines. 

McNevin said that as Minister of 
Munitions and Supply during the 
World War TI, Mr. Howe, made Can- 
ada the arsenal of democracy. As 
Minister of Reconstruction when 
war endeg he saw industry revert 
to peace-time economy without dis- 
location --without wholesale lay- 
offs --employment increased . and 
there was a $7 billion expansion of 
industry. 

Citing another high cabinet min- 
ister, Mr. MeNevin asked “Just 
what man would the Tory Party. 
find to replace Humphrey Mitchell 
as Minister of Labour? Time will 
not permit me to go farther, yet 
other member, of the Government 
are just as worthy of special con- 
sideration.”

A Gigantic

Blistering Attac 


(British United Press) 
Progressive Conservative Leader 
George Drew was the target of 
plistering attacks from several pro- 
minent members of Canadair Lim- 
ited, of Montreal last week. 


Wednesday night at Fort Will- 
iam, Ontario, Drew said Canada’s 
largest aircraft manufacturing 
plant, Canadair, was sold out by 
Howe. 

Drew charged that Howe had se- 
cret deals with an international 
armament ring. 

He said the Canadair plant was 
puilt during the war to manufacture 
military aircraft and it came under 
the control of the Electric Boat 
Company of the’ United States. 


Drew claimed this transaction 
‘was not disclosed by Howe until six 

~ months later, 

Last week, H. O. West, President 
of Canadair called Drew's attack 
virulent and unfounded and he said 
they were used in soliciting the sup- 
port of the electorate of Canada. 


West said that Drew's charges 
cannot be justified by political ex- 
pediency, and he said that Drew 
either ignores the facts or is engag- 
ed in a deliberate attempt to mal- 
ign the company to serve his own 
political interests. 


Air Vice Marshall Adelard Ray- 
mond, a director of Canadair says 


Drew's statements are completely 
untrue, and that Drew made the 
statements without any knowledge 
of the Company. 

And Air Vice Marshall Frank S. 
McGill denied that Howe or any, 
other Government official had any- 
thing to do with his joining the 
Board of Canadatr. 

McGill said—‘In my opinion, any 
person who would make such a 
completely false statement in pub- 
lic and thus mislead those listening 
to his voice is not a fit and proper 
person to be elected to Parliament, 
far less lead a political party.” 

And another Director, Senator 
Peter Campbell, says Drew’s attack 
can only be interpreted as a ser- 
ious attack upon the integrity and 
reputation of the Electric Boat 
Company and Canadair. 

Trade Minister Howe says Drew 
has laid himself wide open for Li- 
bel action, 

Howe points out that Drew's 
charges came on the eve of a proy- 
incial election, referring to the vote 
in Nova Scotia. He says “it was 
what is called in the United States 
a roorback,” which, he explains, ‘is 
defined as false charges made so 
close to an election that an effective 
answer cannot be given.”

Memorial Hospital, This, stated Dr, 
Berry, was not a public restaurant, 
but was business of a semi-priv- 
ate nature, and thus did not fall 
under the jurisdiction of the Prov- 
incial Board. He suggested, how- 
ever, if the Municipal Board felt 
justified in sending an inspector in 
to examine conditions, it was at lib- 
erty to do so, 


COCKROACHES PLAY WHILE 
INSPECTOR AWAY: 

The discussion which followed 
revealed that so far, Town Coun- 
cil has done nothing with regards 
to appointing a Health Officer to 
succeed Mr. Davies, who recently 
resigned. Meanwhile, it was inti- 
mated by memberg of the Health 
Board that complaints were again 
reaching their ears of conditions in 
Kent Street restaurants. Chief 
complaint was about the presence 
of cockroaches, but according to Dr. 
Lawrence, these pests exist in every 
public eating place, and nothing 
much can be done about them. 
However, it was moved that Town 
Clerk Allely be requested to write 
the Council asking that the matter 
of a new Health Inspector for the 
town be expedited. 


WILL INVESTIGATE 
CONDITIONS: 

A letter was read from a local 
resident who has run afoul of the 
new “inside conyeniences” by-law, 
and who is requesting a deferment 
of any action under the by-law for 
a year. According to the letter the 
house is to be torn down next. year, 
and replaced with a new one on the 
same lot, at which time the party 
will be installing the conveniences. 
The letter brought a storm of pro- 
test from board member L. T, 
Braunton, who claimed that house 
surroundings were in a “filthy con- 
dition” and demanded that the 
board take action. Chairnian Bak- 
er, apparently in a more charitable 
mood, stated that he wished to ex- 
amine conditions personally before 
advocating any action, such as con- 
demning the premises, as had been 
suggested by the member, The 
property in question adjoins’ Mr, 
Braunton’s new real development 
at Durham and Adelaide Sts. 


FINDS CONDITIONS 
SATISFACTORY: 

A report of sanitary conditions of 
what was termed a “rest home" or 
a “convalescent home! on Ade- 
laide St, South, was presented by 
Dr. Gleeson. A letter, complaining 
of the sanitary conditions, had been 
recelved from one of the inmates 
and prompted the investigation. 
According to Dr, Gleeson, the pro- 
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prietress does not conduct either 
a nursing or a convalescent home, 
but merely a boarding house for el- 
derly yieople of limited means, who 
can afford no more than the prices 
charged, Dr. Gleeson sald that he 
found everything at the home to be 
in order, with the exception of the 
grounds, which were rather untidy.

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German Leader 
Praises West 
Rejection 


(British United Press) 

A German political leader in 
Frankfurt has praised the west for 
turning down Soylet Foreign Minis- 
ter Andrei Vishinsky's proposal for 
an early German peace treaty, 

Social Democrat Oscar Schmid — 
who may become Germany's first 
Chancellor — says he is glad the 
Western Powers sald no to a peace 
treaty on Soviet terms, Schmid says 
a peace treaty could only be signed 
by an all-German Government set 
up by free nation-wide elections. 

That was just about the same an- 
swer the Western Ministers gave 
Vishinsky when he came up with 
his three-point proposal yesterday, 
The Soviet recommendation called 
for an early treaty, followed by the 
early removal of occupation troops, 

But the West pointed out there 
was no basis for such a treaty when 
the Big Four stood so divided on 
the fundamental ideas of what kind 
of a Germany they would be mak- 
ing peace with, 

America’s Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson said it was a waste of time 
discussing treaty proposals and said 
he would have to return to the Uni- 
ted States by the end of next week, 

However, it’s belleved that before 
the Foreign Ministers quit’ at Paris 
they will pick the time and place 
for their next meeting. It’s expect- 
ed to take place in the United Sta- 
tes, probably in the fall when the 
Foreign Ministers will be in New 
York for the United Nations Gen- 
‘eral Assembly.

A political bomb has exploded in 
the midst of a hitherto peaceful 
federal election campaign. 

And a Toronto law firm has been 
called in to investigate fiery al- 
legations of corrupt business deal- 
Ings on the part of the Canadian 
government. 

The charges come from Progres- 
sive Conservative leader George 
Drew. He claims that Trade Minis- 
ter C. D, Howe conducted “secret 
deals” and “solq out” Canadair 
Limited of Montreal to an inter- 
national armament ring, Canadair 
is the Dominion’s largest aircraft 
manufacturing plant. 

Drew touched off the now-raging 
battle Wednesday night in a politi- 
cal address in Fort William, On- 
tarlo. He has since reiterated his 
allegations against the government 
and Trade Minister Howe. 

The Pee-Cee chieftain charges 
‘have brought indignant denials 
from Canadair officials in Montreal 
and military officials who bear out 
his denial of Drew's charges that 
Canadair was sold out to American 
interests. ‘4 

Howe told British United Press 
in a telephone interview last’ night 
that his reply to the Drew's char- 
ges would “crucify” the Pee-Cee 
chieftain, And that was the word 
he used --"crucify.” 

The Trade Minister says a Tor- 
onto Jaw firm is investigating the 
allegations of the opposition lead- 
er to check the libel aspects of the 
charges. . 

In Timmins, Ontario, last night, 
the Pee-Cee leader renewed his 
attack against Howe. 

He saiq that Howe had perpetra_ 
ted “shameful deal”, and he warn- 
ed that other crown-owned com- 
panies could be “sold down the riv- 
er” in the same way. 

Drew was referring to the sale of 
Canadair Limited of Montreal to 
the Electric Boat Company of the 
United States. 

George Drew met some opposition 
at his Timmins meeting. 

A Communist heckler tried to 
howl him down, but Drew calmly 
took the situation in hand. He said 
“this small handful of Communists 
should be back in Russia.” 

Drew promised the Timmins min- 
ing town that people in all mining 
communities across the nation 
would be assured of well-paid jobs 
and security under a Pee-Cee govy- 
ernment, 

He urged that the Canadian dol- 
lar be allowed to seek its own level, 
rather than as he put it-- be pegged 
to the United States dollar,

Extra Feeding as Harvest 
Nears Gives Super Yield ps 


When garden plants begin to flow- |e

Plant food should be applied with- 
yut disturbing the roots of the plants, 
since this might do more harm than 
the feeding would do good. One way 
is to spread the plant food on the 
surface between the rows after cul- |}, 
tivating, and rake it into the soil, 
then wash it in, Another way, which 
has shown impressive results in New 
Jersey experiments, is to stir the 
plant food in water, and pour the 
water on the ground near the plants. 

During hot, dry weather, dry 
plant food may be inert in the soil, 
until water is supplied to dissolve 
it. By using liquid plant food the 
need for irrigation is lessened, and 
immediate results are obtained. Dr, 
V. A. Tiedjens, who is an advocate 
of liquid plant food, gives the fol- 
lowing instructions for preparing it. 

Place a complete dry plant food 
in a cloth bag and hang it in a bar- 
rel or bucket of water overnight. 
‘The material that remains in the 
bag may be spread on ihe soil sur- 
face, but the soluble elements in the 
mixture will remain in the water. 
The quantities recommended are 
for standard dry mixtures, and do 
not apply to high analysis mixtures, 
or those especially prepared for use 
in solution. 

For side dressing growing crops, 
use a cupful of plant food to a quart 
of water, or a pound (pint) to a gal- 
lon, For row crops pour a quart of 
the liquid to each three feet of row. 
For plants in hills, use a quart for 
each tomato, a pint for each egg 
plant, with others in proportion, 


Side Dressing Plant Food, 


In the flower garden, from a cup- 
dul to a quart of the liquid may be 
applied to each plant, depending 
upon its size, This liquid should not 
be applied to the leaves, only to the 
soil; if it is impossible to avoid, the 
leaves, dilute the liquid with) an 
equal amount of water to weaken 
it, and avoid burning. A liquid feed- 
ing ten days before your flower show 
will help you cut larger and more 
brilliantly colored flowers for exhi- 
bition, 

Experienced gardeners can recog- 
nize when a plant is not growing as 
it should, and needs an extra meal. 
But if the weakness is due to other 
causes, extra feeding will not help. 
It will not correct poor drainage, or 
cure disease, and should not be used 
when the plants have bloomed and’ 
want to rest, as do most of the spring, 
perennials, when summer comes,

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How Can I 


Q. How can I easily remove the 
strings from string beans? 

A. Every bit of string can be re- 
moved if after thoroughly washing | 
they are plunged into boiling water 
for five minutes and then drained, 

Q. How can I remove paint spots 
from clothing? : 

A. By using equal parts o- am- 
monia and turpentine. Saturate the 
spots three or four times ,and then 
wash in soapsuds. Rinse in clear 
water, dry, and press. 

Q. How can I relieve the pain of 
burning feet? 

A, Prepare a foot bath of water 
as hot a can be borne. This will be 
found a great relief, Baths of sand, 
warm and moist, are also good. 
Bury the feet in this up to the ank— 
Jes, and allow to remain from 
twenty to thirty minutes. 

Q. How can I make a moth pre- 
ventive? 

A Blotting paper, saturated with 
kerosene, and placed in the draw- 
ers and closets where clothes are 
kept, is a fine moth preventive 
The furs can be treated by sprink- 
ling thef with pepper. This does 
not leave an unpleasant odor and 

Q. How can I prevent having moss 
on the lawn? 

A. If you detect any moss on the 
jJawn, it is a bad sign. It indicates 
either a sour or impoverished soil. 
For sour soil, apply some hydrated 
lime and for impoverished soil use 
a gooq quality of fertilizer. Practi- 
cally any soil, however, is benefitted 
by an application of lime followed 
a week or two later by fertilizer. Do 
not apply both of these too close 
together. 

Q. How can I remove stickiness, 
caused by dampness, from a leath- 
er-top card table? 

A. Sprinkle a little talcum pow- 
der over the top and wipe off with a 
soft cloth. This not only overcomes 
the stickiness, but acts as a whiten- 


Q. How can I remove scorch from 
fabric? 

A, Lemon juice and salt will re- 
moye scorch from white clothes, 
Hang the clothes in the sun until 
stain disappears. 

Q. How can I remove discolorat- 
jon from aluminum utensils? 

A, Discoloration on aluminum 
utensils, caused by food or water 
containing’ iron, {s easily removed 
by rubbing briskly with steel wool 
and soap. Then rinse ang dry. 

Q. How can I give a better flavor. 
to baked apples? 

A. A delicious dish to serve with 
a roast pork is baked cranberry 
apples, Fill the cavity left in apple 
after core has been removed with 
cranberry sauce and bake. 

Q. How can J prolong the life of 
a broom? 

A. Dip the broom into a bucket 
of boiling water at least once a 
week. This will not only keep the 
broom clean, but will prolong its 
life. 

Q. How can I keep the linoleum 
clean? 

A. Linoleum that is waxed 1s 
much easier to clean. Wash the lin- 
oleum with a mild soap and warm 
water. Wipe it dry and after a half- 
hour has elapsed, apply a thin coat 
of floor wax. 

Q. How can I soften hard water? 

A. There are several agents that 
may be useq for softening hard 
water, Among them are lemon 
juice, borax, or an oatmeal bag. 

Q. How can remove grease spots 
from silk materials? 

A. By mixing and applying one 
ounce of castille soap shredded, one 
teaspoonful saltpeter, two ounces 
of ammonia, and one quart of wat- 
er.

An 
estimated 40-thousand Czechs wrote 
the U. S, Embassy denouncing the 
Communist Regime and demanding 
U-N sponsored elections in Czecho- 
slovakia.

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SAVE DROWNING VICTIMS 

All drowning fatalities are not necessarily due only 
to carelessness on the part of the victims, it is stated 
by Dr. Gordon Bates, of Toronto, in an editorial in the 
current issue of HHALTH magazine of the Health 
League of Canada. Too frequently there is a lack of 
knowledge as to proper means of artificial respira- 
tion on the part of onlookers anxious to help. 

Dr, Bates is General Director of the Health League 
of Canada and editor of HEALTH magazine. 

The editorial goes on to say: 

“Artificial respiration should always be immediate 
and continuously applied by persons with some know- 
ledge of the procedure. There are misapprehensions, 
however, which in some cases have led to tragedy. In 
spite of widespread publicity about ten years ago in 
the Canadian Press, there still remains in the minds 
of many the idea that a person who has been under 
water for more than a few minutes cannot be revived 
by artificial respiration. This is not true. There have 
been instances of individuals who have been revived 
after haying been as long as half an hour in the 
water. : 


“A committee of the Health League of Canada 


undér the leadership of the late Sir Frederick Banting, 
in 1938 issued a statement to the effect that artificial 
respiration should be kept up continuously for four 
hours or until there is evidence of rigor mortis in the 
victim. Yet it has been noticed in not a few cases 
recently that artificial respiration has been discontin- 
ued in a very short time and the victim pronounced 
dead. This action has presumably been decided on 
because there have been no signs of life.” 

The editorial states that the same committee also 
found that “most drowning victims have no water in 
their lungs and that death results from spasm of the 
Jarynx. It ig therefore most important that one should 
make certain in all of these cases that the air pas- 
sages are free. The only known method of attempt- 
ing to assure this end at present is to see that the 
patient’s tongue is drawn well out during efforts of 
artificial respiration.” 


Going On Vacation? Then Remember This-- 


It’s vacation time again across Canada and the 
National Safety Council has come up with some good 
suggestions to help make your vacation more enjoy- 
able, Here they are: 


BEFORE YOU LEAVE— 


1. Stop milk, newspaper and other deliveries. Ask a 


neighbor to keep advertising circulars off your 
porch. 

2. Don’t lower window shades, If you are to be gone 
three weeks or more, arrange to have your lawn 
mowed. Prowlers watch for such tip-offs. 

3. Notify postoffice to hold mail, or arrange delivery 
to a neighbor. 

4. Lock windows and doors. Remember basement 
windows and coal chute. 

5. Shut off gas and water at main valves. Shut off 
electricity at master switch unless refrigerator or 
tood locker is to be left on. If current must be left 
on, disconnect Jamps and appliances at wall out- 
lets. If refrigerator is disconnected, leave door open 
to prevent mold. 

6. Inform police how long house will be vacant and 
and where you can be reached in emergency. 

1. Service car thoroughly, with close attention to 
safety features such as lights, brakes, tires, steer- 
ing, windshield wipers. 

8. Put a first aid kit and flashlight in glove compart- 
ment. Be sure you have all tire tools. 

ON THE WAY 

1. Speed kills — take it easy. Start a little earlier and 
don’t try to cover too great a distance in a day. 

2. Long drives at constant speed make you drowsy. 
Vary your speed and stop occasionally to stretch 
your legs. 

8. Be sure you understand driving techniques in dif- 
feren localities. For example, using the motor com- 
pression to assist braking is necessary In moun- 
tainous country, A good rule is to use the same 
gear to descend a grade as you used in climbing it. 

4. Don’t be impatient to make time. It’s unsafe, and 
it’s not restful driving. Watch your passing. On a 
Mountain road you may have to poke along for 
tiles before it is safe to pass. 

5. Signs and signals are not uniform in all provinces. 
Read them carefully, They are your best safeguard 
on strange roads. 

6. Scenery can be taken in small doses from a movy- 
ing car, but if you want to drink deeply of nature’s 
beauty, pull off the road and stop. 

7. If you leave the children alone in the back seat, 
be sure the doors are locked. 

AFTER YOU ARRIVE— 

1. R-e-l-a-x, Don’t try to crowd a year’s exercise 
into two weeks, 

2, Take the sun in easy doses. Don’t nap in the sun. 
Wear sunglasses, 

3. Stay out of the water for at least an hour after 
eating, and swim in sight of others. Be sure water 
ig deep enough and free of obstructions before diy- 
ing. Don’t try to swim too far. 

4, Distribute the load evenly in boats. Don’t stand 
up. If you fall out and the boat stays on even 
keel, climb in over the stern. Most boats won’t sink, 
80 stay with it till help comes If it capsizes. Check 
the weather before going far on a large lake,

A while ago the municipal council decided to 
write the Ontario Liquor Control Board relative to 
holding a plebiscite to détermine the status of the 
township in the matter. Just a day or so back they 
received their reply which said in effect, “if beer or 
wine has never legally been sold in th township there 
is no grounds for holding a plebiscite since a vote 
under present law is to determine whether sale shall 
be continued, not established.”

CHILDREN’S TEETH 
NEED ATTENTION 

If the survey, currently being conductéd among 
Lindsay’s school childrén to determine their dental 
health status, accomplishes nothing else it will have 
served a very worthy cause if it impresses on parents 
the need for caring for their childwen’s teeth. 

It was rather distressing to read in the initial sur- 
vey made that many children of six years--—just 
school entrance age --- were going to have to lose 
some of their second or permanent teeth because they 
were decayed beyond the point where repair was pos- 
sible to pave them. 

There are not many adults in the towm of Lindsay 
to-day who haven’t suffered the loss of some of their 
permanent teeth. Few, if any, of those who have 
will deny that their going has been a definite handi- 
cap in one way or another... . either from a stand- 
point of appearance or in the matter of performing 
that very important and essential chore of eating. 
Those parents who have been unfortunate enough 
to lose a number of their permanent teeth, being 
aware of the inconvenience attendant thereon, usually 
vow to see that it doesn’t happen to “their children.” 
Many do make a real effort to protect their children’s 
dental health and achieve good results despite all the 
hazards of the modern age but in a large number of 
cises the “good intentions vow” ends right there. 

Insofar as it is economically possible, all parents 
are obligated morally to look after their children’s 
teeth. They cannot do it themselves during their 
earlier years and the thoughtfulness of dad and mother

grow older.

POLICE CONDUCT 

The suggestion of the Association for Civil Liber- 
ties (Toronto) of which Provost R. S. K. Seeley is 
president, that there should be an Ontario Royal Com- 
mission to prepare a code of police conduct for all 
police forces in the province seems to have merit.

And 
it should minister to that esprit de corps, that sense 
of self-respect and pride in his organization, without 
which no man can be a thoroughly useful member of 
a body which must work under discipline as a police 
force has to.—Saturday Night.

Apparent Increase In Deaths From 
Diabetes 
When Drs, Banting and Best, 
University of Toronto, discovered 
insulin in 1922, it naturally was 
thought that, as insulin preserved 
the lves of diabetics, there would 
be fewer deaths from this dread 
disease, Therefore, it comes as a 
surprise .-a shock, in fact --to read 
according to certain statistics ,that 
deaths from diabetes actually are 
increasing. And when these statis- 
tics are issued in the United States 
Public Health Reports, they must be 

true. 

However, while figures do not lie, 
in this particular case they are mis_ 
Jeading, and diabetics and the fam- 
ilies of diabetics should learn the 
actual facts. The true story is that 
which we all expected that is, that 
the death rate in diabetes would 
decrease. 

Why, then, does an official report 
state that the death rate has not 
decreased, but acually j, increas- 
ing? 

In these same official reports, Dr. 
I. M. Moriyama states that, since 
the discovery of insulin, the death 
rate actually has decreased. The 
reason that the figures show the 
death rate as increasing Is because 
of the Government's method of hay- 
ing the physician state on the death 
certifiacte the first or primary di- 
sease causing death. 

Thus a physician, who has a 
diabetic patient getting along with- 
out any trouble by diet and insul- 
in treatment but who also has heart 
disease, may feel that the diabetes 
was a factor in his death. When 
death occurs naturally the physician 
states that heart disease caused 
death, However, on his death cer- 
tificate, he must state that diabetes 
was “contributory” to death because 
diabetes was the first or primary 
cause of his illness, Thus, in the 
statistics issued by the Government, 
diabetes would be selected as the 
primary cause of death over heart 
disease. This same government rul- 

ing also would apply to other di- 
seases. 

Your physician will tell you that 
by the aid of insulin he has kept 
many diabetics alive for years, en- 
abling the great majority of them to 
attain the age they would have 
lived even if they had not been 
afflicted with diabetes. 
Poliomyelitis --infantile Paralysis 

As the season for infantile paraly- 
sis (poliomyelitis) approaches, par- 
ents naturally are anxious and may 


wonder if there is anything they. 


can do to prevent an attack. As 
some case; have been reported as 
caused by swimming in certain! 
rivers or lakes near large cities, they 
may forbid thelr youngster, to go 
swimming anywhere, which takes 
the joy out of life for these young- 
bters. 

Reports from authoritive sources 
state that the severe type of infan- 
tile paralysis is likely to occur where 
the youngster recently has had in- 
fected teeth and tonsils removed. 
As the period of the summer holi- 
days is the most convenient time 
for removal of tonsils, parent, are 
in a quandary as to whether to take 
a chance of leaving the infected ton- 
sils in and so risk rheumatic fever 
and heart disease, or have the ton- 
sails removed and so leave less 
chance of developing the severe and 
crippling form of infantile paralysis 
While there are some noted child~ 
ren’s specialists who advise removal 
of infected tonsils at any time, a 
large number advise that tonsils be 
not removed if within six weeks of 
the usual time for epidemics of in_ 
fantile paralysis to occur, 

Although the end of the battle a- 
gainst this dread disease is not yet 
in sight, all over the world laborat- 
ory workerg and physicians are 
learning more anq more about St, 
and that there are “varieties” of 
this disease instead of just the one 
as was formerly thought, Thus in 
the “Journal-Lancet,” Minneapolis, 
Dr, A. F. Abt distinguishes three 
brad types of acute poliomyelitis — 
namely absortive, non-paralytic and 
paralytic. In the first or absortive 
form, as there are no symptoms pre_ 
sent that are not present in other 
ailments of the nose, throat, and 
chest, there is no way the physician 
can recognize it, There 1s no distur- 
bance of the nervous system so that 
lumbar puncture (inserting a needle 
into the spinal canal. and-removing 
some of the fluid for examinaflon) 
tells nothing, 

In the non-paralytic and paraly- 
tic forms of the disease, the physi- 
clan is able 1n most cases by exam- 
ination of the spinal fluid and the 
presence of olher symptoms, such 
as stiff neck and stiff back mus- 
cles, to tell {f symptoms are due 
to poliomyelitis. }

sex—are not underactive, 
In studying the loss of fat from 
fat depots, when the overweight: 
was doing without food or eating 
less than he needed to maintain 
health and strength, {t was found 
that in normal individuals the blood 
gathered up more fat than from the 
overweights and used it as fuel. In 
addition to this, as the blood, rich 
in fat, passed through the tissues 
of these fat individuals, these tissues 
were “hungry” for fat, and so a 
great amount of the fat in the blood 
was taken from the blood and stor- 
ed in the fat depots. 
On the other hand, in those of 
normal weight, their tissues did not. 
seem so hungry for fat and the fat- 
laden blood passed through without 
leaving much, if any, fat. ‘Thus, 
fat individuals take more fat from 
the blood when fat is being eaten 
and less from their fat depots when 
no fat is being eaten than do the 
tissues of those of normal weight. 
What does the above mean to oy- 
erweights? 
That just as permiclons anaemia 
patients. have to eat liver or use 
liver extracts, and those with dia- 
betes must diet and use insulin if 
they wish to live, so must over- 
weights cut down on their starch 
and fat foods if they wish to cor- 
rect their ailment — overweight. 
The Common Cold 
‘A few months ago I wrote about 
the handicap in life of aching feet, 
that painful feet are both a physi- 
ca land mental hazard, that gen- 
erally speaking, most of us make as 
much money with our feet as we 
do with our heads. 

So important to health and hap- 
piness are healthy, normal feet, 
that universities now are giving 
courses in the care of the feet, 
chiropody, and grant a degree as in 
medicine and dentistry. 

In the “Canadian Chirodpody 
Journal,” W. A. Waddell, D. 8. 0, 
Regina, states that as important as 
other ailments of the feet may be, 
there {s no single condition which 
can inflict such exquisite pain as the 
common corn. More patients consult, 
the chiropdist for painful corns 
than for any other single foot all-~ 
ment, The corn can be seen in an 
infant of one year or less ard in 
a man or woman 100 years old who 
does no work whatever. 

Because so many foot ailments, 
including corns, are caused by il 
fitting shoes, general physicians, or- 
thopedic physicians and chiropo- 
dists are able to give relief in many 
cases by showing the patient the 
proper shoes to buy, It is pressure 
on the toe or other part that first 
cause symptoms, Pressure causes 
irritation and inflammation, and 
as inflammation anywhere causes 
hard tissue - even scar tissue -- 
this increased amount of hard tis- 
sue in the part presse, on the tiny 
nerve endings in, the skip, and thus 
a painful corn is manufactured. 

The various corn apyiications 
purchased from your druggist un- 
doubtedly, with patience, will re- 
move many painful corns --especi- 
ally {f loose or better-fitting shoes 
| are worn, However, most physicians 
are agreeq that a qualified chiro- 
podist, using the usual antiseptic 
methods, is equipped with know- 
ledge and with keen instruments to 
remove the corn whole, not in frag- 
ments --though this may be neces- 
sary in some cases; Once the corn is 
rempyed, pressure on the part 
should not cause pain; if pain is 
still present, then the corn has not 
been removeg completely. 

The thought, then, is that while 
home treatment given by usual re. 
medies may be safe if care is taken, 
the complete removal of the corn 
by a chiropodist or by an orthopedic 
surgeon is the safest and surest 
mesthod of removal.

Township Can't Vote On Beer Sales 
Meeting of the Municipal Council 
of the Township of Verulam was 
held ‘in the Municipal Office on 
Monday, June 6, 

The minutes of the previous meet- 
ing were read and adopted on mo. 
tion of Mr. Southam and Mr, Bradt. 

Correspondence was read from 
the following: Mr. Russell Shields 
representing the Wellington Fire In- 
surance Company; The United Na- 
tions Appeal for Children, requost- 
ing a grant; The Graham Service 
presenting a bill of damage to Mr. 
George Mitchell's car, supposedly 
caused through a hole in the road; 
The Liquor Licence Boatd of Ont- 
ario stating that in their opinion it 
is not in order that the Township 
of Verulam could have a vote on 
the sale of beer and wine within 
the Municipality as Section 70 of the 
Liquor Licence Act, which ts the 
section used in order to bring on 
a vote making a municipallty “dry” 
has the questions outlined there- 
under worded ini the following man- 
ner: - “Are-you in favor of the con. 
tinuance of the sale of beer only 
under a public house licence, -and, 
Are you in fayour of the continu- 
ance of the sale of beer and wine 
only under a dining-room licence?” 
and as at the present there is no 
Mquor being legally sold in the 
Municipality, this question would 
not apply; from Mr, Anthany Lozo 
of Thurstonia Park, inquiring as to 
whether Thurstonia and Greenhurst 
are classed as “wet” or “dry”; The 
Department of Planning and De- 
velopment regarding a proposed 
subdivision of Part of 1-2 of Lot 
12, on Sturgeon Lake, Con.

Board that no licence has yet been 
granteg to Bob Hayen Inn; Dr. W. 
W. Voaden requesting an extension 
of time for the removal of his gar- 
age off the east end of Jones St.; 
Mr. J. M. Simpson enquiring as to 
when the spraying machine could 
be at Birch Point.

Warns Against 
Phony Insurance 


Toronto, June 11 (BUP) — The 
Superintendent of the Ontario De- 
partment of Insurance has warned 
people against working for or buy- 
ing insurance policies from two 
Phoenix, Arizona Insurance Comp- 
anies.

Timely Advice 
To Farmers - - 


Toronto, June 13 (BUP) — The 


has offered some timely advice to 
farmers for the control of weeds 
and flea beetles which prey on po- 
tatoes, These are two of the sev- 
erest problems facing the potatoe 
grower at this time of the year, 
The Department recommends a 
two per cent D-D-T dust or a D- 
D-T spray as an anti-beetle mea- 
sure. And for the weeds, the ag- 
riculture Department says that 
proper use of a weeder in potato 
rows will eliminate practically all 
annual weeds. 

The Department says that the 
weeder should be used at least 
once a week, with the teeth set 
from one to one and a half inches 


deep. 


The gale-blasted seas 
surrounding Sable are among the 
worst in the Atlantic, and that, ac- 
companied by the unbelievably 
thick fog, has caused many a ship 
to be blown onto the grasping fin- 
gers of Sable’s lengthy sandbars. 
The slang is said to have been more 
than 100 miles long a century or two 
ago, but decades of pounding by the 
hungry waves has eaten awa, most 
of the land. Before “long, the whole 
island may be nothing but a sand- 
bar. It is now but 20 miles in length, 
one mile wide, and in the middle 
there is a ten mile long salt water 
lake. 

Although more than 200 vessels 
are known to have sunk here, the 
number unrecorded ship wrecks is 
believed to reach at least another 


100. 
The island's residents are three 
meteorological men, three marine 


radio officers, sixteen transport de- 
partment workers and three wives. 
Middle-aged Captain Patrick Solo- 
wan is in charge of the weather 
~beaten island. 

Crescent - shaped Sable js 100 
miles off the Nova Scotia coast, a 
few miles north of the Gulf Stream. 
Fog of the pea-soup variety clings 
to the island almost all year. The 
warm air oyer the Gulf Stream con- 
stantly clashes, with the frigid air 
over the Polar current which passes 
north of Sable. 

Every Fall, the 22 men and three 
women tie down everything moyable 
in preparation for the annual hur- 
ricanes. Violent wind storms, whip 
up the United States east, coast a 
few miles offshore, curving out to 
sea as they move further in the 
North Atlantic, hitting the island. 

The Island has no trees, no stones, 
No grass -- just sand, dirty grey 
sand which makes the low-lying 
island almost imperceptable for 
mariners, and approaching aircraft 
which lang on the Salt Water lake. 

A marine radio beacon ts operated 
24-hours a day to warn approach- 
ing ships they are nearing the 
“graveyard of the Atlantic.” :

Framework, A Method of Grafting ) 
Fruit Trees 

For one reason or another the | 
trult-grower, at times, finds it de- 
sirable to eliminate old trees of un- 
wanted varieties from orchard or 
garden, In replacing an old tree 
with a young ome, many years are 
required to bring the new tree into 
profitable bearing and it is a costly 
operation. Where the tree of the un- 
wanted variety is vigorius end 
healthy it is more ecomomical to 
graft using scions of the desired 
variety. 

Frameworking as a method of | 
grafting was first undertaken at 
the Experimental Station, Saanich- 
ton, B. C., in March 1939, savs E. R- 
Hall. By this method the framework 
of the tree is retaineq but all lat- 
eral shoots and spurs are removed. 
On these bare scaffolding branches | 
long scions with 7 to 9 buds are in- 
serted at suitable interval, in the 
bark. 

In the spring of 1942 eight mature 
Boussock pear trees were grafted ov- 
er with Bartlett scions by the 
framework method and elght simi- 
trees were grafted using the usual | 
method of top-working in which | 
the greater portion of the scaf- | 
folding branches are removed. Yield | 
from the 8 frameworked trees in| 
1943 was 1129 pounds of marketable 
fruit against 89 pounds from the | 
8 top-worked trees. In the six fruit- | 
ing seasons since grafting was car- | 
ried out, the frameworked trees 
have given a total yield of 8,504 
pounds against 4,180 pounds from } 
the top-worked trees. In case of | 
pears, frameworking returns a tree 
to bearing with the loss of only one | 
year. Results with grafting apple } 
trees show that the scion wood ts | 
one year slower in fruiting than | 
with pears. In frameworking a tree, 
more scions are set and more labour 
involved tan in top-working but the 
quick return of the tree to normal 
cropping more than offsets the ad- 
ditional time required.

KEEP THE S50IL 
ON THE FARM: 

It takes about 400 years to pro- 
duce an ineh of soil. One heavy 
rain can undo centuries. of Natur- 
e’s soil making if the ram water is 
not controlled. Given the oppor- 
tunity, the soil will be washed into 
creeks, rivers and out to sea. 

The top six inches of the soil is 
the main natural resource of farm- 
ing lands the world over. In all too 
many countries it is being allowed 
to “run away.” Governments are 
conscious of this soil loss and are 
Spending millions of dollars on 
drainage, reforestation, assistance 
in the use of fertilizers‘and agricul- 
tural lime, and on other conserya- 
tion projects. 

But in thinking in general terms, 
often the particular is overlooked.

In the final analysis the only as- 
set of a farm Is the soil. If the 
soll becomes unproductive, the 
farm is useless. The soil cannat be 
too well cared for, and part of the 
care {s to keep !t on the farm.

Gerry Tierney, Civilian, Keeps a Date 
With Lieut. Tierney and a Nazi Ambush 


Amfreville, Normandy — (NEA) — 
Gerry Tierney of Hicksville, N. Y., 
civilian, walked down a dirt road in 
Normandy toward a rendezvous 
with with his past. 

His heart began to pump a Jit- 
tle faster as he turned off the main 
road from Amfreyille and started 
down a path between twin rows of 
trees, A couple of oose-pimples 
chased up and down his spine. 

This was familiar, This was get 
ting close to the spot which this ex_ 
GI would always know as “the 
turning point in my life.” Like thou- 
sands of soldiers, sailors and mar- 
ines, Gerry had nursed a hope that 
some day he might come back to a 
place he had known when there wa's 
thunder in the sky and the smell of 
gunpowder in the air and the whine 
of bullets in the hedgerows. 

Today he was here—five years 
later. And every step made it more 
familiar, His eye caught a glimpse 
of rubbish in a hollow trench beside 
the road and he swung off to inves- 
tigate 

A spatter of bullets flattened 
themselves against the sides of Lt. 
Gerald M. Tierney’s armored scout 
car as it rolled down a shaded aisle 
of trees. Tierney rapped an order to 
the turret gunner and a spurt of 
lead from the scout car's .30 and .50 
caliber machine guns tore into the 
two Krauts who had fired from a 
foxhole between two trees, 

The armored car rolled on and 
behind it came the balance of the 
90th Reconnaissance troop, two 
More armored cars and six jeeps 
mounting machine guns. 

It was D plus 6 and Tierney’s 
troop was probing more than a 
mile inside the German lines. This 
was “Indian country” and the two 
Krauts might be an Slolated delaying 
position or the outposts of stronger 
forces.

Tierney halted and gave the order 
to conceal vehicles and proceed az 
foot. He hoisted himself stiffly out 
of the scout car.

He 
felt like he’d been hit by a base- 
ball bat.

Beachhead Revisited: Hulks | 
That Litter ‘Utah’ Stir Memory

Utah Beach, Normandy — (NEA) 
—Usly, rusting hulks project from 
the sands across which the U. S. 
90th, 4th and 9th Divisions fought 
five years ago on D-Day, 

They are scarcely recognizable to- 
day as landing ships, trucks and 
tanks. The lapping of the surf car- 
ries no echo of the battle for the 
beachhead. The air is sweet, with- 
out taint of cordite. 

There are those in this party of 
American correspondents, who flew 
here in American Overseas Airlin- 
es’ Operation Beachhead Revisited, 
who’can say: “I stood right here” 
or “Thay pinned us behind the sea- 
wall with an .88 in that blockhouse.” 

But these ate haunting, far-away 
memories of another age, when 
these well-groomed newspapermen 
in variously colored business suits 
wore the Army khaki, washed in 
their tin hats like doughboys and 
ate cold C rations with their fing- 
ers. 


Today they are tourists; five years 
ago they belonged here. They 
were here then as part of the most 
complicated war news coverage ever 
seen, The stories they wrote and 
the pictures they took told the peo- 
ple on the home front the shape 
and the sound and smell of war. 

They got tired and dirty and 
Scared just like the troops whose 
battles they reported. ‘They went 
on oye rthe hills Behind the beach 
and followed the troops through 
places like Montebourg and Caren- 
tan and St. Lo — past Paris and 
the Seine—past a place called the 
Bulge Siegfried Line. 

Through them the home folks 
learned in Gainsville, Tex., how 
Staff Sgt. Warren Snider exposed 
himself to German gung for an 
hour to help the mortar boys plaster 
the Nazis in Pont l’Abbe . . .or in 
Palermo, Caljf., how Cpl. Dick Slob- 
ig, under constant fire from .88's 
laid a telephone line 600 yards a- 
cross a bridge, repaired it four times 
and finally relald it waist deep in 
water to prevent it being shot out

Back in 1918, Francis X. Bushman 
yas Tyrone Power, Frank Sinatra 
nd Gorgeous George all rolled into 
me, But he made one mistake that 
ost him his career. The mistake 
yas hi, marriage to Beverly Bayne. 

The Bushman-Bayne pomance 
ras the first of the Hollywood un- 
ons to cause a stir anywhere out- 
dde Hollywood, Motion pictures 
were silent then, of coures, but the 
fans were just as volube as today.

Finally, when he was 26, he dis- 
covered films and vice versa.

“Romeo and Juliet”, “The Voice of 
Conscience,” “Red, White and 
Biue Blood” and such famous gems 
of celluloid possions as “Social 
Quicksands,” “A Pair of Cupids", 
“The Poor Rich Man,” “Daring 
Hearts,” and “Modern Marriage.” 

His eager, fans knew all about his 
career as wrestler, bike racer, ar- 
tist“s model and sculptor. They 
knew about his height and weight 
and the color of his sensuous eyes. 


Ang they knew of course, about each 
and every one of his starring roles. 

What they didn’t know was that 
in 1902, at the age of 17, he had been 
married, nor that !n the course of 
that marriage, the Bushmang had 
had five children. 


His fan mail showed that his ad- 
mirers were happler not knowing 
-Bushman’'s mall required 18 -count 
‘em, 18—secretaries to answer. Most 
of it came on pink perfumed paper 
from palpitating ladies. Many were 
proposals. More were propositions. 
Few, if any, said anything about 
Mrz. Bushman and the kids,

Then, in 1918, the girls noted in 
their morning paper that Francis 
XX. Bushman was marrying his 
pretty, brown-eyed co-star, Bev- 
erley Bayne. Their first reaction 
was dissappointment at not being 
the chosen party, but it turned to 
rage, when, a few paragraphs down, 
they noted, in cold, heartless type, 
that in order to be married, Framais 
had divorced his wife of 16 years 
Ang five kids, yet.

But, on the screen 
they were soon swooning over a 
fellow named Rudolph Valentino

From then on, life wasn’t kind to 
Bushman and Miss Bayne. Their 
marriage itself ended in divoree.

Curious McCloy: 


He Quit Cozy Job for 


German Headache 


Because of His Blasted ‘Super-Curiosity’

Washington — (NEA) — When a 
man quits a cozy job that pays 
$30,000 a year, tax free, to take a 
mean one at less than half the pay 
taxed, it’s enough to make you 
think he's either balmy or has a 
powerful ulterior motive. 

Such 8 man fs bald, stocky. and 
affable John J. McCloy, who has 
Just given up the graceful existence 
as President of the World Bank to 
shoulder what until recently was 
General Lucius Clay's headache in 
Germany. 


But McCloy, a vigorous man of 
84 who plays tennis and fishes as 
hard as he works, is neither balmy, 
nor does he have an ulterior mot- 
tve. According to a friend who 
tried hard to talk him out of the 
change, \t's his “blasted super-cur- 
losity.” The friend explaing !t this 
way. 

“When a problem or job intrigues 
John McOloy it’s like a powerful 
magnet pulling a steel needle.» For 
him it 1s a basic force he can't re- 
sist. He's got a penetrating, analy- 
tica] mind that keeps him awake at 
night unless he gives it plenty of 
hard work during the day. The Ber- 
lin situation has always fascinated 
him and he has been following it as 
closely as though he had been part 
of it. Now that he’s really got St, 
I hope he’s satisfied. And I’m sure 
tha he js.” 


WON ‘BLACK TOM’ CASE 

McCloy brings plenty of savvy 
and experience to his new job. He 
and his wife both speak German 
fluently. He first picked up the 
language serving as an officer with 
the occupation forces in Germany 
after World War I in Coblenz, Mrs. 
McOloy learned it during the many 
years they spent {n Europe in the 
30's while he was representing the 
Bethlehem Steel Co. in the famous 


Black Tom case. After 10 years of 
brilliant work on that case, inyoly- 
ing the most complicated kind of 
litigation before international and 
foreign courts, he finally won vic- 
tory for his client by proving Ger- 
man espionage responsible for the 
explosion of a shipload of ammuni- 
tion in the New York harbor in 
1916, The case Involyed $20,000,000 
settlement. 


McCloy’s cool navigating through 
the morass of intrigue and counter- 
espionage that surrounded the Black 
Tom case won the admiration of 
Henry L. Stimson, Secretary of 
State while most of it was going on. 
When Stimson became Secretary of 
War in 1940, with specifie instruc- 
tions to bolster America’s counter- 
sabotage actiyities, he called on Mc- 
Cloy to help him. From 1941 to 1945, 
as Assistant Secretary of War, Mc- 
Cloy directed that job nas well as 
acting as “eyes, ears and good right 
warm” for the elderly Stimson on 
all matters, including those of top 
policy. 


Once, during the early fighting In 
Africa, McCloy arrived at the front, 
simultaneously. with the first ship- 
ment of bazookas to the troops. 
There were no Instructions on how 
to use fhe radically new weapon, 
But {t happened that McCloy had 
made it his business to learn how to 
fire them when the first’ models 
had been tested back in the States, 


He pul on an Impromptu demon- 
stration which enabled some of the 
troops to start using the bazookas 
immedialely, One of the soldiers 
he taught in that first demonstra- 
tion laler won the Congressional 
Medal of Honor with the weapon. 

When McOloy left the government 
in 1945, he said: “I'm going to take 
some time to have fun with my 
young son and daughter (11 and 
seven) and try to pay some bills,’ 
The $100,000-a-year law practice he

What with his work, family and 
sports, nobody really knows how 
McCloy has had time to win a rep- 
ulation as authority on the history 
of war and its causes, One of the 
big encyclopedia publishers recent- 
ly asked him to write thelr section 
deyoted to World War II for thé 
next edition, And he slti!ll delights 
in conducting tours of the historic 
battlefields In the Washington area. 

Philadelphia born and a graduate 
of Amherst (1916) and Harvard Law 
McOloy's even disposition and great 
enjoyment of people have made 
him a great favorite with the In- 
ternational personalities with whom 
he has done business as head of the 
World Bank. In perfect health, he 
has only an expanded middle and 
a graying of the fringe around his

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Capitol Face-Lifting elicate Job 


Architect Lynn Carves a $5 Million Compromise 
Between the Antique Lovers and Brash Moderns |

Washington —(NEA)— How mo- 
dern can you make an antique ? 

Kindly, grey David Lynn, Archi- 
tect. of the Capitol, hopes he fin- 
ally has the answer. 

On one side he’s been merciless- 
ly pressured by a crowd whose creed 
is, “Don’t plug up a worm hole in 
yonder venerable edifice.” They 
would preserve every tobacco stain 
and spur mark in the Capitol. So 
what if the roof falls in? It'll make 
it more historic than ever. 

On the other side he’s been nag- 
ged by the brash moderns who want 
built-in television lighting, air con- 
ditioning with humdity control, 
comfortable seats, fire-proof walls 
and collapse-proof roofs. 

Since long before the war Lynn 
has been pleading with the Congres- 
smen to let him make the Capitol 
a safer and more comfortable place 
in which to legislate. The best he 
could talk them into has been the 
reinforcement of the roofs and 
ceilings of the Senate and House 
chambers with ugly steel girders. 

But at last they've consented to 
some improvements. In July, the 
workmen will be ready to swarm all 
over the place and try to effect the, 
great compromise between the an- 
tique lovers and the moderns which 
Lynn has worked out. It's planned 
to do half the job during the sum- 
mer's recess and the other half next 
summer. The cost will be about 
$5,000,000.

But Lynn hopes that the 
new acoustical tile which will be us- 
ed to line the gallery and cham- 
ber, and the new squeakproof seats 
in the visitors’ gallery, will help ev- 
eryone to hear what is being sald 
on the floor. 


The present House amplifying 
system, it has been sald, gives some 
members headaches after a day of 
particularly heavy debate. The new 
| one will have small loudspeakers 
; concealed behind grilled panels on 
the walls instead of one big one 
suspended from the ceiling. 

In addition to providing more 
comfortable seats in the House, the 
|segting arrangement will be improy- 
ed: Two aisles will be eliminated, 
increasing the number of seats to 
448 and bringing the floor arrange- 
ment in more direct view of the 
Speaker. Rubber tile will be put 
under the rugs on the floors and

The Sennte wing was 
completed in 1800, the House wing 
in 1807. In 1812 the British burned 
most of {t down and by 1819 tt was 
repalred, An arcade and the dome 
were built in 1827, and in 1857 and 
1859 the whole buildiyg greatly en- 
larged,

The farmers 
claim this produce is usually surplus 
and can undersell the Canadian 
crops. 

Many of the farmers who have 
already been hit hard by drought 
say any competition from U-S pro- 
duce may kill their chances of 
breaking even this year.

Use of the new silicate of soda 
treatment for Lindsay water is re- 
sulting in a clearer water, with less 
taste of chlorine, according to Su- 
perintendent Reynolds, but unfortu- 
nately there is now a weedy taste, 
This, stated Mr, Reynolds, is ac_ 
centuated by existing low water

The one million gallons used by

However 
this may be, many Lindsay resi- 
dents still say that the “Scugog 
Cocktail” remains extremely un- 
palatable. 

Col, Moore remarked that he did 
not know why the Board of Health 
had never objected to having the 
pumping station below the ceme-

DON’T DO IT 
It is natural that everyone with humane instincts 


rushes to pick up baby birds that have fallen out of 
nests, and attempts to care for them until they are_ 
able to be released. But that’s the one thing they 
should not do. 

In all such cases, Lee S. Crandell, eurator at the 
New York Zoo, advises that nothing be done. Parent 
birds find their young and care for them in case of 
accidents much better than any human, he says. 

Of course, if a nest has been blown out of a 
tree it might be replaced, he continues, but ff its oc- 
cupants are well grown they will refuse to stay in it. 
But human intervention generally is unwise, even 
though this is prompted by the anxiety that a cat or 
dog may pounce upon the baby bird. This sometimes 
happens, but the bird parents generally miss the baby 


birds and take care of them before it is too late.

McCloy'’s enemies are accusing 
him, as they did General Clay be- 
fore him, of going to Germany to 
save the cartels instead of to de-

They charge McCloy actually was 
appointed High Commissioner for 
Germany for just that purpose -- 
that American industrialists and 


the great German-dominated car- 
tels with their British, American 
French, Swiss and Swedish affiliat- 
es persuaded President Truman to 
appoint McCloy. 

McCloy has’a long experience with 
German affairs. He represented the 
American claimants for damages a- 
gainst Germany in the famous black 
tom munitions explosion case grow- 
ing ont of World War I. But his 
law firm also on 2 occasion repre- 
sented American affiliates of the 
German IG Farben Chemical) 
Trust. } 

McCloy is taking with him to Ger- 
many his own decartelization staff. 
It is headed by Frederick L. Dever- 
eux, & New Yorker with long ex- 
perience and contracts in German | 
| finance and industry.

If 
General Clay seemed slow to pro- 
ceed against cartels, the British have 
been much more reluctant. And in 
Britain, it appears that both the 
laborb party and the Conservatives 
oppose breaking up the German car~ 
tels-- for different reasons. 

The British Socialists are in no 
| hurry to proceed against the car- 
| tels because they think they should 


such time ag the German people 
can nationalize them. The British 
Tories oppose breaking up of the 
cartels for fear it will lose against 
British Industry an era of cut- 
throat competition. The cartels di- 
vided the world’s markets or large 
parts of them among the nations in 
a way to prevent too severe com- 
petition. 

Nevertheless, the allied govern- 
ments are pledged by the Potsdam 
| Agreement and by duly proclaimed | 
occupation laws to break up the 
cartels. :

The Ontario drought appears to 
be breaking and crops in many parts 
of Ontario have a new look today, 

Scattered throughout the 
province have brought some relief 
to dusty farmlands where crops lie 
withered, 

And Provincial agricultural of- 
ficials say the daily damage total is 
falling. 

Last week drought damage am- 
ounted to some five million dollars 
a day. 

Now it has fallen to about one 
million a day. 

But a scorching sun still blazes in 
some districts of southern and 
southwestern Ontario. 

Farmers say crops are only 25 
per cent of a normal year’s growth. 

Across Canada's eastern border, 
New England's 25-day hot spell is 
expected to continue. 

Scattered showers throughout the 
gix-state region will bring little 
real relief. Crop damage continues 
to mount and the forest fire situ- 
ation 1s described as “explosive,”

A pleasant two-storey home in 
Shawville, Quebec, lies in ruin this 
morning.

Fire whirled through the house 
after six-year-old Beatrice Retz- 
less spilled coal oil into a stove. 

Mrs. Retzlass rushed to fetch a 
pail of water, slipped and became 
enveloped in flames.

Beatrice and two-year-old Barry 
died in the flames. 

The critically injured woman 
dragged herself to a car and drove 
it away from the flames.

The coal mining union is calling 
the strike for a 35 hour week and a 
big rise in wages. 

It is communist dominated. 

The state governments of New 
South Wales and Victoria have or- 
dered power restrictions comparable 
only to those introduced during the 
worst days of the Pacific war. 

In Sydney, with a population of 
nearly one and a half million 
housewives are dragging out old 
lamps with glass chimneys ..,.hur- 
ricane lamp, and pressure gaso- 
line lights. They are also the only 
illumination in the big stores and 
hotels, 

Sydney is likely to go tramless 
over the week-end. 

Both the Federal government and 
the State Labor Government of New 
South Wales have clamped down 
power restrictions in a deperateé at- 
tempt to keep thing going for two 
weeks, If there's no coal mining by 
then, the problem becomes almost 
hopeless. 

Observers believe that the new 
coal strike and Communist defiance 
of the Chiefly government will lead 
to a long-awalted showdown. 

The observers say that if Prime 
Minister Chiefly doesn't win the 
fight against the Reds, his chances 
of being returned to power at the 
end of the year won't be very bright.

Bombed, 


Howe Replies 
In Detail 
To Charges 


(British United Press) 

Trade Minister C. D, Howe, has. 
replied in detail to recent charges 
by Progressive Conservative Lead- 
er George Drew concerning Cana-~- 
dair Limited of Montreal, 

Drew has charged Howe with se- 
cret dealing in the sale of Canadair 
to what the P. C. chieftain described 
as an “International Armament 
ring.” 

But Howe spoke Monday in Port 
Arthur, Ontario and enlarged on his 
hitherto emphatic denials. ~ 

He told his audience that during 
1944 war contracts for Catalina 
Flying Boats, made by Canadair, 
were coming to an end. He said “it 
was an urgent matter to obtain 
work for the eight-thousand men 
and women employed in the fact- 
in theory.” And he said “the best 
way to keep those people working 
was to keep the plant building air- 
craft.” 

Howe said Canadian Vickers 
dropped out of the aircraft business 
and key associates were asked to 
form a management corporation. 
They added a firm of chartered ac- 
countants and the head of a Mont- 
real legal firm to their group, and 
the firm was incorporated under 
the name of Canadalr Linmited, 

Howe said the Federal Govern- 
ment was reluctant at that time, to 
enter into competitive manufactur- 
ing in the post war period. So he 
said he urged Canadair officials to 
obtain financial backing, sufficient 
to enable it to operte as private en- 
terprise. He sald that since the 
company could not find backing in 
Canada, they found the Electric 
Boat Company of Hartford, Connec. 
ticut, interested, and willing to in- 
vest two million dollars, 

Howe went on to say that the 
entire stock of Canadair was pur- 
chased from the company by the 
American concern and he said, “The 
Government was not interested in 
the price pata for these shares,” 

He said a group of Canadian busi- 
ness men had been invited by the 
controlling company to be direct- 
ors in Canadair. But, sald Howe, “I 
do not know thelr purchase price 
other than that 1t was a small frac- 
tion of the amount mentioned by 
Colonel Drew.” 

Trade Minister Howe sald the 
Government was interested solely in 
the amount of cash invested in the 
liquid assets of the company, 
which, he sald, was two-million dol_ 
lars,

Two very enthusiastic % public 
meeting were held at Oannington 
and Kirkfield this week. Mr, C. O. 
Phillips and Mr. William Newman 
spoke on behalf of the Liberal Can- 
didate Mr, Bruce McNevin.

Found guilty on two charges 
a farm labourer from Downsview, 
with a criminal record extending 
from 1932 was sentenced Monday to 
nine months imprisonment, plus 
ten dollars and ten days to run con- 
currently.

ways. But so far not; much has been 
done towards actual industriall- 
zation, and some correspondents 
think too much energy and mater|- 
als have been wasted no such pro- 
pagandistic enterprises as huge 
new government buildings and a 
sports stadium in Belgrade, 

Also the collectivization of Yugo- 
slay farming doesn't seem to have 
worked any wonders yet in the way 
of increasing fields.

Preserving Our Emotional Balance 


An expert in a certain line of 
work was sent to a small town to 
give advice to some factory workers. 
He noticed that one of the workers 
Was more adept than his fellow 
workers, and suggested that as he 
should earn just twice the amount 
in a neighbouring city he should 
leave his present job. 

In a few words the workman sta- 
ted that he couldn't, and wouldn't 
leave his present work to get double 
the wages because he had been born 
in the town, so had his wife and 
parents, and also he would leave all 
his relatives and friends, He would 
be unhappy. The city expert could 
not understand anyone turning 
down employment with such high 
wages. 

Physicians today know, as never 
before, that it is disturbing close 
relationships that cause many cases 
of nervousness, which develop into 
neuroses. 

In both wars it was found that in 
hundreds of cases of neurosis --be- 
Neving you have an ailment when 
no real or organic ailment is pre- 
sent --the soldier, sailor or airman 
began to have his symptoms during 
his training in camp, before even 
proceeding oversea, or engaging in 
combat. 

In an addres before the Cooper 
Union Forum in New York some 
months ago. Dr. Nathan Freeman 
stated that no one is born a neuro- 
tic. It ts more our surrounding “cul- 
ture,” our personal environment 
which drives us to neuroses, A 
neurosis begins in disturbances in 
human relationships. It is a dis- 
turbance in the relation of the 
individual to himself, and in his 
relation with other human beings.” 

How can neuroses, obsessions, de- 
Jusions and other behavior condit- 
ions be prevented? 

In the armed forces it was found 
that recruits who had lived too 
much within themselves, not mixl 
ing with others, became neurotic 
during the training period for ser- 
vice. Those who had played in group 
@ames, engaged in church work, 
service clubs, dramatics had no ner- 
vous symptoms during the training 
period, and also stood up well in 
actual combat. 

Mixing with others, accepting our 
responsiblities takes us out of our- 
selves, and develops the self-confi- 
dence we all need to preserve our 
mental and emotional balance, 


Epidemic of Pain in Neck and Chest 

When pain occurs in the back of 
the neck or across the shoulders, we 
likely blame it on a draft or cold 
wind from an open window of the 
car or the home is a frequent cause 
of pain in the back of the head, 
neck and shoulders. In these cases 
there usually is no rise in temper- 
ature or pulse rate ,and the appli- 
cation of heat, with gentle move- 
ments of the head in various direct- 
jon, loosens up the muscles and pain 
disappears. 

When an inflammation occurs in 
the muscles, it {s called myalgia; if 
in the neryes, neuralgia. Myalgia 
is another name for old-fashioned 
muscular rheumatism, 

However, myalgia in the back of 
the neck and in the chest muscles 
(sometimes mistaken for pleurisy) 
can be caused by an Infection in 
the nose and throat, with a rise. in 
temperature and pulse rates, © 

A few years ago, whole villages in 
England were attacked by myalgia 
in the chest muscles (pleurodynia) 
which. was called by a tiny organism 
called a virus, which can work its 
way through ordinary clay filters 
used in a laboratory, And in Octo_ 
ber and November of 1927, Dr. A .M, 
Harvey and hig associates report 
in the “Southern Medical Journal,” 
there was an epidemic of painful 
neck and chest muscles among the 
staff and patients at Johns Hopkins 
Hospital, Baltimore. The main 
symptoms were sudden and severe 
attacks of pain in the chest, neck 
and shoulders. 

Unlike the flu or other nose and 
throat ailments, there is no prostra- 
tlon or general tiredness present 
with this epidemic myalgia, even 
when pain persisted for a long time. 
Headache was common, About half 
the patients had some nose and 
throat infection, and some had a 
dry cough. Fever was present but 
not high, never more than 103 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, 

The symptoms lasted two to seven 
days, occasionally two or three 
weeks. Where pain was in the neck 
only, there was a headache at the 
back of the head, which was made 
worse on moyement in any direct- 
ion. The throat vias red, but tis- 
sues were not swollen, 

It ls fortunate that this epidemic, 


though painful, is not really dan- 
gerous and usually passes away 
within a few days.

Aid For Chronio Hiness 


Those of us who are well, even if 
We possess reasonable sympathy for 
the sick, “cannot grasp what it 
means to have a chronic ailment 
of any kind. 

It just seems, after an aiiment ds 
present for weeks, months or even 
longer, that we “get used” to seeing 
the patient, and as apparently noth- 
ing seems to help him or her we lose: 
interest, Unfortunately, some of us 
may wonder if the patient couldn't 
really try more to get well. Thus, 
those with chronic illness are an un- 
happy lot. 

Just are research workers now are 
trying to correct defects and treat. 
ailments in elderly men and women- 
so that whether or not they can. 
continue to be made useful members 
of the community, they are made 
happy by having something done 
for them -- so we find physicians 
and laymen forming groups to pro- 
mote programs for the control of 
chronic illnesses. 

Aside from the great number of 
chronic inyalids in general an 
special hospitals, there are thou- 
sands who are living at home and 
getting whateyer care the busy 
home can provide. So great has the 
problem become that the American 
Medical Association has joined with 
hospital, public health and welfare 
groups in forming ar Interim Com- 
mission on Chronic illness. 

The first work the Commission is 
undertaking 1, to educate the pub- 
lic to show that chronic illness is 
not hopeless, that many can be re- 
stored-to sufficient health to become 
useful members of the community. 
This restoration, or rehabilitation 
as it 1, called, will be accomplished 
by the various hospital and welfare 
groups pooling their information, 
and keeping the various groups in 
touch with the hewest develop- 
ments through a newspaper pub- 
lished regularly. The Commission 
will stimulate and help to finance 
new methods in organization and 
administration of services for the 
chronically ill. 

It is a lift to our morale, in these 
days, to learn of this unselfish work 
for the neglected portion of the 
population, the chronic invalids. 
However, if all of us were to visit, 
our physician and dentist regularly, 
many of us would not be afflicted 
to have a fence at the top of the 
with chronic illnesses, It {s better 
hill than an ambulance down in 
the valley . 


Enuresis --Bed-wetting 

One of the conditions embarras- 
sing to the child and parents 1s 
enuresis --bed-wetting. 

Although the ‘physiclan assures 
the parents that the child “will 
grow out of it,” he is handicapped 
in not being able to go to camp, or 
in some cases to a _ preparatory 
schoo}, He thus fails to become the 
“mixer,” which is’ necessary, that 
some. physician, do not investigate 
the cause of the bed-wetting and 
allow the child to develop an in- 
feriority complex, 

Fortunately, what {s called “habit 
trainnig” is becoming more widely 
used. Instead of waiting for the 
child to grow out of tt, parents are 
advised to follow a routine, ‘and es- 
tablish a habit in the child. In 
young children no liquids are allow- 
ed after 4 p.m. and the child is 
made to pass his urine before going 
to bed. As the parents aré about to 
retire, the child is wakened and 
“walks” (is not carried) to the bath- 
room to pass his urine. 

In the treatment of enuresis in 
older boys and girls, no liquids are 
allowed toward evening and a. salt, 
sandwich is eaten before going to 
bed, The sandwich consists of bread 
and butter with a light layer of 
table salt, or salt fish or salt meat. 
As salt holds 70’ times its own welght 
of water in the tissues, this great 
amount of salt at bedtime holds 
the water in the tissues until morn- 
ing, thus preventing it going down 
to the kidneys and bladder, 

However, while preventing bed- 
wetting is important, it is even 
more important to find the cause 
‘because in the great majority of 
cany, the cause is’ emotional, not 
physical. The commonest cause is 
a problem or a conflict in the child's 
mind between himself and his home 
school or play surroundings. The 
parents may be too strict sbout 
tollet, habit, or too lax and not re- 
primand him sufficiently for not 
observing the simple habits he has 
been taught.

CANCEB OF THE MOUTH 
Now that cancer is recelving so 
much attention in newspapers, mag- 
azines and on the radio, the public 
and physicians do not hesitate any. 
more to discuss cancer-in any part 
of the body, Just a few yedrs ago an 
individual with a persistent, sore in 
the mouth often failéd to consult, 
his physician, and his dentist would 
perhaps be the first’ one to suggest 
he see his pysician, 

In cases where the individual with 
non-healing sore in his mouth does 
not get alarmed about it because 
there is little or no path, the gore 
may be cancer, and if not treated 
‘death results. Yet because a can- 
cer sore in the mouth can be so 
easily treated and ‘cured by radi- 
um, physiclans today, after careful 
examination ,with special examin- 
ation of a small cttting of the sore 
under the microspcope, are able to 
diagnose cancer, and prescribe im- 
mediate treatment. 

In the “New England Dental 
Journal,” Dr. Mauriée J. Hickory 
States that cancer should be suspect- 
ed if a sore In the mouth has been 
growing for several weeks. The two 
other common sores folind in the 
mouth aer those due to tuberculosis, 
and to syphilis, Bul now that can- 
cer cells can be distinguished from 
these other two diseases, the phy_ 
sician is safe in télling the patient, 
that he has’ canoer and thal only 
immediate treatment will save his 
life, Unfortunately, treating caticer 
of the mouth with ultki-violet rays, 
which 1s helpful in other skin di- 
senses, can nggravate cancer with 
dangerous results. 

While most sores in the mouth 
are not cancers but caused by in- 


tain organisms or by poorly fitting 
artificial teeth, patiénts with & can- 
cer sore are apt to continue treat- 
ing this sore in the mouth with 
treatment used for these non-oan- 
cerous conditions. In this why much 
valuable time is lost, and treatment 
by raditim may be too late to de- 
stroy the cancer. 

If, then, a sore persists after the 
usual treatment for a soré in the 
mouth fail, to cure, this sore must 
be considered cancer until a positive 
diagnosis is made by blopsy. Biopsy 
is cutting away a small plece of the 
sore and examining it under the 
microscope. 

As dentists often are the first to 
see mouth cancer, the suggestion {s 
that dentists must be cancer con- 
scious, even to the extreme. . It 1s 
tar better to perform a bidspy on a 
non-cancerdu, sore than to fail .to 
perform a biopsy ‘on a malignant

Wait for Atomic Power 


By S. BURTON HEATH

Chicago—(NEA)—It will be about 
ten years before the first moderate- 
ly efficient miuclear power plant 
can be built. It will be perhaps 20 
years hefore nuclear power could be 
made available in considerable 
quantities. These estimates, on which 
most competent experts agree, take 
account of only the technical prob- 
lems inyolved, They make no as- 
sumption whether or not it will be 
economically desirable to provide 
nuclear power for general use. 

A public relations spol nan for 
the Atomic Energy Comunisston's of- 
fice here, which has charge of ato- 
mic power development, says it is 
“highly unlikely” that such power 
will be economically practicable. 
But leading scientists in the field 
are less p stic. Warning that 
for the present we can only guess, 
most of them belleve it is quite pos- 
sible that nuclear power eventually 
may be able to’ compete with the 
cost of power from 

Since nuclear fi: produces 
much heat, and’ since we know very 
well how to generate electricity and 
do other things with heat, why 
can't we go ahead with nuclear 
power?

Editorial 


THE PICTURE CLARIFIES 

Now that the smoke of the election battle has 
drifted away and it is possible to get a closer look 
at just what did happen, several things emerge quite 
clearly. 

For one thing it appears now as though the coun- 
try has all but completely rejected the “several party” 
idea and are content to cast their ballots for one of 
the two old line parties. The CCF took a particularly 
bad beating in the federal vote and while some would 
prefer to believe that there are other reasons, the fact 
seems to be that Canadians are not extreme socialists 
in their thinking. There is an obvious tendency to de- 
sire a certain amount of state coddling but not to the 
extent that the people would be willing to have the 
the state pattern their way of life entirely. On the 
contrary, the Canadian people seem to be seeking a 
compromise between out and out socialism-—and out 
and out capitalism, free enterprise if you prefer. For 
the time being they apparently are convinced that the 
Liberal party offers the best hope of a tolerable com- 
promise. 

Another thing which now becomes clear is that 
there are some misgivings among those who swept the 
Liberal party back into power. They are afraid that 
they did it too well—-that the overwhelming majority 
which the party was accorded will prove too “heady”. 
The-general feeling seems to be that a stronger op- 
position would have been in the best interests of the 
country. This is something which only time can de- 
termine but Canadians have the assurance of Prime 
Minister Louis St. Laurent that his government will 
be the servants of the people, alert always to their de- 
sires. If the rest of the governmnt is of the same mind 
-—Canadians should have nothing to worry about. 


Others Say 


STRAWBERRIES STAY FIRM 

“Strawberries Stay Firm’. That was what we 
were reading on another page of this paper a few 
days ago. The article had nothing to do with the kind 
of firmness the stockmarket is sometimes said to ex- 
hibit, or even with fresh strawberries heaped on a 
plate, ready for devouring.. .It was about preserving 
strawberries. 

Home economists of the consumer section, Dom- 
inion Dept. of Agriculture, have developed a meth- 
od of canning strawberries so that the berries do not 
collapse. 

That is it; Uncollapsible berries, sturdy in the jar 
as in the mouth. First, of course, one must have berries 
which, au naturel, are plump, round and fruity. 

The secret isin letting the berries stand in the hot 
syrup until they fill out. This also helps to set the 
colour. 

What? Are our strawberries to be hydrated, filled 
out with cosmetic sugar and water? Diluted straw- 
berries, puffed up merely with steam? A borrowed 
juice? Perish the plumped berry into collapsed jam, 
if that is so!—Peterborough Examiner

INEXPENSIVE MAIN DISH 

Nutrition experts say potatoes 
ought to have a place in at least 
one meal per day. Now that they’re 
so plentiful, you might want ‘to 
serve this potato-cheese fondue as 
a main dish for luncheon or dinner. 

Here are the ingredients: 

Three cups of diced, cooked pota- 
toes; six ounces of finely-grated 
cheese; three tablespoons of fat; 
three tablespoons of sifted flour; 
one and one-fourth teaspoons of 
salt;,one-half teaspoon of dry mus- 
tard; two and one-half cups of hot 
milk; three eggs, well beaten; one- 
fourth cup of fine dry bred crumbs 
coated with table fat. 

Mix the potato and cheese. Place 
in a baking pan. 

Now comes the white sauce, and 
here's how that's done, Melt the 
fat. sift together with flour, salt, 
and mustard. Blend with fat and 
add to milk. Cook until thickened, 
stirring constantly. Cool, and add 
the eggs. Pour the sauce over the 
potatoes and cheese, spread evenly, 
sprinkle crumbs on top, and bake in 
a moderate oven, about 325 degrees 
for 30 minutes,

MANSLAUGHTER 
CHARGE LAID 
IN FATALITY 


Provincial Police have disclosed 
that a charge of motor manslaugh- 
ter will be laid against A. S. Davies, 
of Toronto, in connection with the 
death, Monday of Miss Elsie Pry- 
or, also of Toronto. 

Miss Pryor was killed early yes- 
terday afternoon, when the car in 
which she was riding with her em- 
ployer, Mr, Davies, crashed into a 
C. P, R. mixed train just outside of 
town on the Peterboro highway. 
Highway skid marks showed that 
Davies had made a frantic last- 
minute effort to stop his vehicle, 
but such was the impact that Miss 
Pryor’s body was thrown clear of 
the car and under the wheels of the 
train. 

Hospital authorities state that 
Davies spent a fairly good night, 
but is not yet being discharged. 

No inquest will be held accord- 
ing to Crown Counsel L. W. Jord- 
dan.

Skull Found 
Near ‘Coby’ 
-- Murder? 


A human skull, found buried near 
Coboconk, has been sent to the At- 
torney General’s department in To- 
ronto for investigation and a re- 
port. FP , 

According to Dr. G. ©. Graham, 
who together with Provincial Con- 
stable Lyle and Dr. R. E. Jamieson 
of Coboconk, carried out the origi- 
nal investigation, the skull was that 
of a girl or young woman. It was 
found by employees of the Arm- 
strong Construction Co., who are 
doing some work on the Rosedale 
Road at present, Dr. Graham has 
stated that it was reported to him 
that other bones had been disturbed 
by the shovel, but that no particular 
attention was paid to them until 
the skull was unearthed under a 
covering of about two feet of soll. 

After investigation by the Attor- 
ney General’s department, which 
will include a check against the list 
of persons known to be missing, a 
further report may he forthcomg, 
sald Dr. Graham. He added that 
the skull was in remarkably good 
condition, possibly indicating that 
burial was comparatively recent.

Prime Minister Louis St, Laurent 
jumped to the defense of former 
Prime Minister MacKenzie King in 
Shawinigan Falls Wednesday. 

St. Laurent was replying to Pro- 
gressive Conservative criticisms of 
the one-time Liberal Chief, and he 
told six-thousand cheering support- 
ers that Mackenzie King's choice 
at the 1919 convention was a judic- 
fous one, And he said this had been 
proven by the Canadian people who 
kept King in power longer than any 
other Prime Minister in the history 
of the British Commonwealth.

REVENUE DROP 
LESS THAN 
REPORTED 


Lindsay, Friday—If you read the 
story about parking meter collec- 
tions yesterday and are thinking 
that this phase of the town's busin- 
ess is going to the dogs, relax— it 
isn’t as bad as was painted. In fact 
while the meters in their second full 
year of operation brought in less 
money than in their first, there are 
signs that this year may be better. 

The comparative figures given in 
yesterday's Post were a little con- 
fusing all because of the fact that 
one total, covering 13 months op- 
eration, was compared with another 
representing only 12 months opera- 
tion. Therefore the drop in busi- 
ness in the second year of the met- 
er's operation was not as bad as it 
looked. Actual reduction in revenue 
from this source for the second 12- 
month period of their operation was 
$883.92. Yesterday's Post said it 
was $1,200 but this figure was one 
month's revenue out, the first they 
were in operation. 

Now for a look at this year's op- 
erations for the first five months 
as compared with the first five 
months of last year. This is a bri- 
ghter picture because {t records an 
increase. Total receipts to June 1st, 
1948, totalled $4,337.30 whereas to- 
tal receipts to June Ist., this year, 
totalled $4,550.35 — an increase of 
$213.05. 2 

Ralph H. Lawler, parking meter

Marshall Plan Suffers” 


Series of Severe Jolts 


A British United Press Commentary 
Prepared by Leroy Pope: 

The Marshall Plan is getting a 
series of severe jolts, 

One of these is the new British- 
Argentine Meat Treat. The Am- 
ericans say this is a bilateral treaty 
by which Britain exchanges oil and 
other goods for Argentine meat and 
grain, thus shutting the United 
States out of certain Argentine 
markets she now enjoys, particul- 
arly for ofl, 

The United States has protested 
vigorously that the Treaty is a 
violation of the policy of multflater_ 
alism which Britain and other 
Enropean countries accepted as a 
condition» of receiving Marshall 
Plan help. 

British replies “That the Meat 
Treaty is a life and death matter 
for Britain. Either she buys food 
bilaterally or the English people 
will starve.” and the London Daily 
Express says the Meat Treaty shows 
that Britain must taper off on Am- 
erican help and return to bilateral- 
ism and her imperial preference 
system if she {s to suryive. That 
would grimp the Marshall Plan. 
Winston Churchill agrees that Bri- 
tain and all Europe must quite liv« 
ing off American Bounty -- but his 
argument is that Europe must Fed_ 
erate and allow the most ruth- 
less rationalization of continental 
economy and politios in order to sur- 
vive. 

Another blow being dealt the 
Marshall Plan is the softening of 
business in the United States and 
the growing fear that Congress will 
whittle the plan down. And all the 
allied nations are becoming afraid 
of the threat of German export 
competition. 

But bigger blows are being dealt 
in Europe. The renewal of Russian- 
financed and Communist-aided 
strikes 1s one. It recently has been 
proven that a bank in France own- 
ed almost outright by the Soviet 
Government contributed enormous 
sums to the recent French coal 
strike. 

A wave of fear and hopelessness 
{s spreading in some important 
Buropean circles --a feeling that all 
the good the Marshall Plan has 
accomplished so far is about to be 
shown to haye been in’ yain. This 
wave of fear is based on estimates 
by some economists and statesmen 
who say that Europe cannot recover 
by 1952, the year the Marshall 
Plan is supposed to end, nor indeed 
in any foreseeable time, at the 
present rate of progress, This ar- 
gument has ft that the dollars spent 
under the Marshall Plan are not 
priming the pumps and bring up 
any flow of wealth. Instead {ts ar- 
gued that the Marshall dollars are 
all the pumps actually are deliyer-

ing and that the standard of liv- 
ing is not rising with the rise in 
certain industrial indexes. Its fear-

The next big blow to the Marshall 
Plan is one of the Russians have 
been counting on to make the capi_ 
talist world fall into their hands. 
The Western world has lost enor- 
mous markets and sources of raw 
materials to the Soviet world. 

True, Russia is having difficulty. 
providing good, for the markets she 
has captured in Eastern Europe and 
Asia, but that doens't mean she will 
permit the Western countries to re- 
Bain those markets on equitable 
terms. On the contrary according 
to Communist dogma, Bast-West 
trade can be permitted to resume 
only on a basis that will weaken 
America and Western Europe furth- 
er. That could mean leaying the 
standard of living depressed for 
years to come in Eastern Europe 
and Communist Asia, But the Com- 
munists left the standard of living 
depressed in the Soviet Union for 
years to further their dogma. 

Next, the Marshall Plan is be- 
ing jolted steadily by the selfish, 
Individual interests of Europe -_ 
the French, Italian, German busi- 
ness men and politician, who oppose 
its basic alms of modernization and 
political and economic rationaliz- 
ation for fear they will be elimina- 
ted or reduced in importance as in- 
dividuals or groups if it suceeeds. 
They have wished all along to con- 
vert the Marshall Plan into a simple 
dole or subsidy for the present stat_ 
us. Their hope --that the Commu- 
nist menace and the desire of im- 
portant American business circles 
to maintain high export levels 
would force the United States to 
keep it up for many years. Ameri- 
can and British Conservatives ac. 
cuse some British labor party lead_ 
ers of taking this attitude, 

So now at the critical moment, 
and after some months in which 
the Marshall Plan has shown tan- 
gible, if possibly deceptive, signs of 
Teal progress ,the attacks on it are 
becoming strong and plain. 

The experts Say two things must 
be accomplished. The West must 
make Russia see that East-West 
trade must be resumed on an e- 
quitable basis and Western Europe 
must speed up political and econo_ 
mic federation, 

There are no signs yet of either 
development coming to pass,

You can argue endlessly wibhout 
coming to any conclusion whether 
the Foreign Ministers’ Paris meet-~ 
ing was a success or a failure, 

America’s Secretary of State 
Acheson 1s home and has reported 
to the president, this much is clear: 

The United States’ course in for- 
eign policy js not going to be chan- 
ged one whit by the agreement or 
disagreements reached with the 
Russians at Paris, 

If anything the course will be 
steadied, For those in charge of 
America’s foreign policy believe the 
firm attitude toward Russia brought 
what progress has been made, 

And what was that progress? 

There seems a studied effort on 
the part of American Government 
officials to keep enthuslasm for any 
of the gaing within the bounds of 
immediate reality. 

Of course, there is a reason for 
this acutious evaluation of the work 
of the Paris Council. 

For one thing, {t can’t be said that 
any progress at all was made on 
the problem of Germany --the maj- 
or one before the conference. 

At most, the decision on Germany 
was .to live apart as peacefully as 
possible, If the diplomats can eyer 


agree to live together in Germany 


that will be real progress. 

But also, the American State De- 
partment has the problem of keep- 
ing alive public support of its foreign 
policy --a costly enterprise through 
the Marshall Plan, the Atlantic 
Pact and the upcoming arms-aid 
Program, 

Getting American Congressional 
action on these programs --es- 
pecially for the necessary money -- 
is hard enough. 

Should the idea get around that 
the cold war is over, support for 
those costly policies would yanish 
almost overnight. 

Now, if that idea were justified it 
wouldn't be bad. If America could 
settle all or most outstanding pro- 
blems with Russia, there would be 
No need for the Marshall Plan -- 
no’ need for the Atlantic Pact either 
and certainly no need for Arms Aid 
for which congress has little ap- 
petite anyway. 

But the American State Depart- 
mént sees no justification for any 
such optimism, 

For instance, the stalemate on 


,Germany is as great. as ever, And 


the same is true on most of the pro- 
blems still outstanding between Rus- 
sia and the West,

Austria was not on the list. 

But does this caution mean no 
progres, at all was made, from the 
General Foreign outlook? Does it 
mean that so far as relations be- 
tween Hast and West are concerned, 
the Paris meeting produced no re- 
sults? 

The Paris talks did produce this 
result, It brought about a willing- 
ness on the part of Russia to settle 
at least the Austrian problem 
through the International Agency 
Specifically set up for that pur- 
pose, 

That is the significance of the 
Austrian deyelopment from the 
broader viewpoint, 

For, in all this peace offensive 
coming from Moscow, the Russian 
idea has been for the United States 
and the Soviet to sit down and 
settle the world problema between 
themselves, 

This, of coruse, the United States 
has been unwilling to do, It would 
split America from her allies, And 
it also would be power politics to 
the extreme ignoring any trace of 
democratic procedures in settling 
international issues, 

And so the United States has told 
Russia, America will not settle these 
things with her alone. Specifically 
in that challenge to Russia a year 
ago, former Secretary Marshall, told 
Stalin in effect, You say you 
want to talk peace. Well there's a 
place for it -_the regular internat- 
jonal agencies set up te deal with 
these problems, If you want to prove 
you're sincere about this, pick your 
own time, but use the right place, 
There are other nations in this 
world besides yours and mine, 

Well, Stalin has done that at the 
Paris meeting insofar as Austria is 
concerned. And the problems of 
Germany, while still stalemated, is 
being worked over within the coun- 
cil of Foreign Ministers, which was 
set up for that purpose, 

There's no way of knowing at the 
moment --but st could turn out 
that Austia is the dynamite destined 
to explode the diplomatic log-jam 
between the West and the Bast. A

Q. What can I do with jelly that 
refuses to “jell”? 

A When preparing jelly and it re- 
fuses to jell, a slice of carrot will 
furnish the necessary pectin and 

produce a clear, firm jelly, with no 
trace of the carrot flavor. 

Q. How can I remove ink stains 
from linen, silks, and cottons? 

A. By soaking the stained part in 
canned tomato juice for about ten 
minutes, and then washing as usual. 

Q. What can I give a pet cat that 
seems to be “out of sorts” during 
the summer? 

A. Make a salad of crisp lettuce 
shredded with meat or the salmon 
you feed it. 

Q. How can I remove tar “or as- 
phalt stains from cloth? 

A. Rub thoroughly with lard and 
let this lie for a while. Then launder 
in the usual manner using plently 
of hot soap suds. 

Q. How can I keep a tin roof in 
good condition? 

A. Always repaint a tin roof at 
the first sign of peeling; otherwise, 
detevloration will set in and cause 
rapid rusting, consequent leaks, and

freckles? $ 

A, Bathe the face in fresh butter- 
milk, or mix two ounces of sour 
milk, or buttermilk, with two drams 
of grated horseradish, and six 
drams of cornmeal. Spread this mix- 
ture between thin muslin and apply 
to the affected parts at night, leay- 
ing on as long as possible; but be

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GARDEN KITCHENS 

The kitchen isn't the only cooking 
center that's getting better equipped 
every year. The backyard cooks 
are getting bigger frying pans, long- 
er forks and better serving utensils, 
This year you can buy a whopper 
skillet measuring close to 17 inches 
across, with a handle more than 
20 inches long. Or for the family 
that likes outdoor chicken frying 
parties, there's a deep fat fryer of 
heavy black steel with a strong alu- 
minum basket to fit inside, It can 
be used over any type of hot fire, 
and cooks a whole chicken at once, 
One outdoor cooking expert sug- 
gests serving the chicken cooked 
outdoors in small reed baskets lin- 
ed with wax paper. The chicken- 
in-the basket Idea is a clever out- 
door party idea. And if you want 
to serve a tossed salad along with 
it, it can go on a side plate of wood 
or plastic. 
There’s a hot dog broiler on the 
market for the picknickers who 
don’t like to fuss with a fancy meal, 
The broiler holds four hotdogs, so 
three of the outdoor lovers can re- 
lax while one does the cooking. 
An old-fashioned corn steaming 
party is easy to give with one of 
the big enamel ware steams on 
the market. The lower section of 
the steamer can hold up to three 
gallons of liquid, and it has a. wood- 
en handled spigot to draw off the 
liquids, For a big outdoor party as 
much as two pecks of corn can be 
put in the steamer and cooked in 
half an hour. 
Of a complete meal can be cooked 
in the steamer. You can put three 
young chickens cut in eighths on 
the steamer rack Then add potat- 
oes and onions and corn in layers. 
About a dozen and one-half small 
potatoes, eight small onions and 
as many ears of corn as the guests 
can eat can go on the steamer. The 
entire mea lwill be cooked in about 
on hour. 
On the coastal areas— the corn 
steamer probably will be used most- 
ly as a clam steamer. But at a 
price under 10 dollars — outdoor 
cooks in every sect{on of the coun- 
try will have a summer of fun with 
it. 
One way to get around investing 
in much outdoor cooking equipment 
is to become an expert in roasting 
food in charcoal or in hot ashes. 
According to one authority, (the 
biggest mistake most people make 
in roasting corn or potatoes is 
failing to build a fire big enough to 
insure plenty of red hot embers. 

For a corn roast, he advises 
burning a pile of wood about four 
times as large as the pile of corn 
i u're going to roast. The corn it- 
self should be green sweet corn, 
with some of the green husks and 
silk tassels still left on. Each ear 
is carefully burried in the center of 
the Embers or ashes. For an even 
roasting job about the same amount, 
of embers should be piled on all 
sides of the corn. 

Potatoes get the same roasting 
treatment, Medium-sized potatoes 
re usually best for baking. 
They should be ready to eat in 
20 minutes or a half an hour, even 
though they may look as if they're 
burned to a crisp. The outside gets 
a charcoal black, but by sticking a 
fork into the potatoes, you can test 
when they're ready to eat, The out- 
side blackness doesn’t affect the in- 
side flavor, 

When it comes to serving, outdoor 
meals are easier and more attrac- 
tive than ever. There's even a new 
tablecloth on the market made to 
fit a rustic table with a centre. 
pole. A concealed zipper is used to 
close the cloth after it's placed ar- 
ound the pole. It’s made in bright 
checks, with matching napkins, to 
sell for around five dollars,

problem of where to place a glass 
if the meal is being served buffet 
style, Glass holders are on top a 
metal prong that sticks into the 
ground beside the chalr and puts 
the glass within easy reach.

In addition the C.B.C. enjoys the function of polic- 
ing its competitors. (Can you imagine what the fathers 
of Democracy would say to THAT?) 

Just now the C.B.C. has a hot potato in tele- 
vision, The U.S. has had television for years. There 
are now sixty television stations and many thousands 
of sets in use in the United States. There are no 
stations and only a few hundred sets in Canada. There 
is only one reason why Canadians can’t have television 
—The G.B.C. Board of Governors are afraid of com- 
petition, They feed us pap about the need for waiting 
until television has cut its eye teeth in the U.S. so 
Canadians won't buy sets that will soon become 
obsolete, How dare they set themselves up as our 
protector? Hundreds of thousands of Canadians bought 
radio sets in the early twenties that were totally ob- 
solete in a few years. That’s our own business. We 
don’t need any bureaucratic wet nurse to protect our 
purse,—Is Democracy In Canada Doomed? 


THE PEOPLE MUST PAY 

Blwood Hughes, general manager of the Canadian 
National Exhibition, seems to be one of those people 
who imagines that anything paid for by the dominion 
government is a gift to the people. In explaining to 
some Toronto officials a proposal to build two foun- 
tains and a pond at the C.N.W. grounds, Mr. Hughes 
added that these projects would not cost the taxpayers 
a cent, The bill was to be paid by the dominion goy- 
ernment, and it would amount to $48,000. 

Where does Mr. Hughes think the money is com- 
ing from to provide these added refinements for the 
C.N.E, grounds? Does he think the dominion goyern- 
ment has some mysterious source of supply by which 
they can spend money without, as Mr. Hughes says, 
costing the taxpayers a cent? If the dominion gove- 
ernment spends $48,000 on the two fountains and a 
pond for the C.N.H., you and I and all the other tax- 
payers of Canada will be the people to pay the bill. 
The money must come from our taxes, There is no 
other source of dominion funds, 

There are no gifts when it comes to receiving 
benefits from the government, no matter what or who 
the recipient may be. Hverything that is bought and 
paid for by the dominion government, is paid for by 
the taxpayers, the general public of Canada. Mr: 
Hughes, like many other people in this country, needs 
to undergo a drastic revision of his thinking.

TRADE STANDING UP VERY WELL, 
TEXTILES HARDEST HIT 

The Bank of Montreal's “Business Review” indi- 
cates in its analysis of the business scene in Ontario 
at the moment, that woollen, textile and knitting firms 
have fell the pinch the greatest of any Ontario indus- 
try in the so-called recession period. 

“A number of woollen mills have reduced opera- 
tions due to slackening of orders and some depart- 
ments of textile and knitting firms are also less 
active,” observes Business Review in Its analysis of 
trade generally. 

Lindsay residents know this to be only too true 
with its two woollen industries operating on a greatly 
yeduced scale and one of its two other textile firms 
starting lo curtail hours of work to offset an apparent 
reduction in trade, 

Of the overall Ontario picture Business Review 
reports: 

‘Wholesale trade in May, while less brisk than a 
year ago and with keener competition being encoun- 
tored, held up well in most lines, Retail trade was 
maintained on a scale approximating that of the same 
period last year, with larger stores making a good 
showing through promotional sales. Collections are 
fair to good. Operations of steel mills continue at a 
high level,,but a few iron foundries are on a reduced 
basis due to a decline In orders for certain Mnes, 
Engineering firms have been awarded some large con- 
tracts. While agricultural implement manufacturers 
continue busy, a lessened demand for small tractors 
has resulted in curtailment of production in this divi- 
sion and a moderato lay-off. The automobile industry 
is now fully engaged following settlement of the strike 
in United States plants which temporarily interrupted 
the flow of essential parts. Furniture factories are on 
full time schedules and shoe makers are mostly well 
engaged.”

country of Western Nebraska made 
o name for itself this week. 


The lake near Antioch ed 
international prominence by doing 
the unexpected.

Slowly but steadily, at the rate of 
four or five feet a day, it marched 
two miles to the ranch doorstep of 
Mr. and Mrs. Joe Herrian, It spread 
out over two-thousand acres of rich 
hay Jand. 

Ranchers at first watched in am- 
azement. Then they began to act. At 
a week's end, the mystery lake had 
created more of a furore in the 
cattle country than the results of 
the last presidential election. 

Everyone had a theory. Bmbroiled 
in the dispute were the ranchers, 
the state irrigation department, the 
city of alliance, and possibly the 
Federal Government, 

The ranchers blamed the rise 
partly on the Federal goverment. 
They said the cily was dumping 
processed sewage into Snake Creek 
and that was increasing the flow of 
the stream which feeds the ranch 
lake, 

They sald also that a deep drain- 
age ditch built by the Federal gov- 
ernment to dry an air base was 
helping to carry the water overland 
to the Herrian ranch. . 

Alliance disclaimed any responsi- 
bility, 

The State Irrigation Department 
said both factors probably had 
something to do with the rise, Also 
in the picture, officials said, was a 
large underground water supply 
caused by record snowfall this win- 
ter and heavy rainfall this spring.

DENTAL DISEASES AND 
RHEUMATIC FEVER 


Because some individuals with {n- 
fected teeth or tonsils, or both, do 
not have attacks of rheumatic fe- 
yer, many Who do have such infec- 
tions feel that it is a waste of time 
and money, togehter with suffer- 
ing pain, to try to cure or pre- 
vent attacks by removal of infected 
teeth and tonsils. 

It also is true that avoiding cold- 
mess and dampneess prevents at- 
tacks of rheumatic fever. 

However, physiclans and dentists 
almost daily see dramatic results 
obtained by keeping the mouth free 
of infection, 

In the “Journal of the American 
Dental Association,” Dr. Martin En- 
tine, Philadelphia, reports his re- 
sults obtained by a survey of den- 
tal diseases as an aid in diagnosing 
the cause of rheumatic fever. The 

\ survey included not only 100 chil- 
dren with rheumatic fever, but also 
100 average normal children. The 
children with rheumatic fever were 
studied at out-patient and rheu- 
matic fever clinics at five hospitals 
in Philadelphia, The normal chil- 
dren were studied with the co-op- 
eration of the children’s depart- 
ment at Temple University School 
of Dentistry. 

The children, aged from 4 to 17 in 
each group, were examined as to 
the number of cracks in the enamel, 
the number of lost teeth that had 
been replaced, and the number of 
teeth previously extracted because 
of decay plus the number of ex- 
tractions necessary. 

—~ Of the 100 children with rheum- 
atic fever, 33 per cent had mild in- 
flammation (gingivitis) of the gums, 
Of the 100 normal children, only 
4 per cent had gingivitis. Soft white 
deposits and areas with some loss 
of calcium were observed in 38 per 
cent of the rheumatic children, but 
in only 6 per cent of the normal 
group. The rheumatic children had 
almost twice aS many cavities as 
the normal group. The rheumatic 
children had almost twice as many 
cavities as the normal (822 to 415). 
One hundred and twenty-nine ex- 
tarctions were necessary for the 
rheumatic children; only 47 were 
required by the normal children. 
And there were 60 per cent more 
cases of decayed teeth in rheumatic 
than in normal children. 

As physicians consider rheumatic 
fever ‘childhood’s greatest enemy,’ 
parents should take not of the above 

i facts and so try to prevent crip- 
pling herat disease, which so often 
follows rheumatic feyer,

Cold, Painful, Tingling, Numb Feet 
One of the ailments that often oc- 
curg as we grow older is slowness of 
the circulation of the blood. It is 
called arterial insufficiency, mean- 
ing that the arteries (blood vessels 
carrying blood from the heart to 
all parts of the body) aré not elastic 
enough to open sufficiently to let 
the blood flow freely to the outer- 
most parts of the body, such as the 
feet. If the blood doe, not move in 
sufficient quantities or at a falr 
amount of speed, various symptoms 
occur --pain on exercise, pain with 
burning, tingling and numbness. 

The cause of these symptoms may 
be infection of some kind which in- 
flames the lining of the blood ves- 
sels. When inflamation passes away, 
scar or hara tissue replaces some 
of the elastic tissue in the walls of 
the vessels. Thus when the heart 
pumps the blood, the vessels be- 
cause of lost elastic tissue, cannot 
open as wide and so blood cannot 
reach the outermost parts of the 
body in sufficient quantity. This 
lack of blood causes the symptoms 
mentioned above. 

The medical treatment of “poor 
circulation,” is a drug or drugs that 
dilate or open up the blood vessels 
to let more blood reach the part. 
Sometimes, as In the reecnt case 
of King George of Britain, an op-

SUGAR AND SWEETS 
eee 

Your dentist will tell you that the 
greatest single cause of tooth de- 
cay is too much sugar in the daily 
diet. It is only natural for children 
to eat candy and want “swect’’ 
foods, and many adults are just as 
fond of sugar as are children. 

The reason your dentist wants 
you to cut down on your sugar in- 
take is because the sugar gets on 
and between the teeth, attack the 
hard surface --the enamel --and 
causes tiny cracks in it, Through 
these tiny cracks, organisms which 
cause decay find their way. If these 
tiny cavities are not filled, more 
and more harmful organisms will 
enter into the less hard tissues of 
the teeth. 

‘As stated before, the tissues which 
maintain the health of the inner 
part of the teeth are kept healthy 
by the protective foods --dairy pro- 
ducts (milk, cream, butter, cheese), 
egg yolks and green vegetables, Thus 
-if less sugar is eaten and more of 


should be maintained. 

Another reason why sugar should 
be reduced is that if we eat a large 
amount of sugar, we have not the 
room or desire for other foods just 
as necessary or even more necessary 
than sugar or other starch foods. 

However, there is nothing that 
will give “quick energy” as rapidly 
as sugar. It can be absorbed into 
the blood directly from the mouth 
within a minute” or two, without 
having to go all the way through the 
stomach and intestine,’a matter of 
hours. 

Athletes know the value of sugar 
before and during a game, race, or 
boxing or wrestling bout. Harvard 
research workers found that eating 
more sugar in training and during 
the Boston marathon race enable 
the runners to finish farther up in 
the race apd it better condition 
when they finished, than during 
the race the .previous year when 
these same runners did not take 
sugar. At “half time” in a football 
or hockey game, eating sweets (can. 
dy, loaf sugar, oranges) gives en- 
ergy for the second half of the 
game. 

The thought then, is, that gen- 
erally speaking, we should eat less 
Sugar to save our teeth and leave 
room and appetite for the protec. 
tive foods. When we need extra or 
quick energy, sugar gives energy 
quicker than other foods.

Too Much Rest In Rheumatism And 
Arthritis 

When pain occurs in a joint, it is 
only natural for the patient to take 
a pain-relleying drug. As he finds 
that moying the joint causes pain, 
he keeps the Joint from bending, 

While resting a joint is considey- 
ed the proper treatment in an in- 
flamed and swollen jolnt ,too much 
rest of a painful joint that is not 
red and swollen now is consitered 
unwise, as it allows the joint to be- 
come stiff. Hot applications, 
exercise or. even surgical 
fon may be necessary to 
up” the Joint. 

In “Archives of Physical Medi- 
cine,” Drs, George Morris Piersol 
and Joseph Lee Hollander state 
that while bed rest is advisable in 
the early stages of an “{\nflamed”’ 
joint, it is only too true that the 
deformities so often seen In old cas- 
es of arthritis were caused in the 
first place by the use of too much 
rest and plaster casts. While ad- 
mitting that rest and plaster casts 
1s good treatment in the early sta- 
ges, if cont{nued too long, deforml_ 
ties result.

“gentle” exercise several times daily 
by slow, guided motions, never 
“forced”, By use of the salicylate 
drugs, mostly aspirin, the pain is 
relieved and more movement can be 
withstood by the patient, whether 
he is exercising the joint himself 
or it is being moved by an atten- 
dant or a member of his family, 
_As lying in bed for a lengthy peri- 
od slows up the circulation and re- 
moval of wastes, it can be under- 
stood that ‘continued motion of 
arthritic joints prevents adhesions 
(hardening of the tissues, thus caus- 
ing stiff joints).” Gentle exercise 
and stretching movements keep 
ligaments and other coverings of the 
joint from tightening and so caus- 
ing the joint to become stiff. ' 


HEADACHE 

Some years ago I tried to count 
up the number of causes of head- 
ache. When it ran over 100, I stop- 
ped, Spme research workers re- 
port over 200 causes. 

When the pain is In the top of 
the head, it may be caused by thin 
blood, mental and physical tiredness 
(meurasthenia), hysteria, and dis- 
eases of the bladder and generative 
organs, ’ 

Pain in the forehead is often due 
to constipation, digestive disturban- 
ces (gas). If immediately over the 
eye, lt may be sinus or an eye 
disturbance, 

If the pain is at the. back of the 
head, it may be due to indigestion, 

eyestrain, infected teeth, sinus 
disturbance, rheumatism, a displac- 
ed or ruptured disk (cushion bet- 
ween the neck hones of the spine) 
and diseases of the middle car, 

Pain at the side of the head, a- 
bout the ear, is in most cases caus- 
ed by diseases of the ear and teeth, 
and even by eyestrain. 

From 


tlme to time there seem 
to be epidemics of pain at the 
back of head and in the neck, 


which must be due to organisms in 
the alr as these symptoms attacks 
whole communities. Fortunately, the 
attack does not last long usually, 
and relief ts obtained by hot appli- 
cations and use of aspirin, 

While we now are all famillar 
with cases of low backache and 
sejatica caused by injury to the 
disks between the bones of the 
sping in the lower back, {t is only 
during the past two years that we 
are learning that the disks between 
the spine bones of the neck can be 


so injured or crushed that the 
fragments press upon the 
nerve or nerve which extend from 
the spine to the back of the head, 
neck, shoulder and arm. Thus, 
when pain occurs in this region, tt 
is belleved due to a cold, rheuma- 
tism or neuritis. As heat gives 
relief at times, the fact that a disk 
has been injured from a blow or 
fall never is suspected.

Poultrymen Benefit By Drought 

You can't go far these days with. 
out hearing something about the 
way the weather's been playing hob 
with agriculture. 

More often than not --and with 
good reason =-the cry has gone up, 
‘we've been getting so little rain 
we don't know just how we'll stand 
this time next year, It's been cut- 
ting into production more in the 
past few weeks than it has for 
years.” 


So it's somewhat strange to hear 
from people who really welcome dry 
weather without much sign of rain, 

But that same warm, dry weather 
has been of more than a little bene- 
fit to poultrymen. A survey that’s 
just been completed shows that up 
to the moment, there hasn't been 
the usual number of chicks and 
poults affected with coccidiosis, 

However, the lack of moisture 1s 
not entirely beneficial to the poul- 
try raisers because it results in 
very slow pasture growth. And this 
Jack of fresh green, in turn, has 
produced a rather high incidence 
of nutritional croup which is cau- 
sed by a Jack of vitamin “A” intake, 

Cc. W. Traves, Alberta's poultry 
Commissioner, say, the first symp- 
toms of nutritional croup are un- 
thriftiness, watering of the eyes and 
often 
trils. Unlike the infectious croup, 
there’, no offensive odor, 

Nutritional croup {s easily clear- 
ed up --especially in its early stages. 
The best way is to add five per- 
cent good quality alfalfa meal and a 
extra two percent high vitamin “A” 
content fish oil to the mash. 

Then, carry on feeding it until the 
birds are recovered. 


Beeswax: Important Commercial 
Product 
Beeswax, quite apart from its 


value in the hive, is an important 
commercial product. It's used in 
the manufacture of all kinds of 
commodities ranging from cosmetics 
to varnish. 

But bee-keepers often look on 
beeswax as merely a by-product of 
honey -and they waste it. 

However, officials of the Federal 
Agriculture Department suggest 
(hat all bits of burr comb, odd combs 
and wax cappings should be gath- 
ered and stored in a clean-covered 
container, They can be rendered 
down and th beeswax reclaimed. 
Most dealers handling bee supplies 
will accept beeswax in exchange for 
bee suppliear- or they'll pay cash.

The high nutritive value of pas- 
ture is nol always realised. Invest- 
igators into the composition of 
grass have stated; “In respect of 
digestibility, well grazed grass com- 
pares favourably with concentrates 
like Hnseed cake, and is far superior 
to meadow hay of the best quality, 
In respect of its d / matter it may 
be looked on as possessing the 
character of a comcentrate rich In 
digestable oil.’ It 1s, in effect, a 
“watered protein concentrate,”

growth of grass of up to three 
weeks of age.—Agricultural Topics.

Emergency Hay and Pasture Crops 

The drought has caused @ most 
serious feed shortage in Ontario, 
and many farmers will need sup- 
plementary pasture and hay crops 
-says Dr. O. M. McConkey, Field 
Husbandry Department, Ontario 
Agricultural College. 

Here are some of the best emer- 
gency crops: 


Warm Weather Crops For Pasture 
and Hay 
(1) Sudan Grass 30 lbs, pre acre 
sown shallow through the tubes of 
the drill for pasture or hay. 
(2) Budan Grass -20 lbs per acre 
and oat, 2 1-2 bushels per acre for 
pasture or hay. 
(3) Millet -varieties Empire, Hun- 
garian, or Siberian sown at 30 lbs. 
per acre for hay. For best results 
feed millet mixed with alfalfa or 
clover hay. 

The above crops should be cut 
early in the blossom stage for best 
quality hay. 


Cold Weather Crops For Fall or 
Early Spring Pasture { 
(1) Fall Rye at 2 bushels per acre or 
1 bushel of Oats and 1 bushel of rye 
will provide pasture for the dairy 
herd in the fall and early spring. 
(2) Rape seeded in rows 24 to 30 in- 
ches apart at 1 or 2 lbs per acre, 
Rape will furnish good fall pas- 
ture for beef cattle, sheep, and hogs. 
Do not pasture the dairy herd on 
rape because rape taints the milk,

In 1860, however, the manu- 
facture by hand of tin cans began 
in the United States, In 1878 the 
first Canadian canning factory was

Machine made cans were soon us- 
ed, but the tops were soldered on. In 
1910 soldering was dispensed with 
and the modern type of can adopt- 
ed. These are made of steel with a 
coating of pure tin. Special enamel- 
Jjned cans are used where anly dis- 
coloration of the contents might 
ocour, or chemical action corrode 
the Inner surface of the can. 

Today, can and contents, must 
live up to the exacting specificat- 
fons laia down by Government to 
protect the health -and also the 
pocket — of the consumer.

The aim in rearing broiler chick- 
eng should be to get them to mar- 
ket size with the least possible cash 
outlay, and yet provide the neces. 
sary care to ensure good quality in 
the product, Good quality is direct- 
ly associated with profit, for con- 
tinued consumer demand cannot be 
expected when, due to faully rear- 
ing practices, thin unsightly birds 
are marketed, 

Perhaps the principal error to be 
avoided is failure to allow sufficient 
space for growth, particularly when 
chicks are hatched early in the year, 
At the Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion at Harrow, Ont., says W. F, 
Mountain, Head Poultryman, re- 
cords of broiler development show 
(hat Jarred Rock chicks averaging 
1 1-2 ounces, have Increased thelr 
Initial weight over 30 Limes within 
fa period of ten weeks, If size in 
oveases can be considered’ relative 
to weight gains, the number of 
chicks started should be based on 
an allowance of two square feet of 
floor space for cach bird. Later 
hatched chicks that haye access 
to outside runs can do with less 
floor space, but whatever the time 
of yenr, overcrowding should be 
Avoided.

Displaced Flies To Invat 
Canada; 100,000 Coming 


This should be a prosperous 
summer for men who make fly- 
swatters . The Commonwealth 
Bureau of Biologic control has in- 
vited 100-thousand French, Bel- 
gian, German and Swiss flies to 
Canada for a permanent visit. 

However, the situation’s not as 
bad as it seems. The Dominion 
Parasite Laboratory at Belleville 
expects that the insect immigrants 
will more than earn their keep 
by ridding Canadian gardens of 
such pests as the corn borer and 
the common spruce budworm.. 


These foreign flies; happen to be 
parasites of a sort extremely hos- 
tile to some of Canada’s worst crop 
ruiners. The laboratory will bresd 
study and release the insects in 
all parts of the country. Already, 
some of them have opened war- 
fare on pests in the New Bruns- 
wick and Eastern Quebec districts, 

However, the Parasite Labora- 
tory hasn’t sald anything about 
one important detail --whether 
their buzz is worse than their bite.

Growers in the Toronto district 
haye been most seriously affected 
by the drought, They haye asked 
for government assurance that lm- 
port restrictions will not be ilfted. 

Despite existing restrictions, far- 
mers in the Windsor District say 
U-S produce is~already providing 
too stiff competition for their crops. 
Windsor farmers also say that loss 
of markets has forced them to plow 
under many fields of vegetable, in 
that district. They haye asked that 
Canadian markets be made avail- 
able to the Canadian growers only.

Law Now Governs

Life can have Its brighter io 
ments, even if you're living in a 
coffin six feet under. 

And that’s straight from Ray- 
mond Emmert, Who {s entombed in 
a small, specially - built coffin six 
feet under the sod in downtown 
Zanesville, Ohio. 

Emmert is out to set a new 
World’s record from being buried 
allye. He's been down there for 
32 days now. And he says he’s go- 
ing to stay for a total of 43 days-- 
one day longer than the under- 
ground record claimed by a fellow 
townsman, L. G. McIntyre. Mc- 
Intyre say, he set his record of 42 
days in Chicago in 1938. 

Emmert {s an unemployed World 
War two veteran. He says he fust; 
got tired of loafing on the surface | 
and decided he might as well do 
it in a grave. Besides, he needs} 
money and he wants to catch up on | 
his reading. | 

On May 20th, Demp, as his | 
friends call him, curled up in the 
coffin and the Hd was nailed on. 
Just as the two promoters of the 
stunt -- Charles Ramsey and H.} 
J. Berry -- were about to lower | 
him into the grave police arrived 
They ordered Emmert and com- 
pany to move because the grave! 
had been dug on city property. So 
{a new hole was carved out on pri- 
vate property nearby. 

Emmert figures things could be 
worse in hig new home, although 
‘he’s a little cramped for space! 
The box is only six feet long, just 
two inches longer than his five-\ 
foot-ten-Inch frame. The coffin is| 
30 inches wide and 23 inches deep. 
That’s just enough, he says, to 
arch his back and wiggle his arms 
and legs a little for exercise. 

Inside is a mattress, a pillow and 
an electric light. A 10-inch square 
chute connects with the surface. 
Air if forced down the shaft by a 
| blower after first being treated 
with ultra-violet rays to take out} 
the moisture. A tent covers the} 
| grave to Keep him dry. 

The chute doubles in brass, 
really.

New York —(NEA)—'This,” said 
Mary Margaret McBride, referring 
to the 75,000 people jammed into 
the Yankee Stadium for her 16th 
anniversary party, “is the most fan- 
tastie and silly thing anybody ever 
heard of.” 

In a way she was right. Here 
were 75,000 persons—mostly wom- 
en, although there was a_ liberal} 
sprinkling of men,—screaming their 
heads off to pay tribute to » dumpy 
50-year-old woman who came from 
a Missouri farm. Railroads ran spe- 
cial trains to the event; groups in 
suburban towns chartered buses; 
even the phlegmatic New York sub- 
way system scheduled special ex- 
presses from deep in the heart of 
Brooklyn fe,stooned with banners. 

But, if the celebration was “fan- 
_tastic and silly,” Mary Margaret's 
fans didn’t think so. 

Most of them felt like they were 
going to a birthday party at their 
next door neighbor's It’s this neigh- 
porly quality that has made Mary 
Margaret McBride one of the most 
potent personalities on radio. Every 
afternoon, from Monday through 
Friday, she comes into housewives’ 
lives for an hour's chatty visit. Her 
soft, flat voice has a knack of mak- 
ing her seem like company, There 
are those who even claim to enjoy 
her commercials, 

During her 15 years on the air, 
Mary Margaret has done some 7500 
shows, and entertained about 12,000 
guests. Three hundred of these 
guests came to her Yankee Stadium 
party. She tri&4 to introduce them 
all during the course of the three 
jour. program, one half-hour of 
which was broadcast nationally. 

On her regular broadcasts, she 
never uses a script. The guests are 
Introduced and Mary Margaret 
seems to chat with them In a home_ 
spun way. Actually, however, she is 
doing a workmanlike job of incisive 
interviewing, basing her questions 
on facts which one of her 12 assis- 
tants has dug up In a preliminary 
interview with the guest. 

Her lack of script upset the goy- 
ernment during the war.

When he came over the alr, Ad- 
miral Land was chatting like any 
other guest, and he liked it so well— 
and so did she—that he came back 
several times. 

She can put any guest — and 
they've ranged from Sally Rand to 
someone close to the Grand Lama 
of Tibet with all stops in between— 
at ease and casually draw out what- 
ever he or she has to say of import- 
ance, 

It's a talent partly inborn and 
partly resulting from a successful 
newspapering career. She 
worked on papers in Oleveland and 
New York, then became woman's 
‘editor of NEA Service. It was while 
she was there in 1934 that a binge 
sent her into radio. 

It wasn't Mary Margaret's binge, 
of course. Somebody else binged. 
The result of that escapade was 
a shift in the staff of WOR, a New 
York radio station. The shift 
brought into power a man who 
thought that radio, then in about 
the same stage as television is to- 
day, needed some new ideas. One 
such was a woman's program. 

Auditions were held, and Mary 
Margaret, whose free-lance writing 
had suffered from depressionitis, en- 
tered and won. She says she took 
the Job thinking it would be fine re_ 
search for a story on radio, She 
stayed with NEA for a year, after 
her first microphone appearance. 

She first appeared as “Martha

Deane,” and shifted over to her own. 
name when she went with OBS in 
1937 while she continued on WOR 
as “Martha Deane.” In 1941, she 
switched to NBC, following a course 
just the opposite of several latter- 
day stars.
